Annual  Review  of  the  Season 

By  Walter  Camp,

The  foot  ball  season  of  1921  found  practically  every  college  and  university 
in  the  country  quite  underequipped  to  accommodate  the  huge  crowds 
demanding  admission.  The  reason  for  this  lies  partly  in  the  greater  keen- 
ness for  foot  ball  among  the  public  and  partly  in  the  real  improvement 
of  the  play  itself.  The  newspapers,  through  their  sports  editors  and  writers, 
have  presented  so  clearly  the  salient  points  of  scientific  play  as  to  more  than 
double  the  satisfaction  the  ordinary  observer  formerly  got  out  of  a  contest. 
He  or  she,  as  the  case  may  be,  instead  of  viewing  the  spectacle  as  an  excit- 
ing scramble,  now  comments  critically  upon  the  forward  pass,  the  forma- 
tions, the  shifts,  and  even  the  generalship  of  the  game.  Where  this  demand 
for  seats  will  lead  no  one  knows,  for  the  limit  of  present  structures  has 
been  reached,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  any  satisfactory  accommodation  can  be 
given  spectators  numbering  over  a  hundred  thousand. 

It  was  quite  to  be  expected  that  the  development  of  play  would  put  still 
further  demand  upon  the  officials.  Shift  plays,  with  their  infinite  multi- 
plication and  variety,  called  for  especial  attention. 

It  was  possible  to  note  last  year  more  real  progress  in  the  scientific  devel- 
opment of  the  game  than  any  season  in  the  last  decade.  We  now  see  a 
far  better  rounded-out  attack  through  the  combination  of  three  factors, 
namely,  the  shift,  the  forward  pass,  and  the  run  from  kick  formation,  than 
we  have  ever  seen  before.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  game  have  we  seen 
these  all  combined  as  they  were  last  year. 

The  outstanding  teams  of  the  year  were  finer  scoring  machines  than  foot 
ball  has  ever  developed  before.  The  University  of  California  dominated 
the  Pacific  Coast  with  a  really  remarkable  aggregation.  In  the  Middle 
West,  Iowa,  under  Howard  Jones,  came  to  the  front  and  won  the  Middle 
West  Conference  championship.  Centre  College  of  Kentucky,  under  Moran, 
had  an  unbroken  succession  of  victories,  and  defeated  Harvard. 

Georgia  Tech,  under  Alexander,  dominated  the  South  and  also  defeated 
Rutgers  overwhelmingly,  but  lost  to  Penn  State.  Notre  Dame,  under 
Rockne,  suffered  a  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Iowa  early  in  the  season,  but 
played  a  strong  schedule  and  went  undefeated  with  that  exception,  beating 
the  Army,  28  to  0;  Rutgers,  48  to  0,  and  Nebraska,  7  to  0.  Nebraska  also 
easily  led  her  section,  although  defeated  by  Notre  Dame,  and  also  won 
from  Pittsburgh. 

Cornell,  under  Dobie,  finished  the  season  unconquered,  administering  the 
v»rst  beating  to  Dartmouth  in  the  history  of  their  contests,  59  to  7,  and 
beating  Pennsylvania  in  their  final  game.  41  to  0.  Lafayette  remained 
undefeated,  and  early  in  the  season  beat  Pittsburgh,  6  to  0,  and  trampled 
over  her  old  rival,  Lehigh,  28  to  6,  as  well  as  beating  Pennsylvania,  38  to 
6.  Washington  and  Jefferson  also  was  among  the  undefeated',  beating  Pitts- 
burgh, 7  to  0,  and  Syracuse,  17  to  0.     The  Navy  lost  only  one  game,  to 
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Penn  State,  and  defeated  the  Army  in  their  fanal  game,  7  to  0,  after  hav- 
ing beaten  Princeton,  13  to  0. 

Penn  State  under  Bezdek  stood  out  with  an  undefeated  team,  beating 
Georgia  Tech,  28  to  7,  playing  a  tie  with  Harvard,  21  to  21,  beating  the 
Navy,  13  to  7,  but  only  getting  a  tie  with  Pittsburgh  in  a  scoreless  game 
on  a  muddy  field  at  the  end  ot  the  season.  The  situation  of  Yale,  Harvard 
and  Princeton  is  a  complicated  one,  as  Princeton  defeated  Harvard,  Yale 
defeated  Princeton,  and  Harvard  defeated  Yale. 

In  intersectional  games  the  West  triumphed.  Notre  Dame  defeating  the 
Army,  Nebraska  defeating  Pittsburgh,  Chicago  defeating  Princeton.  Of 
the  South,  Georgia  Tech  defeated  a  good  strong  team'  in  Georgetown,  but 
was  beaten  by  Penn  State.  Syracuse  beat  McGill,  13  to  0.  Chicago  beat 
Colorado,  35  to  0.  Boston  College  beat  Baylor  of  Texas,  23  to  7,  on  a 
Southern  trip.  Detroit  defeated  Springfield,  21  to  0.  Yale  beat  Maryland, 
28  to  0.    California  beat  Nevada,  51  to  6.    Detroit  beat  Tulane,  14  to  10. 

The  season  was  fraught  with  upsets.  Never  were  there  quite  such  terrible 
blows  delivered  to  budding  hopes  as  in  the  season  of  1921.  Pittsburgh, 
starting  out  with  a  backfield  which  could  hardly  be  surpassed,  was  beaten 
by  Lafayette.  Then  Glenn  Warner's  men  seemed  to  get  on  their  feet  and, 
after  defeating  West  Virginia  and  Cincinnati,  ran  riot  over  Syracuse,  35  to 
0.  and  Pennsylvania,  28  to  0,  only  to  be  beaten  by  the  powerful  Nebraska 
team,  10  to  0,  and  by  Washington  and  Jefferson,  7  to  0.  So  faded  Pitts- 
burgh's hopes.     ^ 

The  Navy,  starting  out  in  a  whirlwind  manner,  after  two  minor  games, 
defeated  Princeton,  13  to  0,  and  had  visions  of  coming  through  with  an 
undefeated  team  to  claim  the  title  of  the  East.  Something  of  the  handwrit- 
ing on  the  wall  appeared,  however,  in  her  next  game,  which  she  was  only 
able  to  win  from  Bucknell,  6  to  0,  and  then  came  that  remarkable  aggrega- 
tion from  Penn  State  and  defeated  her,  13  to  7.  So  her  hopes  of  a  clean 
slate  went  glimmering. 

Yale,  having  gone  through  an  undefeated  season,  and  having  beaten  the 
Army,  14  to  7,  and  Princeton,  13  to  7,  led  in  the  Harvard  game  up  to  the 
beginning  of  the  fourth  period,  3  to  0,  and  then  went  down  in  defeat, 
10  to  3.  . 

But  perhaps  the  most  bitter  blow  of  all  came  to  Ohio  State  in  the  Mid- 
dle West  Conference.  Like  Pittsburgh,  she  suffered  a  defeat  early  in  the 
season  at  the  hands  of  Oberlin,  7  to  6,  but  Oberlin  is  not  a  member  of 
the  Conference.  Hence  her  Conference  championship  possibilities  were 
not  injured.  Ohio  State  then  defeated  Minnesota,  27  to  0,  Michigan,  14 
to  0,  Chicago,  7  to  0,  ran  easily  over  Purdue,  and.  as  Iowa  and  Wisconsin 
were  likewise  unbeaten,  it  looked  as  if  the  three  might  be  tied.  Then  Wis- 
consin was  held  to  a  tie  game  by  Michigan,  thus  ruining  that  team's 
chances,  but  Ohio  State  and  Iowa  were  left,  and  there  was  much  talk  of 
a  post-season  contest  to  decide  the  Middle  West  Conference  championship. 
But  Illinois,  with  a  team  which  had  had  nothing  but  defeats,  and  had 
made  no  touchdown  against  any  of  the  Conference  teams,  suddenly  came 
to  life  and  defeated  Ohio  State,  7  to  0,  thus  putting  Iowa  undisputably  at 
the  top.'  Wisconsin,  after  the  tie  with  Michigan,  went  down  to  defeat  at 
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the  hands  of  Chicago,  which  team  had  the  bitter  disappointment,  after  hav- 
ing beaten  Princeton,  of  going  back  into  its  own  country  to  be  defeated  by 
Ohio  State.  Georgia  Tech,  piling  up  great  scores  against  Southern  teams, 
came  north,  and  on  the  Polo  Grounds  lost  to  Penn  State,  28  to  7.  She 
got  some  satisfaction,  however,  by  defeating  Georgetown,  21  to  7,  but  her 
great  aspirations  had  been  wrecked  by  Penn  State. 

On  present  schedules,  a  final  ranking  of  teams  is  impossible,  and  no 
attempt  will  be  made  to  select  the  country's  foremost  eleven.  Let  the  sec- 
tional champions,  already  discussed,  rest  upon  the  laurels  they  have  so 
fairly  won,  with  the  assurance  that  if  any  one  of  them  were  to  meet  any 
other  a  great  game  would  result  and  the  issue  might  be  in  doubt  to  the  last 
minute  of  play.  The  following  players  are  all  worthy  of  mention  for  good 
work  during  the  season:

Because  of  the  fact  that  in  many  quarters  it  has  been  understood  that 
the  inclusion  in  the  Guide  of  the  hundreds  of  selections  of  so-called  "All" 
teams  put  a  stamp  of  authority  on  those  selections,  it  was  decided  to  omit 
the  compilation  from  this  year's  number.  The  very  fact  that  the  Guide  is  thus 
recognized  as  the  final  word  in  the  history  of  the  season,  furnishes  the 
more  reason  why  it  should  hesitate  to  assume  a  position  of  authority  in 
personal  selection,  and  as  any  selection  of  this  kind,  whether  from  school 
or  college,  is  open  to  the  charge  of  partisanship,  all  will  be  omitted.  Instead 
of,  and  in  their  place,  the  Guide  is  presenting  a  Roll  of  Honor  as  it  were 
of  those  players  who  in  after  life  have  shown  that  the  lessons  learned  on 
the  gridiron  have  been  of  help  in  assisting  them  to  achieve  success  in  their 
chosen  calling. 

With  this  object  in  view  a  questionnaire  was  sent  to  the  various  con- 
tributors to  the  Guide,  asking  them  to  forward  the  blanks  to  persons  who 
would  be  qualified  to  give  the  names  of  some  of  the  more  prominent  alumni 
of  colleges  in  their  sections  of  the  country.  Due  to  the  short  period  that 
elapsed  between  the  time  that  the  questionnaire  was  distributed  and  the 
closing  of  school,  it  was  impossible  to  compile  a  more  complete  list.

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Hidh  Lights  of  the  1921  Foot  Ball  Season 

By  Walter  Camp. 

On  a  single  day  in  the  past  season,  in  games  sufficiently  important  to  be 
listed  in  the  Official  Foot  Ball  Guide,  there  were  nearly  ten  thousand 
players  in  uniform,  and  this  takes  in  none  of  the  preparatory  school  games 
or  games  outside  the  colleges.  This  gives  one  some  idea  of  the  enormous 
increase  in  interest.  Grandstands  of  the  size  of  the  Yale  Bowl  or  the  Har- 
vard Stadium  were  occupied  each  by  a  quarter  of  a  million  people  during 
the  season,  and  at  the  time  of  the  big  games  many  were  turned  away  unable 
to  secure  seats. 

Almost  every  college  is  now  building  or  contemplating  building  for  in- 
creased capacity,  in  order  that  their  graduates  and  friends  who  desire  to  see 
the  games  may  be  accommodated.  The  two  service  academies — Annapolis 
and  West  Point — are  so  besieged  with  applications  for  seats  at  their  annual 
contest  that  it  seems  well  nigh  impossible  to  solve  the  problem.  If  they 
built  a  stadium  today  that  would  seat  a  hundred  thousand  people,  the 
demand  could  not  be  taken  care  of,  and  this  involves  complications  of  all 
kinds.  Someone  has  to  do  the  refusing,  and  the  offended  party  is.  naturally 
aggrieved. 

If  anyone  wishes  to  see  bedlam  incarnate,  he  should  endeavor  to  approach 
the  offices  in  New  York  of  either  the  Army  or  Navy  representatives  who  have 
charge  of  ticket  distribution,  at  any  time  during  the  twenty-four  hours  pre- 
ceding the  big  game.  He  will  be  unable  to  reach  either  office  probably,  but 
he  will  be  able  to  stand  in  the  fringe  of  a  seething  crowd,  which  can  not  and 
will  not  believe  that  some  miracle  may  not  happen,  making  it  possible  to 
expand  a  paltry  fifty  or  sixty  thousand  seats  into  a  hundred  thousand  on  the 
eve  of  a  contest.

FOOT  BALL  EDUCATION. 

And  there  is  a  phase  to  this  great  demand  which  is  consoling.  It  is  that 
every  year  there  are  many  more  thousands  who  better  understand  the  intrica- 
cies of  play  involved  in  this  great  autumn  sport.  Of  course,  now  as  always, 
there  are  many  who  desire  to  see  a  foot  ball  game  simply  on  account  of  the 
spectacle — the  crowds  and  the  excitement.  But  each  year  the  number  grows 
of  those  who  sit  in  the  stands  and  really  have  some  comprehension  of  the 
strategy  of  the  game.  This  has  come  about  from  two  reasons — seeing  more 
of  foot  ball  and  the  crystallization  of  the  rules. 

The  day  has  passed  when  a  spectator,  who  has  become  educated,  is  obliged 
every  year  to  learn  a  new  code  or  find  himself  at  a  loss  to  understand  the 
play.  For  nearly  a  decade  now,  the  principles  of  attack  and  defense,  and 
the  general  laws  underlying  and  governing  them,  have  not  been  altered  in 
any  radical  fashion.  True,  penalties  have  been  changed,  certain  restrictions 
have  been  placed  upon  play,  and  the  duties  of  officials  have  been  somewhat

SHIFTING  OF  EMINENCE.

:re  taking  to  the  game  with  avidity  and  developing  plays  and  players, 
len  followed  the  period  where  the  graduates  of  these  institutions  of  learn- 
;  began  to  furnish  more  of  the  coaching  talent  than  the  original  group 
jmselves.  Next  came  changes  in  rules,  opening  greater  possibilities  in 
?  game,  and  soon  after  followed  the  introduction  of  the  forward  pass, 
estern  institutions  developed  the  possibilities  of  this  play  with  greater 
andon  than  the  more  conservative  East,  and  in  the  last  decade  we  have 
m  tremendous  strides  in  strategy,  a  great  portion  of  the  experimental 
irk  being  done  outside  of  the  two  or  three  older  universities  which  began 
3  game  before  the  '80s.  Now  we  have  reached  a  situation  where  a  first- 
iss  and  winning  team  may  be  developed  in  any  section  of  the  country, 
d  even  out  of  an  institution  small  in  number  of  enrolled  students.

OFFICIATING.

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Important  Gaines  in  1921 

PRINCETON— YALE. 
Before  an  enormous  crowd  in  the  Yale  Bowl,  Princeton  went  down  to 
defeat,  13  to  7,  the  margin  of  victory  being  two  field  goals,  both  drop- 
kicked  by  Captain  Aldrich.  These,  in  addition  to  Yale's  touchdown  against 
Princeton's  touchdown,  turned  the  tables.  In  the  first  part  of  the  play  Yale 
moved  fast  and  soon  had  the  ball  down  in  Tiger  territory,  when  from  the 
20-yard  line  O'Hearn  made  a  pretty  circle  of  Princeton's  right  end  for 
a  touchdown.  In  the  second  period  Princeton  tied  the  score,  but  in  the 
third  period  Yale  pushed  Princeton  down  toward  the  Tiger  goal  once  more 
and  Aldrich  put  over  his  first  drop-kick  from  the  20-yard  line.  In  the  final 
period,  after  his  team  had  carried  him  down  to  the  15-yard  line,  Captain 
Aldrich  put  over  his  second  field  goal.  Princeton  missed  a  great  chance  to 
score  about  three  minutes  before  the  end,  when  one  of  the  long  forward 
passes  which  they  were  trying  settled  in  Gilroy's  hands,  jmd  apparently  he 
had  a  clear  field  to  Yale's  goal;  but  stumbling  at  the  moment  of  taking  the 
ball,  the  Yale  men  overtook  him. 

PRINCETON— HARVARD. 
Last  year  we  wrote  that  this  was  one  of  the  sensational  games  of  the  year, 
and  the  1921  contest  was  quite  equal  in  excitement  to  that  of  1920.  Both 
sides  had  struggled  hard  up  to  the  latter  part  of  the  game  with  no  apparent 
advantage  and  no  scoring.  Finally  Owen,  the  Harvard  back,  put  over  a 
field  goal,  and  with  only  a  few  minutes  to  play  the  Harvard  partisans,  and 
3ven  the  team,  were  rejoicing  at  what  looked  like  the  final  settlement  of  the 
issue.  Soon  after  the  ball  was  again  put  in  play,  however,  occurred  one  of 
those  remarkable  happenings  which  always  make  the  game  of  foot  ball  so 
interesting,  and  for  which  these  big  games  are  noted.  Princeton,  back  in 
aiidfield  in  possession  of  the  ball,  with  the  j^ame  apparently  lost,  made  a 
Forward  pass.  It  was  innocent  enough  in  appearance  even  though  it  should 
be  successful,  for  it  did  not  go  very  far  beyond  the  scrimmage  line,  and 
Iwas  off  to  one  side.  By  the  time  Gilroy  received  the  ball  there  were,  from 
i:he  natural  formation  of  the  two  teams,  three,  and  probably  four,  men  in  the 
Harvard  backfield  who  could  have  intercepted  him  at  the  side  lines.  Prince- 
jon,  it  is  true,  used  some  excellent  interference;  but  even  that  would  not 
iiave  enabled  Gilroy  to  get  his  run  had  the  Harvard  backs  realized  the 
langer  earlier.  Gilroy  went  staggering  along  just  inside  the  side  line,  and 
t  seemed  every  moment  as  though  he  would  be  forced  out;  but  he  kept  on, 
unning  as  he  never  had  run  before  in  his  life.  One  Harvard  back  tackled 
lim  and  was  shaken  off.  Another,  running  towards  Gilroy,  staggered  him 
,1  little  and  at  last  finally  lunged  at  him  about  three  or  four  yards  outside 
5'he  goal  line  and  got  him;  but  Gilroy  went  tearing  over  the  goal  line  for 
I  touchdown  and  victory.  Worthy  of  record  is  the  fact  that  Princeton 
)layed  through  without  a  substitution,  only  eleven  men  being  used  in 
he  game.

OHIO  STATE  UNIVERSITY,  COLUMBUS. 
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HARVARD— YALE. 
Here  was  a  game  that  resembled  the  Harvard-Princeton  game  in  that  a 
team  leading  and  apparently  rendered  overconfident  by  the  fact  that  they 
had  worked  their  way  out  from  their  own  goal  against  a  stiff  wind,  suddenly 
lost  all  sense  of  danger;  for  it  was  at  this  point  and  under  such  a  con- 
tingency that  the  tables  were  suddenly  turned.  Aldrich  punted  down  the 
field — true,  a  low  kick  and  rather  difl&cult  to  cover;  but  the  Yale  line 
straggled — and  as  a  result  Buell  had  his  opportunity.  Breaking  off  towards 
the  right,  he  soon  had  the  Yale  forwards  in  pursuit  and  carried  the  ball  up 
to  Yale's  20-yard  line  before  he  was  downed.  It  was  near  the  end  of  the 
third  period,  and  as  the  goals  were  changed  immediately  thereafter,  it  took 
only  a  few  seconds  for  Harvard,  by  a  very  well  executed  deceptive  play,  to 
score.  After  that,  although  Yale  made  two  or  three  excellent  charges  to 
recover  themselves,  their  efforts  proved  futile  and  Harvard  eventually  added 
a  field  goal.  Yale  seemed  the  more  powerful  in  her  line  driving,  but  the 
work  of  such  a  plunger  as  Jordan  was  not  concealed,  and  yet  he  made  good 
gains  through  sheer  force  and  determination.  Owen,  on  the  other  hand, 
had  the  more  deceptive  protection,  and  at  the  vital  moment  when  he  had  ta 
have  the  touchdown  he  was  able  to  make  it. 

TEXAS  A.  &  M.— CENTRE. 
Foot  ball  looked  up  in  Texas  and  there  was  great  delight  through  the 
Lone  Star  State  when  the  Texas  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
defeated  Centre,  the  conqueror  of  Harvard.  It  was  a  good  game,  with  the 
better  playing  consistently  done  by  the  Texas  team,  and  they  deserved  the 
victory  which  they  secured,  22 — 14.  They  put  up  a  defense  which  was 
too  much  for  the  Centre  attack,  while  their  own  offense  was  clever  and 
versatile.  With  the  score  22 — 7  against  them,  the  Centre  team  fought  in 
desperation,  and  with  a  clever  double  forward  pass,  McMillin  to  Covington 
to  Snoddy,  got  another  touchdown,  which  they  converted  into  a  goal — but 
the  game  was  practically  over  before  this  flash  of  brilliancy  occurred. 

CALIFORNIA— WASHINGTON  AND  JEFFERSON. 

The  big  post-season  game  was,  of  course,  that  between  Washington  and 
Jefferson  and  California.  The  Pacific  Coast  team  for  two  years  haxl  made  a 
marvelous  record  and  most  of  the  people  who  banked  the  stadium  at  the 
Tournament  of  Roses  expected  to  see  the  Califomians  win  without  question. 
They  were  somewhat  handicapped  in  that  an  injury  in  midseason  to  one  of 
their  star  players,  "Brick"  Muller,  had  not  been  entirely  repaired,  but  for 
all  that  the  work  by  the  visitors  was  a  big  surprise.  As  a  matter  of  fact. 
Stein,  the  captain  of  the  W.  and  J.  team,  both  in  actual  performance  and 
in  headwork,  proved  a  tower  of  strength  for  the  visitors.  The  Californians 
outpunted  the  Easterners,  Nisbet  of  the  Coast  team  being  in  excellent  form. 
Each  side  had  opportunities.  In  the  first  period,  Brenkert  of  the  visitors 
went  35  yards  and  crossed  the  goal  line,  but  a  foul  had  been  called  and  he 
was  brought  back.  California,  toward  the  end,  had  an  opportunity  after  a 
forward  pass;  but  they,  too,  failed.  Altogether  it  was  a  most  exciting  coii- 
test,  with  honors  even  and  neither  side  being  able  to  score.

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PENN  STATE— GEORGIA  TECH. 
This  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  games  of  the  season  on  account  of 
the  wide  divergence  of  play  between  the  two  teams.  Georgia  Tech  came 
North  with  their  famous  line  shift,  but  Penn  State  had  a  deceptive  backfield 
shift  which  Killinger  worked  to  great  advantage.  Georgia  Tech  started  out 
with  a  smothering  attack,  and  from  well  down  in  their  territory  carried  the 
ball  the  entire  length  of  the  field  and  scored  with  a  touchdown,  which  was 
converted  into  a  goal.  On  the  next  kick-oflf  Killinger  got  the  ball  down  in 
Penn  State's  goal,  made  a  most  magnificent  run  the  entire  length  of  the 
field,  and  within  less  than  a  minute  the  score  was  tied.  From  that  time  on 
Penn  State  consistently  improved  in  their  defense  to  Georgia  Tech's  shifts, 
and  having  possession  of  the  ball  were  enabled  to  use  their  ovm  attack  to 
advantage.  Before  the  game  was  finished  they  had  rolled  up  a  score  of 
28  to  7.    It  was  a  most  impressive  victory. 

PENN   STATE— ANNAPOLIS. 

This  was  one  of  the  really  first-class  gemies  of  the  season  and  showed  the 
ability  of  Penn  State  almost  as  well  as  had  the  Georgia  Tech  game.  It 
was  bitterly  fought  out,  but  Penn  State  had  a  little  the  margin  all  the  time 
and  won  by  the  score  of  13 — 7. 

CENTRE— HARVARD. 

The  visitors  having  broadened  out  their  plan  of  campaign,  which  had  cost 
them  a  defeat  of  31 — 14  at  the  hands  of  the  Crimson  in  1920,  took  ample 
revenge,  and,  thanks  to  the  work  of  Roberts  and  McMillin,  registered  a 
victory  over  Harvard  by  the  score  of  6 — 0. 

PENN  STATE— PITTSBURGH. 

For  another  year  the  ability  of  these  two  teams  at  the  end  of  the  season 
was  thrown  under  a  cloud  by  wretched  weather  conditions  which  made  it 
impossible  for  either  eleven  to  do  itself  justice,  and  a  scoreless  tie  was 
the  result. 

CHICAGO— WISCONSIN. 

The  game  was  one  full  of  great  interest,  for  Chicago,  in  spite  of  their 
splendid  victory  over  Princeton,  needed  a  victory  here,  and  all  through  the 
contest  it  looked  as  though  they  were  not  going  to  be  able  to  get  it.  The 
game  had  finally  progressed  up  to  within  the  last  three  minutes  of  play  on 
a  field  soft  from  rain  and  extremely  treacherous  to  the  runners.  Once 
Wisconsin  had  started  a  march  down  the  field  and  had  gone  60  yards  with 
splendid  offensive  power,  only  to  lose  the  ball  on  the  8-yard  line  through  a 
fumble  by  WiUiams.  The  real  break  in  the  game,  however,  came  after 
Thomas  had  been  thrown  in  by  Coach  Stagg,  and  who  was  smashing  into 
the  Badger  line  and  got  inside  the  25-yard  mark.  Crisler  went  back  to  hold 
the  ball  for  a  placement  kick,  but  Brader,  the  Wisconsin  left  tackle,  started 
too  early  and  it  gave  Chicago  a  first  down.  Less  than  a  minute  thereafter 
Romney,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Maroon  quarter-back,  kicked  a  drop-kick  goal 
for  the  winning  score.

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ILLINOIS— OHIO  STATE. 
The  Illinois-Ohio  State  game  was  one  of  much  interest,  for  it  put  a  stop 
to  Ohio's  progress,  and  Zuppke's  fighters  succeeded  in  making  up  for  the 
rather  unsatisfactory  season  just  as  they  had  done  several  years  ago  by 
defeating  Minnesota.  Ohio  State  was  supremely  confident  just  as  was  Minne- 
sota when  the  Zuppke  disaster  fell  upon  Williams.  Illinois  had  shown  little 
ability  to  score  against  Conference  teams,  and  Ohio  started  off  expecting  to 
really  run  over  these  men.  After  threatening  the  Illinois  goal  line  through 
the  first  period,  they  made  no  less  than  eight  first  downs  in  the  second  period 
and  had  the  ball  on  Illinois'  30-yard  line,  but  lost  it  there  on  downs.  An 
exchange  of  punts  followed,  and  then  Crangle  and  Peden  hit  the  line  until 
they  had  the  ball  well  into  Ohio's  territory.  After  two  more  attempts,  Peden 
made  a  forward  pass  to  Walquist.  The  ball  bounded  out  of  his  hands,  hit  the 
head  of  an  Ohio  player  and  bounded  into  the  arms  of  the  Illinois  captain 
once  more,  who  covered  the  15  yards  necessary  for  a  touchdown  and  victory. 

PITTSBURGH    vs.    LAFAYETTE,    NEBRASKA    AND 
WASHINGTON-JEFFERSON. 

Lafayette,  with  a  wonderful  line  and  hard-hitting  offense,  caught  Pitts- 
burgh in  the  second  game  of  her  season  and  the  Easton  men  proved 
altogether  too  good  for  Warner's  pupils  and  scored  a  well-earned  victory, 
6 — 0.  Nebraska  also  played  a  strong  game  against  the  Panthers  and  won, 
10 — 0,  and  Washington  and  Jefferson  repeated  the  dose,  7 — 0. 

NOTRE  DAME— WEST   POINT. 

Notre  Dame  came  on  to  West  Point  with  a  splendid  record  behind  them, 
the  only  defeat  being  suffered  at  the  hands  of  Iowa  early  in  the  season,  10 
— 7.  Iowa  proved  the  champions  of  the  Middle  West  Conference  later  on, 
80  it  was  not  as  great  a  blemish  as  was  at  first  thought.  This  game  between 
Notre  Dame  and  West  Point  had  been  looked  forward  to  with  great  interest 
on  account  of  the  shift  plays  of  Notre  Dame,  and  the  combinations  arising 
therefrom.  The  visitors  proved  too  strong  for  the  Army,  although  the  game 
was  not  entirely  satisfactory  because  of  the  constant  friction  as  to  decisions. 
The  result  was  a  victory  for  Notre  Dame  by  a  score  of  no  less  than  28 — 0, 
and  they  later  proved  their  great  power  by  literally  smothering  Rutgers  the 
next  week,  48—0. 

CALIFORNIA— STANFORD. 

The  California-Stanford  game,  although  it  began  with  some  encourage- 
ment for  Stanford,  eventually  proved  a  walkover  for  Smith's  men,  their 
victory  being  registered  by  the  score  of  42 — 7. 

ANNAPOLIS— WEST    POINT. 

As  often  has  been  the  case,  this  game  was  marred  by  atrocious  weather, 
a  soggy  field  and  rain  falling  most  of  the  time.  This  did  not  interfere  with 
the  wonderful  spectacle  of  huge  crowded  stands  and  all  the  incidentals 
which  go  to  make  this  contest  a  feature  of  the  season.  The  play  itself 
was  only  fair,  Navy  proving  the  more  powerful  and  forcing  the  Army  for 
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the  most  part.  Those  who  left  the  game  before  the  last  period  missed  a 
most  exciting  finale,  for  although  the  score  was  7 — 0  in  Navy's  favor,  Army 
crowded  them  hard  toward  the  finish  and  all  but  evened  the  score  in  the 
gathering  gloom.  The  Navy,  being  without  a  satisfactory  punter,  had  the 
greatest  difl&culty  in  preventing  a  tie  in  that  period,  but  finally  the  whistle 
blew  with  the  ball  down  on  the  Navy  goal  line,  they  having  just  escaped, 
with  a  poor  kick,  what  looked  like  an  almost  certain  touchdown  for 
the  Army. 

IOWA— INDIANA. 
It  is  hard  to  select  the  particular  game  which  demonstrates  the  power  of 
Iowa,  but  that  with  Indiana  is  perhaps  typical  of  the  Middle  West  cham- 
pions at  their  best.  Here  both  Captain  Devine  and  Locke,  as  well  as  Slater 
and  Belding,  showed  their  high  quality.  Devine  made  the  first  two  touch- 
downs by  runs  of  25  and  20  yards,  respectively.  A  forward  pass  to  Belding 
started  the  third  march.  In  the  second  period,  beside  the  running  of  Locke 
and  Devine,  a  long  pass  to  Kadeski  again  brought  them  up  to  scoring 
distance.  Slater  opened  big  holes  and  Belding  proved  his  worth  by  recover- 
ing an  Indiana  fumble  in  the  first  period  and  a  miss  by  his  own  captain  in 
the  third  period.  The  final  score  was  41 — 0.  Altogether,  the  game  showed 
why  Coach  Jones'  team  came  through  with  gradually  increasing  power  to 
the  final  consummation  of  championship  honors. 

CHICAGO— PRINCETON. 
Probably  no  game  of  the  season  was  more  of  a  surprise  to  Eastern 
followers  of  foot  ball  than  the  defeat  of  Princeton  by  the  University  of 
Chicago.  The  writer,  who  had  been  in  the  West  and  had  seen  Chicago  play 
a  short  time  previously,  was  convinced  that  Stagg's  men  were  coming  rapidly, 
though  some  of  the  plays  were  crude.  In  the  Princeton  game  Stagg  used 
some  formations  from  which  he  did  not  really  execute  the  play,  and  yet  they 
bothered  the  Tigers.  But  the  main  secret  of  their  success  was  that  Stagg's 
whole  team  played  up  to  their  limit  and  with  increasing  confidence,  while 
McGuire,  tackle,  and  his  star,  Romney,  did  all  that  had  been  expected  of 
them,  which  was  a  great  deal.  Princeton  fought  desperately  but  in  vain, 
and  the  final  result  was  a  victory  for  the  visitors  by  the  score  of  9 — 0. 

NAVY— PRINCETON. 

Although  this  game  was  played  moderately  early  in  the  season,  Folwell's 
men  demonstrated  their  power  and  were  able  to  concentrate  an  efifective 
consecutive  drive  at  times,  an  accomplishment  in  which  Princeton  seemed 
weak.  There  was  evidence  on  occasions  of  disintegration  of  the  Princeton 
attack,  and  the  result  of  this  combination  was  a  victory  for  the  Navy,  13 — 0. 

YALE— ARMY. 
This  game  was  remarkable  for  its  stage  setting.  West  Point  had  been 
allowed  to  come  to  the  Yale  Bowl  and  everybody  made  a  social  holiday  out 
of  it,  and,  incidentally,  the  great  interest  outside  the  contest  itself  was  the 
marching  and  the  bands.  The  tacit  agreement  under  which  the  game  was 
played,  that  it  should  be  regarded  simply  as  an  ordinary  step  in  the  progress 
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of  the  two  teams  and  that  there  should  be  no  special  development  for  it, 
seemed  to  be  carried  out.  Yale  proved  the  more  powerful  and  of  greater 
consistency,  but  although  they  won,  14 — 7,  there  was  a  time  when  the  long 
forward  passing  of  the  Army  had  Yale  in  difficulties,  and  it  looked  for  a 
time  as  though  the  Army  would  tie  the  score.  In  fact,  Yale  was  greatly 
relieved  at  the  final  call  of  time. 

CORNELL— PENNSYLVANIA. 
Here  was  a  game  played  in  a  sea  of  mud  and  slime,  under  conditions 
particularly  unfavorable  to  good  foot  ball.  For  all  this,  Dobie's  team  showed 
high  quality,  the  running  of  Kaw  in  the  slippery  footing  being  nothing  short 
of  marvelous.  His  feet  worked  like  the  paddle  wheels  of  a  steamer  as  he 
kept  driving  through  the  Penn  line,  and,  finally,  just  to  show  his  additional 
ability,  made  some  cut-in  plays  which  seemed  impossible  on  such  a  field. 
Penn  was  even  weaker  than  in  other  games,  partly  because  Cornell  was  so 
successful  as  to  hold  the  ball  the  great  majority  of  the  time.  The  final  score 
was  41 — 0  in  favor  of  the  Ithacans. 

GEORGIA  TECH— RUTGERS. 
In  this  game  Georgia  Tech's  shift  plays  were  at  their  peak,  and  although 
the  New  Brunswick  men  fought  gamely  throughout  they  were  unable  to 
stop  the  savage  concentrated  drive  of  the  Southerners.  They  themselves, 
however,  put  in  some  good  work  and  scored  14  points,  but  the  final  result 
was  a  victory  for  Georgia  Tech,  48 — 14. 

I  DETROIT— TULANE. 

'  This  was  a  game  that  proved  well  worth  while  and  showed  the  quality  of 
Southern  foot  ball.  Detroit  had  a  good  team,  but  owing  to  the  spirit  and 
fight,  as  well  as  the  quality  of  play  of  Tulane,  Detroit  was  only  able  to  come 
through  by  a  score  of  14 — 10. 

PENN  STATE— NAVY. 
This  was  an  important  game  in  the  season's  progress.  In  it  the  short 
backfield  shifts  devised  by  Bezdek  and  operated  earlier  in  the  season  proved 
i  too  much  for  Folwell's  men,  and  the  final  score  was  13 — 7  in  favor  of  Penn 
j  State — no  disgrace  to  the  Navy,  either,  and  excellent  preparation  for  their 
i  Army  contest. 

PITTSBURGH— SYRACUSE.    LAFAYETTE— LEHIGH. 
SYRACUSE— DARTMOUTH. 

There  are  always  games  which  stand  out  in  any  team's  season,  as  those 
with  a  special  rival,  and  none  have  occupied  the  attention  of  both  institu- 
tions more  than  the  contests  between  Pittsburgh  and  Syracuse,  Lafayette 
and  Lehigh,  and  Syracuse  and  Dartmouth. 

Lafayette  was  altogether  too  strong  for  Lehigh  last  season  and  defeated 
them,  28—6.  Pittsburgh  also  outclassed  Syracuse  and  won,  35 — 0.  When 
it  came  to  the  Syracuse-Dartmouth  game  there  was  a  fierce  struggle, 
Syracuse  finally  winning,  14 — 7. 
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Foot  Ball  in  New  England  Colleges

There  might  have  been  one  or  more  colleges  that  have  stood  out  in  com- 
parison ,with  the  other  New  England  institutions  as  regards  better  records 
than  made  in  1921,  yet  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  the  season  was  more 
interesting  and  successful,  all  around,  than  for  several  years.  There  was 
not  a  New  England  college  but  what  was  defeated,  and  considering  that 
there  were  twenty-three  colleges  represented  on  the  foot  ball  field,  outside 
of  Harvard  and  Yale,  many  events  were  recorded  that  helped  to  maintain 
interest  from  the  very  opening  until  the  final  game. 

With  so  many  colleges  engaged  in  the  game,  the  interest,  if  anything, 
was  greater  than  ever  before.  Many  other  branches  of  athletics  also  have 
been  helped  by  the  game,  base  ball  especially.  Many  of  the  backfield 
players  have  been  prominent  on  the  diamond,  and  track  and  crew  also  were 
rewarded  by  the  acquisition  of  foot  ball  men.  While  there  were  very  few 
intersectional  games  played  by  New  England  colleges,  there  is  a  hue  and 
cry  against  participating  in  such  contests.  Boston  College  and  Dartmouth 
were  the  only  teams  that  journeyed  far  away  from  home,  but  it  is  doubtful 
if  either  will  do  so  again  for  some  years. 

Dartmouth's  eleven,  always  in  the  forefront,  did  not  fare  as  well  as  its 
admirers  had  hoped.  The  season  of  1922  finds  a  new  coaching  staff  in 
charge  to  lift  the  Hanoverians  to  the  place  the  Green  once  held.  Harvard 
and  Brown  are  back  on  the  schedule  and  both  these  games  are  expected 
to  arouse  interest  such  as  marked  the  competitions  between  Harvard  and 
Dartmouth  about  ten  years  ago.  Jackson  Cahnell  again  will  be  in  charge. 
He  with  Louden  were  the  most  experienced  coaches  last  autumn.  The 
material  was  none  too  good  and  Dartmouth  suffered  the  worst  defeat  in 
its  modern  history  in  the  Cornell  game.  The  setback  was  humiliating.  It 
was  followed  by  a  failure  to  beat  Pennsylvania,  and  then  to  see  Syracuse 
triumph  for  the  second  year.  It  was  toward  this  trio  of  conflicts  more  than 
the  others  that  Dartmouth  was  pointed.  Losing  two  and  only  being  able  to 
tie  the  other,  caused  the  Dartmouth  athletic  council  to  make  plans  for  a 
new  system.  An  advispry  board  will  aid  the  working  staff.  The  only 
result  that  might  be  looked  upon  as  comforting  was  the  great  showing  the 
team  made  against  the  University  of  Georgia.  The  Dartmouth  eleven  had 
been  somewhat  demoralized  after  the  loss  of  the  Syracuse  game,  but  showed 
it  possessed  remarkable  spirit  by  defeating  Georgia  one  week  later  down 
at  Atlanta.  Early  in  the  season  when  New  Hampshire  State  College  was 
beaten,  24  to  0,  Dartmouth  supporters  believed  they  had  a  fairly  representa- 
tive eleven,  only  to  see  the  team  deteriorate  from  that  time.  New  Hamp- 
shire College  had  only  the  Dartmouth  contest  to  look  back  to  as  a  smirch 
on  an  otherwise  successful  season. 

Brown  and  Boston  College,  strongly  represented  in  other  years,  failed 
to  do  as  well.  Brown  lacked  experienced  material,  and  while  a  victory 
was  gained  over  Colgate,  it  did  not  play  its  best  game  until  it  faced  Har- 
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vard,  which  it  lost,  9  to  7.  Ed  Robinson  had  done  well.  Syracuse  and 
Yale,  the  other  strong  teams  on  the  schedule,  each  had  an  easy  task  when 
facing  Brown.  The  big  Orange  eleven  won,  28  to  0,  and  Yale  ran  up  the 
biggest  score  against  the  Providence  institution  than  for  many  years,  the 
result  being  45  to  7.  There  was  no  game  with  Dartmouth,  but  this  year 
the  two  rivals  will  clash.  Major  Frank  Cavanaugh  lost  most  of  the  players 
who  had  gone  through  the  season  before  undefeated,  and  right  in  the  midst 
of  the  construction  period  the  team  went  south  to  Texas  for  a  game  against 
Baylor  University.  The  result  was  successful,  but  the  long  trip  and  game 
left  the  men  in  such  a  weakened  condition  that  they  never  fully  recovered. 
A  scoreless  tie  against  Fordham  and  victory  over  Marietta  followed,  but 
defeats  by  Detroit,  Georgetown  and  Holy  Cross  were  sustained.  As  these 
games  were  the  ones  which  the  Old  Gold  and  Maroon  desired  to  win  more 
than  the  others,  its  season  was  not  so  fruitful. 

From  the  very  start  of  the  season  Coach  Cleo  O'Donnell  pointed  the  Holy 
!  Cross  eleven  for  the  annual  clash  with  Boston  College.     His  efforts  were 
;  bent  on   bringing   the   eleven   along   gradually.     As   it   had   done   the   year 
before,  the  team  played  a  remarkable  game  against  Harvard,  and  the  mar- 
gin, as  in   1920,  was   only  a  goal  from  the   field.     Holy   Cross  threatened 
many  times,  but  lacked  the   punch  to   beat  the  Crimson.     Georgetown,  at 
its  best,  caught  the  eleven  in  the  course  of  development  and  won  by  a  large 
score,  and  rather  than  take  chances  of  losing  the  objective,  Coach  O'Don- 
;  nell  exercised  great  care  with  his  men   against  New  Hampshire,  although 
i  the  latter  played  a  remarkable  game,  and  lost,  13  to  7.     But  on  the  Satur- 
i  day  after  Thanksgiving  Day,  Holy  Cross  presented  a  finely  drilled  aggrega- 
j  tion  against  Boston  College  on  a  soft,  sloppy  gridiron  at  Braves  Field.     The 
I  Purple  was  able  to  make  everything   go.     The  players  were   able   to  hold 
their  feet  when  at  the  greatest  maximum  of  speed,  with  the  result  that  Bos- 
I  ton  College  was  overwhelmed  and  treated  to  the  worst  defeat  in  years,  the 
margin  being  41  to  0. 

New  Hampshire  State  College  made  the  best  showing  in  its  history.  A 
victory  over  West  Point  in  one  of  the  early  season  double-headers  that  the 
Cadets  engaged  in,  followed  by  triumphs  over  Vermont,  Bates,  Colby,  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  College  and  Holy  Cross,  placed  the  Granite  State 
institution  very  much  in  the  limelight.  The  good  work,  however,  was  some- 
what smirched  by  the  inability  of  the  team  to  do  better  than  play  Spring- 
field College  to  a  scoreless  tie. 

Bowdoin  captured  the  championship  of  the  Maine  Intercollegiate  series, 
winning  from  both  Colby  and  Maine.  The  game  with  Bates  was  called  off. 
As  the  latter  had  tied  Maine  and  Colby,  the  result  did  not  in  any  way  affect 
the  championship.  There  is  no  greater  rivalry  in  the  country  than  that 
displayed  between  the  Maine  colleges.  Maine,  the  1920  champion,  finished 
second  by  the  victory  gained  over  Colby,  3  to  0. 

The  engaging  of  Percy  Wenddl,  the  old  Har^'ard  captain,  to  coach 
Williams  gave  the  Berkshire  Hills  College  a  chance  to  break  through  witli 
a  win  in  the  triangular  series  in  which  Amherst  and  Wesleyan  figured. 
There  had  not  been  a  winner  for  several  years,  but  Williams  defeated  Wes- 
leyan, 40  to  0,  and  Amherst,  20   to   0.     These   victories   and   that  scored 
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over  Columbia,  a  much  heavier  and  more  powerful  eleven,  20  to  0,  were 
results  that  gave  Williams  a  place  in  the  foot  ball  sun.  Failure  to  do  bet- 
ter than  to  tie  Bowdoin,  and  defeats  by  Yale  and  Middlebury,  robbed  the 
team  of  greater  glory. 

Amherst  tied  Wesleyan,  while  wins  over  Columbia,  9  to  7,  Union,  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  College  and  Hamilton,  were  the  only  achievements 
that  gave  the  team  prominence.  Wesleyan's  showing  was  not  up  to  that 
of  other  years,  winning  only  from  Stevens  Tech  and  playing  tie  games  with 
New  York  University  and  Tufts.  Columbia,  Boston  University  and  Union, 
besides  Williams,  all  gained  verdicts  over  Wesleyan. 

The  championship  of  Vermont  was  won  by  the  University  of  Vermont, 
Tom  Keady  turning  out  a  team  that  defeated  Norwich,  14  to  2,  and  Mid- 
dlebury, 14  to  7,  for  the  title.  Victories  over  Tufts  and  Massachusetts 
Agricultural  College  helped  the  Green  Mountain  State  champions  feel  other 
than  blue.  Middlebury  beat  Norwich  by  a  goal  from  the  field.  Norwich 
scored  13  points  against  Dartmouth  and  won  from  Maine  and  Clarkson,  and 
with  a  no-score  tie  against  Rensselaer  for  seeds  of  comfort,  closed  a  fairly 
good  season. 

Springfield  College  played  eleven  games,  with  victories  over  Amherst, 
Colby,  Stevens  Tech  and  Niagara,  and  no-score  ties  with  Brown  and  New 
Hampshire  State  for  the  best  side  of  its  record.  Tufts  won  one  game, 
beating  Norwich,  and  tieing  Wesleyan  and  Amherst  as  the  bright  features 
of  a  somewhat  weak  showing.  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  did  not  win 
a  game,  while  Trinity  gained  one  verdict,  beating  Stevens  Tech,  6  to  0. 
The  showing  of  Connecticut  Agricultural  College  was  better  than  for  many 
years.  Wins  were  scored  over  St.  Stephens,  Worcester  Poly  and  St.  Law- 
rence, while  a  no-score  tie  was  the  outcome  of  the  game  with  Trinity. 

Boston  University  lost  the  first  two  games  of  the  season  to  Harvard  and 
Boston  College,  respectively,  and  captured  the  remaining  games  from 
Worcester  Tech,  Wesleyan,  Trinity,  Rhode  Island,  Tufts  and  Norwich,  a 
highly  creditable  showing  under  Dr.  Charles  F.  Whelan's  coaching.  Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural  College  did  not  do  as  well  as  in  other  years,  and 
Rhode  Island  gained  victories  over  Worcester  Polytechnic,  Massachusetts 
Agricultural  and  Connecticut  State,  which  made  things  rather  pleasant. 

Many  of  the  star  foot  ball  players  who  graduated  in  June  will  spend  this 
season  coaching.  Several  of  them  who  are  good  base  ball  players  have 
joined  professional  teams.  As  is  the  general  custom,  most  of  the  men  will 
bide  their  time  before  making  their  plans  in  business.  There  are  others 
who  have  decided  to  become  lawyers  and  doctors  and  will  go  to  profes- 
sional schools  to  obtain  their  degrees. 
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Middle  States  Collede  Foot  Ball

College  foot  ball  in  the  Middle  States  last  season  reached  the  highest 
plane  since  the  inception  of  the  game.  The  leading  teams — Washington 
and  Jefferson,  Penn  State,  Cornell,  Lafayette  and  Annapolis — played  a  very 
high  grade  of  foot  ball,  it  being  the  opinion  of  many  good  critics  that  they 
could  hold  their  own  with  the  best  teams  of  the  country.  In  addition  to 
the  above,  Pittsburgh,  Princeton  (which  scored  a  tie  for  "Big  Three" 
honors),  Syracuse  and  West  Point  also  played  first-class  foot  ball.  As  Rut- 
gers, Colgate,  Bucknell,  Georgetown,  Lehigh,  Swarthmore,  Johns  Hopkins, 
Franklin  and  Marshall  and  Muhlenberg  also  played  exceptionally  well,  and 
the  rest  of  the  colleges  in  this  section  played  better  than  usual,  the  standard 
of  foot  ball  in  the   Middle   States  reached   a  very   high   average. 

Washington  and  Jefferson,  Lafayette  and  Cornell  won  all  their  games, 
while  Penn  State,  although  undefeated,  was  held  to  tie  games  by  Pitts- 
burgh and  Harvard.  Were  it  necessary  to  rank  these  teams,  the  writer 
would  give  the  honor  to  Washington  and  Jefferson,  place  Penn  State  and 
Lafayette  together  in  second  place,  with  Cornell  third.  Annapolis  would  be 
placed  on  a  par  with  Cornell. 

The  Washington  and  Jefferson  team  was  the  strongest  ever  put  out  by 
that  college.  It  was  strong  in  all  departments  of  the  game.  Defensively 
it  would  rank  as  one  of  the  great  elevens  of  the  country.  Offensively  it 
showed  power  both  in  the  open  game  and  in  plays  through  the  line.  On 
January  2  the  Washington  and  Jefferson  team  proved  its  claim  to  foremost 
rank  by  outplaying  the  strong  University  of  California  team  at  Los  Angeles. 
The  fact  that  Coach  Neale's  proteges  gained  seven  first  downs  to  two  by 
California  indicates  that  they  had  the  better  of  the  struggle.  On  three 
different  occasions  they  threatened  their  opponents'  goal,  but  were  unable 
to  score.  By  many  this  game  will  be  considered  as  a  moral  victory  for 
Washington  and  Jefferson,  as  no  doubt  it  is  a  great  handicap  for  any 
Eastern  team  to  journey  across  the  continent  to  clash  with  the  best  team 
of  the  Pacific  slope.  The  home  team  will  always  have  the  advantage,  but 
Washington  and  Jefferson  overcame  this  drawback  sufficiently  to  play  the 
great  California  eleven  to  a  standstill.  The  fact  that  W.  and  J.  was  chosen 
to  represent  the  East  indicates  the  high  esteem  in  which  they  were  held 
by  those  whose  task  it  was  to  make  the  selection.  Victories  over  Lehigh, 
Syracuse,  Pittsburgh  and  Detroit  proved  their  class.  Against  the  first  three 
teams  mentioned  they  gained  their  victories  through  a  fine  display  of  open 
foot  ball  combined  with  a  stonewall  defense;  but  in  the  game  with  Detroit, 
Coach  Neale  showed  that  he  had  taught  his  men  close  formations  as  well, 
for  they  won  that  game  by  plays  through  the  line. 

In  Captain  Stein,  W.  and  J.  had  one  of  the  really  great  players  of  the 
year.  He  was  a  wonderful  defensive  player  and  also  very  effective  on 
offense.  In  addition  to  his  duties  in  the  line  he  gave  the  signals,  which 
would  indicate  his  alertness  and  all-around  ability.     Erickson  in  the  back- 
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field  proved  a  remarkably  fine  player.  He  starred  all  through  the  season, 
his  65-yard  run  in  the  Detroit  game  being  one  of  the  stellar  performances 
of  the  year.  Erickson  was  ably  seconded  by  Brenkert  and  Basista,  the  for- 
mer being  the  punter  of  the  eleven  and  the  latter  a  brilliant  open  field  run- 
ner and  an  adept  in  interference  for  the  man  running  with  the  ball. 

Coach  Bezdek  deserves  great  praise  for  developing  such  a  fine  team  at 
Penn  State.  They  were  the  greatest  "road"  team  in  the  country,  as  prac- 
tically all  their  games  were  played  away  from  home.  In  spite  of  this  the 
men  played  with  a  bulldog  determination  that  is  a  reflex  of  their  coach. 
Against  Harvard  they  put  up  one  of  the  greatest  uphill  fights  in  foot  ball 
history.  In  the  early  stages  of  the  game  Harvard  had  scored  two  touch- 
downs and  State  had  lost  two  of  their  best  men,  but  instead  of  going  to 
pieces  they  played  most  desperately  and  scored  three  touchdowns.  It  was 
only  by  a  lucky  forward  pass  in  the  gathering  darkness  that  Harvard  was 
able  to  tie  the  game.  With  only  three  minutes  to  play,  State  received  the 
kick-off  and  in  that  short  time  had  advanced  to  the  ten-yard  line  when  time 
was  called,  saving  tl|e  Crimson  from  what  looked  like  a  sure  defeat. 

State's  great  victory  over  Georgia  Tech  by  28  to  7  proved  that  the 
Northern  teams  were  superior  to  those  in  the  South  as  far  as  the  Eastern 
seaboard  is  concerned.  The  victory  over  Annapolis,  conquerors  of  Prince- 
ton, further  served  to  prove  their  power.  State  also  showed  by  defeating 
the  University  of  Washington,  21  to  7,  that  barring  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia eleven,  the  State  team  was  superior  to  any  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Killinger  was  the  bright  star  of  the  team  and  excelled  in  everything  that 
goes  to  make  up  a  high-class  modern  back.  During  the  season  he  made 
many  long  runs.  He  was  aided  in  these,  no  doubt,  by  the  excellent  inter- 
ference given  him  by  his  mates,  but  to  quite  an  extent  they  were  due  to 
his  own  individual  brilliancy,  as  for  instance  in  the  North  Carolina  game, 
when  he  received  a  punt  and  ran  70  yards  for  a  touchdown,  or  in  the 
Georgia  Tech  game,  when  he  took  the  kick-off  and  dodged,  straight-armed 
and  followed  the  available  interference  90  yards  for  a  touchdown.  McCollum 
at  end,  Madera  at  tackle,  Lightner,  Wilson  and  Reddinger  in  the  backfield, 
all  played  high-class  foot  ball. 

Lafayette  undoubtedly  had  one  of  the  strongest  elevens  in  its  history. 
Coach  Sutherland  has  certainly  made  good,  as  his  men  played  the  game 
soundly  both  on  offense  and  defense.  Defensively,  the  team  ranked  with  the 
strongest  in  the  country.  The  linemen  were  big  and  fast  and  they  knew  the 
game.  The  backfield  also  backed  them  up  effectively.  Offensively,  the 
team  was  remarkable.  In  Brunner,  Gazella,  Seasholz  and  Elliott,  Lafayette 
had  four  stars.  The  victory  over  Pittsburgh  in  the  first  game  by  6  to  0 
proved  Lafayette's  strength,  though  this  was  somewhat  discounted  later  by 
the  disappointing  showing  of  Pittsburgh  in  its  later  games.  Lafayette's 
schedule,  playing  Pennsylvania  and  Pittsburgh  in  a  year  when  both  had 
comparatively  weak  teams,  hardly  proved  heavy  enough  to  give  a  true  line 
on  their  reaj  strength;  but  those  who  saw  them  play  were  impressed  with 
the  power  and  speed  of  the  team,  and  all  critics  gave  them  a  high  rating. 
Besides  the  backfield  men  mentioned  above,  Schwab  at  guard  was  one  of 
the  real  stars  of  the  year.    He  was  one  of  the  greatest  linemen  of  the  East.

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The  real  strength  of  Cornell  cannot  be  estimated,  as  the  teams  played 
were  all  confessedly  weak.  Dartmouth  and  Pennsylvania,  the  two  "big" 
teams  played,  were  weaker  than  they  had  been  in  years.  However,  to  beat 
Dartmouth,  59  to  7,  and  Pennsylvania,  41  to  0,  argues  real  strength  on  the 
part  of  Cornell.  The  Ithacans  are  given  such  a  high  rating  among  Middle 
States  colleges  not  because  of  the  teams  they  defeated,  but  because  of  the 
way  in  which  they  did  it.  The  line  and  backs  worked  together  wonder- 
fully well  both  offensively  and  defensively.  The  plays  were  gotten  off  with 
precision.  The  Cornell  off-tackle  play  and  end  runs  were  very  powerful 
and  it  would  have  taken  the  best  teams  in  the  country  to  have  stopped 
them.  A  feature  of  the  Cornell  season  lies  in  the  fact  that  though  the  Cor- 
nell team  made  a  big  name  for  itself,  barring  Kaw,  who  was  one  of  the  best 
backs  of  the  year,  there  were  no  outstanding  stars.  Dobie  certainly  made 
good  on  his  idea  that  a  team  when  properly  coached  will  not  have  outstand- 
ing stars,  but  will  be  noted  as  a  team  and  not  for  its  individual  stars. 

We  have  bracketed  Annapolis  with  Cornell,  but  it  should  be  remembered 
that  though  we  have  spoken  of  Washington  and  Jefferson,  Penn  State, 
Lafayette  and  Cornell  first,  it  does  not  mean  that  there  is  any  very  definite 
line  of  cleavage  between  these  five  teams.  They  were  all  first-class  and  a 
better  way  might  have  been  to  class  them  as  equals.  Surely  a  team  that 
beat  Princeton,  13  to  0,  must  deserve  high  ranking  in  spite  of  the  defeat 
by  Penn  State,  13  to  7.  Coach  Folwell  certainly  had  a  fine  eleven.  Against 
West  Point  they  always  had  the  upper  hand  and  won  a  well  deserved  vic- 
tory. In  Barchet,  Conroy  and  Koehler  the  Navy  had  three  excellent  back- 
field  men,  while  Parr  was  one  of  the  best  ends  in  the  Middle  States. 

Princeton's  victory  over  Harvard  and  the  fine  game  played  against  Yale 
proved  that  Coach  Roper  had,  at  the  end  of  the  season,  triumphed  over  his 
early  season  difficulties.  The  Harvard  victory  was  well  deserved  and  broke 
the  three-year  tie  between  these  elevens.  Princeton's  decisive  defeat  by 
Chicago  drew  attention — as  did  Harvard's  defeat  by  Center  College,  West 
Point's  failure  against  Notre  Dame  and  Nebraska's  victory  over  Pittsburgh 
— to  the  fact  that  the  Middle  West  teams  were  very  strong  last  year.  In 
Keck  at  tackle  Princeton  had  one  of  the  best  linemen  of  the  East,  while 
Lourie  and  Gilroy  showed   remarkably  fine  form   in   backfield  play. 

Pittsburgh  was  not  up  to  the  form  of  recent  years.  The  early  season 
defeat  by  Lafayette  indicated  that  the  team  lacked  the  punch  that  has  dis- 
tinguished Warner's  elevens  ever  since  he  coached  the  Carlisle  Indian 
School.  In  Holleran,  Hewitt  and  Davies,  Pitt  had  three  great  backfield  men, 
but  the  line  was  not  up  to  the  required  standard  and  they  were  not  able 
to  get  away  for  consistent  gains  as  they  did  the  previous  season. 

Syracuse  had  a  good  eleven,  but  they  could  lay  no  claims  for  high  honors 
in  Middle  States  foot  ball.  Pittsburgh  defeated  them,  35  to  0,  while  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  won  by  17  to  10,  this  latter  game  probably  being  the 
best  of  the  season  for  Syracuse.  The  victories  over  Colgate  by  14  to  0,  and 
Dartmouth  by  14  to  7,  give  a  very  good  line  on  the  actual  strength  of  the 
Syracuse  eleven.  Anderson  was  the  star  of  the  team.  He  played  con- 
sistently high-class  foot  ball  all  during  the  season  and  was  always  danger- 
ous when  given  the  ball.

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Pennsylvania's  7  to  7  game  with  Swarthmore  just  about  places  the  team 
where  it  belongs,  as  the  overwhelming  defeats  by  Pittsburgh,  Lafayette 
and  Cornell  would  indicate.  Miller  was  about  the  only  player  on  the  team 
who  played  good  foot  ball  consistently  during  the  season.  Ertresvaag  had 
everything  but  weight  for  the  making  of  a  great  end,  and  against  such 
lines  as  Lafayette  and  Cornell,  he  was  swept  aside.  Grave  did  not  play 
up  to  the  form  of  the  previous  year,  though  next  to  Miller  he  deserves  men- 
tion. Thurman  in  the  line  showed  promise  of  developing  into  a  first-class 
man,  while  Hamer  should  be  a  great  back  this  year. 

Barring  West  Point,  it  seems  impossible  to  rank  several  teams  of  the 
Middle  States,  so  they  will  be  taken  up  individually  without  reference  to 
their  position.  The  teams  referred  to  are  Georgetown,  Rutgers,  Lehigh, 
Colgate,  Bucknell,  West  Virginia,  Muhlenberg,  Swarthmore,  Johns  Hop- 
kins and  Franklin  and  Marshall. 

West  Point  had  a  team  that  on  its  season's  form  would  rank  with  Pitts- 
burgh and  Syracuse.  They  journeyed  to  Yale  and  played  before  one  of  the 
largest  crowds  of  the  year,  more  than  75,000  spectators  being  present.  Yale 
was  hard  pressed  throughout  to  win  by  one  touchdown.  The  defeat  by 
Notre  Dame  by  28  points  to  0  indicated  the  power  and  versatility  of  the 
Middle  West  eleven  more  than  the  weakness  of  West  Point.  This  conclusion 
is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  Notre  Dame  defeated  Rutgers,  48  to  0.  The 
one-sided  victory  of  the  Army  by  49  points  to  0  over  the  strong  Villanova 
team,  and  the  great  fight  which  they  made  against  the  Navy,  proved  that 
West  Point  really  had  a  very  fine  team.  In  French,  the  Army  showed  one 
of  the  great  backs  of  the  East,  while  in  the  line  Breidster  proved  a  tower 
of  strength  in  all  the  important  games. 

Georgetown  should  be  mentioned  here  because  they  played  only  Middle 
States  or  New  England  colleges  with  the  exception  of  the  game  with 
Georgia  Tech.  They  had  a  very  good  team.  Their  defeats  of  Holy  Cross, 
Boston  College  and  Fordham  gives  them  a  clear  pre-eminence  among  the 
Catholic  colleges  of  the  East. 

Lehigh  had  a  team  that  played  remarkably  fine  foot  ball  in  some  of  their 
games.  Though  defeated  by  Penn  State,  28  to  7,  for  part  of  the  game  they 
had  the  measure  of  their  opponents.  Washington  and  Jefferson  found  the 
Lehigh  game  very  hard,  as  they  won  by  only  one  touchdown.  Lafayette's 
great  eleven  could  not  keep  them  from  scoring.  Any  team  that  could  score 
21  points  against  West  Virginia  and  a  touchdown  against  Penn  State, 
Washington  and  Jefferson,  and  Lafayette,  must  have  had  a  strong  offensive. 
In  Storer,  Lehigh  had  a  very  valuable  man  in  throwing  forward  passes, 
while  in  Larkin  they  showed  one  of  the  great  backs  of  the  East. 

West  Virginia  went  through  a  very  hard  schedule  with  credit,  though  not 
with  the  success  of  former  years.  They  held  Washington  and  Jefiferson  to 
two  touchdowns,  played  Pittsburgh  to  a  13  to  21  score,  and  defeated  Vir- 
ginia. In  Hill,  Martin  and  Simmons  they  had  three  backfield  men  that 
would  have  been  welcomed  at  any  college. 

Rutgers  played  through  a  hard  schedule  with  honor.  Against  opponents 
of  their  own  caliber  they  played  a  very  fine  game,  holding  Lehigh  to  7  to  0 
and  defeating  West  Virginia  by  17  to  7.     Georgia  Tech  scored  48  points

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against  them,  but  Rutgers  showed  a  real  attack  by  scoring  two  touchdowns 
in  the  game.  In  Lafayette  and  Notre  Dame  they  met  two  of  the  strongest 
teams  of  the  country  and  were  outclassed  though  not  outgamed. 

Bucknell  University  had  one  of  the  best  teams  in  their  history.  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  was  the  only  Eastern  team  they  met  that  outclassed 
them.  Lafayette  scored  20  points,  but  Bucknell  put  over  a  touchdown. 
They  played  their  best  game  against  Annapolis.  Coach  Folwell  was  taught 
the  same  lesson  as  Coach  Fisher  of  Harvard  in  the  Brown-Harvard  game, 
namely,  that  it  is  best  to  put  in  your  full  strength  against  a  supposedly 
weaker  opponent,  and  then,  after  the  regulars  have  attained  a  safe  lead,  take 
them  out  and  give  the  second  string  men  a  chance.  Folwell  kept  out  three 
or  four  of  his  best  men  to  save  them,  but  he  found  that  Bucknell  was  so 
strong  that  he  had  to  put  in  his  entire  strength  to  win.  Until  he  did  this 
the  Bucknell  men  had  the  better  of  the  game  and  it  took  desperate  playing 
by  his  full  first  team  to  win  out  by  6  points  to  0.  Among  the  minor  Penn- 
sylvania colleges  Bucknell  must  be  given  premier  position,  as  they  defeated 
Muhlenberg,  Gettysburg  and  Dickinson  by  decisive  scores.  Captain  Bow- 
ser, for  the  second  time,  distinguished  himself  as  one  of  the  best  full-backs 
in  the  East.  Individually  he  scored  twelve  touchdowns  and  nineteen  goals, 
making  a  total  of  ninety-one  points.  Bihl  at  center  and  Butler  at  end  also 
ranked  near  the  top  among  the  players  in  their  respective  positions. 

Muhlenberg  is  another  Pennsylvania  college  that  moved  up  several  pegs 
higher  than  ever  before  in  the  foot  ball  world.  Though  beaten  by  Buck- 
nell, they  defeated  Lehigh,  14  to  13;  won  from  Swarthmore,  7  to  6;  from 
Fordham,  12  to  7,  and  ended  the  season  by  overwhelming  Ursinus,  68  to  0. 

Colgate  went  through  a  very  hard  season  as  usual,  but  not  with  their 
customary  success.  They  developed  slowly  and  at  the  end  of  the  season 
were  playing  very  fine  foot  ball,  holding  Syracuse  to  two  touchdowns, 
Brown  to  one,  and  defeating  Columbia  by  21  to  14. 

Swarthmore  had  quite  a  successful  season.  Their  tie  score  with  Penn- 
sylvania was  well  earned.  They  seemed  to  have  put  too  much  emphasis 
on  this  game,  for  they  did  not  develop  afterwards  as  might  have  been 
expected,  Franklin  and  Marshall  holding  them  to  a  tie  score  while  Muhlen- 
berg defeated  them.  It  was  not  until  the  culminating  game  with  Haver- 
ford  that  they  showed  their  full  strength.  In  that  contest  they  played 
brilliantly,  showing  a  powerful  defense  and  a  very  fine  attack.  In  As- 
plundh  they  had  one  of  the  greatest  punters  in  the  East,  while  Ogden, 
Knapps,  Earp  and  Geiges  were  all  high-class  backfield  men. 

Johns  Hopkins  probably  had  the  best  team  that  they  have  ever  had.  They 
defeated  all  their  natural  rivals  with  the  exception  of  Swarthmore,  which 
won  by  7  to  0.  They  made  a  good  showing  against  both  Virginia  and 
Washington  and  Lee,  being  beaten  by  the  former  by  only  13  to  7  and  holding 
the  latter  to  a  single  touchdown.  Barring  the  Naval  Academy,  Johns 
Hopkins  was  easily  the  best  college  in  Maryland  in  foot  ball  last  season. 

Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology  showed  consistent  improvement.  It 
will  not  be  many  years  before  Carnegie  will  give  Pittsburgh  another  fiirst- 
class  eleven  to  represent  the  Smoky  City.  They  held  Washington  and 
Jefferson  to  two  touchdowns  and  scored  against  Penn  State.    They  defeated

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all  their  old  rivals  and  would  rank  next  to  Pittsburgh  and  West  Virginia 
among  the  colleges  at  the  western  end  of  the  Middle  States. 

Columbia  University  had  another  disappointing  season.  It  seems  impos- 
sible for  them  to  get  back  to  the  high  standard  they  maintained  prior  to 
giving  up  the  game  years  ago.  As  yet,  despite  their  enormous  enrollment, 
they  class  with  the  minor  colleges  in  foot  ball.  The  general  public  cannot 
understand  this.  They  feel  that  with  over  10,000  on  the  rolls  at  Columbia 
and  Pennsylvania  that  these  universities  should  turn  out  wonderful  elevens. 
But  at  both  institutions  thousands  of  the  students  are  women  or  in  exten- 
sion or  professional  schools  and  take  no  part  in  intercollegiate  athletics. 

Franklin  and  Marshall  College  had  one  of  the  best  teams  in  years.  Bar- 
ring the  game  with  Pennsylvania  they  confined  themselves  to  their  natural 
rivals  and  made  an  enviable  showing.  They  played  a  tie  game  with  Swarth- 
more  in  midseason,  each  team  scoring  a  touchdown.  They  defeated  Albright, 
Gallaudet,  Haverford,  Pennsylvania  Military  College,  Dickinson  and  Ursinus, 
and  expected  to  win  over  their  bitterest  rivals,  Gettysburg.  The  latter 
proved  stronger  than  expected  and  the  game  ended  in  a  scoreless  tie. 

Gettysburg  was  easy  for  State  College  in  their  opening  game,  but  after 
that  they  gave  a  good  account  of  themselves,  playing  Muhlenberg  to  a  17 
to  13  score,  being  beaten  by  Villanova  by  only  three  points,  and  giving 
Bucknell  a  much  harder  game  than  the  34  to  7  score  would  indicate.  By 
holding  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  team  to  a  7  to  0  score  they  felt 
that  they  had  gained  a  moral  victory.  The  concluding  game  with  Franklin 
and  Marshall  was  a  disappointment,  but  the  tie  score  was  a  fair  comparison 
of  the  strength  of  both  teams  on  that  day. 

At  Villanova,  Coach  Miller,  formerly  of  Pennsylvania,  developed  quite  a 
good  team  from  the  mediocre  material  at  his  command.  They  reached 
their  highest  point  of  efficiency  when  they  defeated  Lebanon  Valley,  41  to 
7,  and  Gettysburg,  13  to  10.  They  entered  the  West  Point  game  overcon- 
fident and  were  decisively  beaten,  49  to  0.  The  last  two  games  found  them 
in  poor  shape,  as  they  got  only  a  tie  with  Canisius  and  beat  Mt.  St.  Mary's 
by  only  one  touchdown.  The  Fordham  game  ended  in  a  mix-up.  Villanova 
was  leading  near  the  end  of  the  game  when  Fordham  made  a  touchdown. 
In  the  darkness  and  because  of  the  encroachment  of  the  spectators  on 
the  field,  the  referee  could  not  see  whether  the  runner  had  run  out  of 
bounds  or  not.  After  a  long  discussion,  the  referee  made  the  unique 
decision  of  calling  the  game  a  tie  at  20  points  each.  It  was  probably  the 
best  thing  to  do  under  the  circumstances. 

Delaware  College  was  not  up  to  the  form  of  the  previous  season.  Dickin- 
son also  had  an  off  year,  ending  up  a  poor  season  by  playing  the  best  foot 
ball  they  had  shown,  even  though  beaten  by  Bucknell  by  21  to  0. 

Fordham  University  had  a  good  eleven.  They  played  tie  games  with 
Villanova  and  Boston  College,  scored  a  touchdown  against  the  strong 
Georgetown  eleven,  and  played  Muhlenberg  to  a  7  to  12  score. 

Haverford  College  again  had  a  well  coached  but  very  light  and  inex- 
perienced team.  Their  only  victory  was  over  Trinity  by  6  to  0.  They  were 
outclassed  by  Swarthmore  in  their  final  game,  but  deserved  the  greatest 
credit  for  the  plucky  fight  they  made  against  overwhelming  odds.

DUQUESNE  UNIVERSITY,    PITTSBURGH,   PA. 
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Hobart  College  played  through  a  well-balanced  schedule  with  teams  of 
their  own  class  and  made  a  very  good  showing,  the  defeat  by  Rensselaer 
Poly  being  the  only  real  upset  of  the  season  for  them. 

Hamilton  College  lacked  any  real  strength  on  the  attack,  as  during  the 
entire  season  they  scored  but  one  touchdown,  though  that  was  sufficient 
to  give  them  a  victory  over  their  old  rivals  from  Union  College. 

Lebanon  Valley  College,  with  Penn  State,  Georgetown,  West  Point,  Vil- 
lanova  and  Lehigh  on  their  schedule,  found  themselves  overmatched.  The 
game  with  Muhlenberg  was  a  surprise,  as  they  held  that  strong  team  to  a 
tie  score,  which  shows  the  possibilities  of  the  Annville  eleven  had  their 
schedule  been  better  balanced. 

Maryland  University  was  another  team  that  was  too  ambitious,  as  they 
tackled  Syracuse,  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  North  Carolina,  Yale  and 
Carnegie  Institute  during  the  season.  Though  on  the  season's  showing  they 
seemed  to  have  a  stronger  team  than  St.  John's,  the  latter  found  them  all 
battered  up  after  the  Syracuse  game  and  they  lost  by  7  to  3.  In  their  final 
contest  with  North  Carolina  State  they  played  their  best  game,  getting  a 
tie  at  6-all. 

New  York  University  did  not  win  a  game  during  the  season,  though  they 
tied  with  Wesleyan,  Colgate  and  Trinity.  Still  they  had  a  better  team  than 
the  previous  year,  as  their  tie  game  with  Colgate  and  their  battle  with 
Rutgers  to  a  7  to  21  score  would  indicate.  Brown  defeated  them  only  13 
to  0,  while  Columbia  scored  only  19  points  against  them. 

Pennsylvania  Military  College  showed  improvement  over  their  previous 
teams.  They  had  a  well-balanced  schedule  with  teams  of  their  own  class 
and  won  a  fair  share  of  victories.  Franklin  and  Marshall  overwhelmed  the 
Chester  team,  but  even  in  this  game  the  Military  College  showed  consid- 
erable offensive  strength,  as  they  scored  two  touchdowns. 

Rochester  University  did  not  show  any  improvement  over  the  previous 
season,  their  only  victory   of  note   being  that  over  Rensselaer   Poly,  6 — 3. 

Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  had  the  best  team  they  have  ever  had. 
They  played  teams  in  their  own  class  and  were  defeated  only  by  Rochester. 
The  defeats  of  Stevens  Tech  and  Worcester  Poly  were  especially  welcomed 
by  the  Rensselaer  students, 

Stevens  Institute  of  Technology  had  the  poorest  eleven  in  years,  as  they 
won  only  one  game,  that  with  Maine,  and  were  beaten  by  their  old  rivals 
from  Wesleyan,  Swarthmore  and  Trinity. 

A  feature  of ,  the  season  was  the  number  of  long  runs  made  from  the 
kick-off,  indicating  that  the  coaches  have  been  making  a  study  of  this  play 
and  have  evolved  a  system  of  interference  that  is  effective.  Long  runs  from 
other  formations  were  also  a  common  occurrence,  but  many  of  them  were 
due  to  wide  flung  formations  during  forward  pass  plays.  In  general,  the 
forward  pass  has  been  relegated  to  its  real  purpose  in  foot  ball,  namely, 
as  a  threat.  But  as  no  airtight  defense  against  it  has  yet  been  invented, 
it  has  proven  very  useful  in  critical  moments,  as,  for  instance,  in  the 
Harvard-Penn  State  game,  when  Harvard  tied  up  the  game  by  a  forward 
pass,  when  on  straight  foot  ball  the  State  eleven  had  beaten  them  into 
submission. .

FDRMAN  UNIVERSITY,   GREENVILLE,   S.    C. 
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College  Foot  Ball  in  Western  Pennsylvania 

By  Harry  Keck,  Pittsburgh. 

The  1921  season  saw  the  mantle  of  collegiate  foot  ball  supremacy  in 
the  large  Western  Pennsylvania  district  shift  from  the  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh, where  it  had  reposed  since  1915,  to  Washington  and  Jefferson  Col- 
lege, one  of  its  foremost  rivals,  which  went  through  the  campaign  unde- 
feated and  added  additional  lustre  to  its  record  by  winning  over  the  Univer- 
sity of  Detroit  eleven  and  then  playing  a  scoreless  tie  with  the  famed  Uni- 
versity of  California  Bears  at  Pasadena  in  post-season  struggles. 

W.  &  J.  had  the  greatest  foot  ball  season  in  the  history  of  the  institution, 
and  the  Red  and  Black  always  has  been  noted  for  its  strong  teams.  Earl 
Neale,  Cincinnati  National  League  club  outfielder,  took  charge  of  the  squad 
as  head  coach  and  got  astounding  results  in  his  first  season  on  the  job. 
The  preceding  two  years  he  had  been  turning  out  good  teams  at  Marietta 
i(Ohio)  College,  and  before  that  he  coached  at  West  Virginia  Wesleyan  Col- 
[lege,  his  alma  mater. 

I  A  fine  record  was  compiled  by  W.  &  J.  in  the  eleven  games  played.  Only 
four  of  its  opponents  were  able  to  score,  and  one  of  those,  Detroit,  merely 
jregistered  two  points  on  a  safety.  Lehigh  made  one  touchdown,  Syracuse 
a  touchdown  and  a  field  goal,  and  Westminster  College,  playing  against  a 
jmakeshift  Wash.-JefF.  line-up  in  a  so-called  "minor"  game,  crossed  the  goal 
line  twice.  Meanwhile  W.  &  J.  scored  at  least  one  touchdown  in  every 
game  with  the  exception  of  the  grand  finale  with  California,  in  which  the 
latter  team  also  failed  to  tally,  and  in  that  contest  the  Presidents  crossed 
the  goal  line  but  were  called  back  when  one  of  the  officials  detected  off- 
side play.

j    The  University  of  Pittsburgh  fell  upon  lean  days  following  a  series  of 
I  almost  unprecedented  successes  dating  from  the   1914  season.     The  team 
iid  not  come  up  to  expectations  in  that  it  lacked  consistency.     It  rose  to 
great  heights  twice  during  the  season,  against  Syracuse,  which  it  defeated, 
35 — 0,  and  in  the  closing  game,  against  Penn  State,  when  it  fought  off  the 
Bezdekians  and  earned  a  scoreless  tie  on  a  muddy  field.

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lost  and  one  tied  out  of  a  schedule  of  nine,  neither  a  typical' Pitt  nor  Glenn 
Warner  showing. 

Geneva  was  beaten  in  the  opening  game,  28 — 0,  and  then  the  strong 
Lafayette  team  lost  to,  6 — 0,  at  Easton.  West  Virginia  University  was 
beaten  only  21 — 13,  and  the  following  week  a  patched-up  Pitt  line-up  was 
given  a  scare  by  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  finally  coming  from  behind 
and  winning,  21 — 14.  On  top  of  this,  the  strong  Syracuse  eleven  was 
greatly  feared,  but  the  Panthers  rallied  and  sprang  a  complete  reversal  of 
form  and  turned  back  the  Orange  by  a  one-sided  score.  A  week  later 
Pennsylvania  was  beaten,  28 — 0,  at  Philadelphia,  Pitt  again  showing  a 
punch,  but  it  was  confined  to  the  first  half,  in  which  all  the  points  were 
scored.  The  following  week  the  Pittites  ran  afoul  of  the  giant  University 
of  Nebraska  team  on  the  home  gridiron  and  were  beaten,  10 — 0,  in  a  bril- 
liant spectacle  with  the  Cornhuskers,  who  made  the  most  impressive  show- 
ing of  any  team  met  by  the  Panthers  during  the  season.  The  Pitt  team 
rallied  again  following  this  reverse  and  held  the  W.  &  J.  "surprise"  eleven 
to  a  7 — 0  victory  a  week  later,  and  then  played  the  State  team  to  a  score- 
less tie.  The  contest  with  State  was  generally  regarded  in  the  light  of  a 
moral  victory  for  Pitt,  which  had  been  figured  to  lose. 

A  review  of  the  season  shows  that  the  Panthers  had  their  goal  line  crossed 
seven  times  and  were  shut  out  four  times,  as  often  as  they  blanked  the 
opposition,  a  most  novel  experience  following  their  many  easy  conquests 
in  the  seasons  immediately  preceding  this  one.  However,  it  is  notable  that 
the  team  always  had  plenty  of  fight  and  played  its  best  when  the  least  was 
expected  of  it,  and,  although  it  failed  to  score  in  its  last  three  games,  it 
won  the  hearts  of  its  supporters  by  the  gritty  manner  in  which  it  came 
through  these  closing  contests  against  such  strong  opponents  as  Nebraska, 
W.  &  J.,  and  Penn  State.     Better  things  are  looked  forward  to  this  year. 

Carnegie  Tech,  with  a  veteran  team  coached  by  Walter  Steffen,  former 
University  of  Chicago  star,  had  a  most  successful  season,  losing  only  to 
W.  &  J.,  and  Penn  State.  The  former  team  downed  the  Tartans,  14 — 0,  and 
the  latter,  28 — 7.  Aside  from  these  two  opponents,  Bethany  (W.  Va.)  Col- 
lege, which  had  the  best  team  in  its  history,  was  the  only  eleven  to  score 
on  Tech,  and  was  beaten,  21 — 12.  Thiel,  Geneva,  Westminster,  St.  Bona- 
venture,  Allegheny  and  Maryland  were  beaten,  most  of  them  by  one-sided 
scores.  Two  fumbled  punts  led  to  W.  &  J.'s  only  touchdowns,  and  Tech 
scored  first  against  Penn  State. 

Geneva  College  again  retained  the  championship  among  the  Class  B  col- 
leges of  the  district.  Although  the  Covenanters  lost  to  Allegheny,  14 — 7, 
in  a  rainy-day  game,  and  were  held  to  a  scoreless  tie  by  Westminster,  they 
defeated  Grove  City,  14 — 0,  and  the  latter  team  won  from  Thiel,  Allegheny 
and  Westminster.  Geneva's  best  showing  was  in  holding  Carnegie  Tech  to 
a  7 — 0  score  a  week  after  losing  the  opening  game  of  the  season  to  Pitt, 
28 — 0.  Geneva  won  four  games  in  a  row  after  losing  the  first  two  and 
then  tied  and  lost  in  the  two  concluding  games. 

Grove  City  College  made  a  much  better  record  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  winning  seven  games  and  losing  two.  Geneva  and  Bethany  were  the 
only  teams  to  down  the  Crimson,  and  both  won  by  the  same  score,  14 — 0.

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Marietta,  registering  on  a  safety,  was  the  only  other  team  to  score  against 
Grove  City,  which  was  coached  by  Guy  M.  Williamson,  former  Pitt  quarter- 
back and  captain. 

Allegheny  College,  coached  by  another  Pitt  product,  Herb  McCracken, 
was  not  so  well  blessed  with  material  as  Grove  City  and  had  some  trouble 
getting  started,  but  went  fairly  well  toward  the  close  of  the  season.  The 
Methodists  failed  to  score  in  their  first  three  games,  losing  to  Colgate,  tie- 
ing  with  Alfred  and  bowing  to  Grove  City.  However,  three  of  the  remain- 
ing five  games  were  won,  Carnegie  Tech  and  Dickinson  proving  the  only 
stumbling  blocks,  while  Westminster,  Buffalo  and  Geneva  were  made  to 
accept  the  short  end  in  the  scoring. 

Duquesne  University  of  Pittsburgh  had  its  second  'varsity  team  follow- 
ing a  hiatus  of  six  years,  and  the  season  was  a  most  disastrous  one.  Due 
to  a  late  start  in  arranging  the  schedule,  there  were  several  lapses  between 
games  and  it  was  a  difficult  matter  to  keep  the  players  keyed  up. 
Marietta  was  held  to  a  7 — 7  tie  in  the  opening  game,  but  all  four  other 
games  played  resulted  in  shutout  defeats  for  the  Duquesne  team.  Geneva 
won,  9—0;  Canisius,  14—0;  Grove  City,  42—0,  and  Thiel,  26—0. 

Westminster,  lacking  in  real  material,  had  tough  sledding,  winning  only 
one  game,  against  St.  Ignatius,  28 — 21,  and  playing  scoreless  ties  with 
Geneva  and  St.  Bonaventure  out  of  a  schedule  of  nine  contests.  Coach 
McLaughrey  had  a  difficult  task  on  his  hands,  due  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
to  get  his  charges  ready  for  hard  games  with  Carnegie  Tech  and  George- 
town early  in  the  season.  Crushing  defeats  were  suffered  from  these  oppo- 
nents and  the  team  was  slow  in  recovering.  A  surprise  was  sprung  when 
Westminster  caught  W.  &  J.  napping  and  rushed  over  two  touchdowns 
against  a  more  or  less  reserve  line-up,  the  final  score  being  49 — 14.  West- 
minster did  fairly  well  against  its  natural  rivals,  holding  Allegheny  to  a 
7 — 6  victory.  Grove  City  to  a  13 — 0  score,  and  Geneva  to  a  scoreless  tie. 

Thiel  College,  under  the  coaching  of  E.  W.  Pennock,  developed  slowly, 
but  was  going  at  a  surprising  clip  toward  the  finish.  After  being  shut  out 
in  four  of  the  first  five  games,  and  winning  only  from  Ashland,  the 
Lutherans  struck  their  stride  and  closed  the  season  with  four  consecutive 
shutout  victories,  winning  from  Susquehanna,  Alfred,  Juniata  and  Duquesne. 
The  season's  record  shows  five  victories,  three  defeats  and  one  scoreless  tie. 
The  only  teams  to  score  against  this  eleven  were  Carnegie  Tech,  Grove  City 
and  Marietta.

HOLT  CROSS  COLLEGE,  WORCESTER,   MASS. 
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South  Atlantic  Foot  Ball 

By  H.  C.  Byrd. 

The  South  Atlantic  foot  ball  season  of  1921  wound  up  with  all  the  teams 
apparently  so  evenly  matched  that  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to 
pick  the  best  of  the  leading  half  dozen.  In  all  probability  there  was  not  a 
touchdown  difference  between  the  play  of  Virginia,  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute,  Maryland,  Washington  and  Lee,  North  Carolina  State  and  North 
Carolina  University. 

Comparative  scores  are  the  main  criterion  by  which  team^  are  judged,  and 
never  before  have  comparative  scores  shown  such  well  matched  elevens. 
Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  defeated  by  Maryland,  10  to  7,  and  by  Wash- 
ington and  Lee,  3  to  0,  in  turn,  won  from  North  Carolina  State  by  7  to  3. 
North  Carolina  State  won  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  by  7  to  0, 
and  the  latter,  in  turn,  defeated  Virginia  by  7  to  3  and  Maryland,  16  to  7. 
And  the  best  that  North  Carolina  State  could  get  out  of  its  Thanksgiving 
Day  game  with  Maryland  was  a  6  to  6  tie.  As  far  as  these  teams  are  con- 
cerned, it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  say  which  was  the  strongest. 

Georgetown  was  much  stronger  than  in  1920  and  Virginia  Military  Insti- 
tute correspondingly  weaker.  The  Lexingtonians  in  1920  were  given  undis- 
puted possession  of  the  South  Atlantic  title,  but  graduation  of  several  stars 
disrupted  their  brilliant  eleven.  During  the  past  season  they  lost  to  North 
Carolina,  Virginia  and  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  George  Washington 
and  Catholic  University  showed  signs  of  coming  power  and  eventually  should 
take  their  places  among  the  strongest  teams. 

Personally,  the  writer  believes  that  Georgetown  had  the  strongest  team  in 
the  South  Atlantic  States.  It  was  more  powerful  physically  than  any  of  the 
others,  was  well  coached  and  had  a  backfield  of  experienced  players.  How- 
ever, to  give  a  South  Atlantic  championship  to  Georgetown  when  it  played 
only  one  team  in  the  section,  and  that  one  of  the  weaker  teams,  would  be 
an  action  unsupportable  by  sound  argument. 

Georgetown  practically  all  season  played  fine  foot  ball.  It  took  part  in 
only  one  game  with  another  South  Atlantic  eleven,  but  went  out  of  its 
section  to  defeat  the  other  big  Catholic  institutions  of  the  East,  and  had  it 
not  been  that  its  record  was  marred  by  losing  in  the  game  with  Georgia 
Tech  at  Atlanta,  would  have  had  the  best  year  of  its  history. 

Both  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  had  stronger  teams  than  the  year 
before,  Virginia  showing  that  it  was  beginning  to  pull  itself  together  after 
a  rather  disastrous  war  period,  and  North  Carolina  turning  out  what  was 
generally  regarded  as  the  most  versatile  team  in  its  history.  Virginia  Poly- 
technic Institute  was  unfortunate  in  that  two  of  its  big  games  were  lost 
by  narrow  margins.  However,  it  defeated  North  Carolina  State  and  won  its 
big  game  over  Virginia  Military  Institute  after  two  years  of  defeat. 

Washington  and  Lee  and  North  Carolina  State  both  had  good  teams, 
although  Washington  and  Lee  was  a  little  below  the  standard  of  some  of 
its  previous  elevens.  Virginia  Military  Institute  suflfered  a  slump  by  reason 
of  graduation  of  many  of  its  stellar  lights  from  the  team  it  had  in  1920.

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The  University  of  Maryland  beat  Rutgers,  3  to  0,  in  its  first  game,  but 
after  this  effort  was  unable  to  pull  itself  together  again  until  November. 
One  Washington  newspaper  went  so  far  as  to  say  that  Maryland  probably 
could  have  beaten  any  team  in  the  section  except  Georgetown  on  any  day 
that  it  could  have  put  its  whole  squad  on  the  field  in  good  shape.  This 
possibly  was  a  bit  optimistic  from  a  Maryland  viewpoint,  but  it  undoubtedly 
would  have  been  able  to  meet  on  even  terms  any  of  the  other  elevens. 

The  season  was  marked  by  much  more  friendly  relationships  between  the 
several  institutions,  and  the  schedule  for  the  coming  year  find  two  games 
listed  between  old  rivals  after  a  long  period  of  disruption.  Washington 
and  Lee  is  involved  in  both  contests,  as  it  has  settled  its  troubles  with 
North  Carolina  State  and  also  with  Virginia.  It  might  also  be  mentioned 
here  that  the  University  of  Maryland  and  Hopkins  have  settled  their  diffi- 
culties and  will  resume  their  annual  contest. 

Not  only  were  strong  elevens  well  matched  and  made  up  of  versatile 
players,  but  several  of  the  so-called  secondary  elevens  were  much  better 
than  usual,  William  and  Mary,  St.  John's,  Johns  Hopkins,  Richmond  and 
Davidson  were  among  the  best  of  these.  William  and  Mary  especially  was 
much  stronger  than  usual;  and  St.  John's  scored  a  triumph  by  catching  the 
University  of  Maryland  off  color  and  beating  it,  7  to  3. 

While  the  selection  of  an  All-South  Atlantic  eleven  has  been  discontinued, 
a  review  of  the  season,  no  matter  how  brief,  would  hardly  be  a  review  did 
it  not  contain  some  mention  of  the  best  players  in  the  various  positions. 
After  all,  the  players  make  the  game.  It  is  probable  that  the  schools  in 
the  South  Atlantic  region  have  never  turned  out  so  many  good  foot  ball  men. 

Three  men  who  stand  out  as  centers  were  Wertz,  Georgetown;  Blount, 
North  Carolina,  and  Bailey,  Maryland.  Many  goods  ends  were  developed, 
among  the  best  of  them  being  Homewood,  North  Carolina  State;  Florence, 
Georgetown;  Michie,  Virginia;  Lynch,  Catholic  University;  Branner,  Mary- 
land, and  Ptak,  George  Washington.  Good  tackles  also  were  plentiful — 
Tilson,  Virginia  Polytechnic;  Potts  and  Moore,  Washington  and  Lee; 
Weathers,  North  Carolina  State,  and  Nisbet,  Maryland,  were  about  the  best. 
Comstock,  Georgetown;  Hall,  Virginia,  and  Pointdexter,  North  Carolina, 
were  the  most  capable  players  in  the  guard  positions. 

More  clever  quarter-backs  than  usual  were  found  in  the  persons  of  Lowe, 
North  Carolina;  Witt,  Virginia;  DuFour,  Georgetown;  Semler,  Maryland, 
and  Darley,  Johns  Hopkins.  Backfield  men  of  exceptional  cleverness  were 
to  be  found  on  almost  every  team.  McQuade,  Georgetown;  Brewer,  Mary- 
land; Flavin,  Georgetown;  Johnson,  North  Carolina  University,  and  Sutton, 
Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  played  brilliantly  consistent  foot  ball  all 
season.  Good  line  breaking  full-backs,  as  usual,  were  at  a  premium,  but  the 
work  of  two  men  in  particular  deserves  special  mention,  Hess  of  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute  and  Kenyon  of  Georgetown  being  offensive  as  well 
as  defensive  mainstays  of  their  teams. 

Foot  ball  in  the  South  Atlantic  section  is  improving  rapidly  in  the 
quality  of  play,  the  ethics  of  play  and  in  the  general  knowledge  of  the 
public  concerning  the  game.  The  high  schools  and  prep  schools  are  taking 
up  the  sport  more  and  more  and  consequently  the  colleges  and  universities 
are  getting  more  experienced  material  from  which  to  mold  tneir  teams.

Foot  Ball  in  the  Soath 

By  H.  J.  Stegeman,  University  of  Georgia. 

Each  year  of  foot  ball  in  the  South  continues  to  surpass  each  preceding 
year  in  every  department  of  the  game.  Public  interest  has  grown  annually, 
and  the  crowds  that  witnessed  the  1921  games  were  unthought-of  years  ago. 
The  size  of  the  squads  at  all  large  institutions  has  increased  so  rapidly  that 
coaching  staffs,  playing  fields  and  other  equipment  are  outgrown  each  year. 
Foot  ball  has  taken  such  a  strong  hold  on  the  student  bodies  that  games  are 
played  throughout  the  winter  months,  the  interfraternity,  interclass  and 
intercompany  seasons  closing  about  the  latter  part  of  February. 

High  school  foot  ball  also  is  making  rapid  strides  forward,  and  players 
now  entering  college  require  less  time  to  learn  the  fundamentals  than  they 
did  a  few  years  ago.  Stronger  competition,  the  formation  of  high  school 
athletic  associations,  the  employment  of  experienced  coaches  and  a  keener 
realization  of  the  worth  to  a  high  school  student  body  of  a  representative 
foot  ball  team,  are  all  tending  to  improve  the  game. 

The  largest  crowd  to  witness  a  foot  ball  contest  in  the  South  in  1921  saw 
the  Georgia  Tech- Auburn  game  in  Atlanta  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  More 
than  twenty-one  thousand  persons  in  addition  to  the  student  bodies  of  the 
two  colleges  saw  this  game.  The  Georgia-Auburn  game  and  the  Centre 
College-Auburn  game  also  drew  record  crowds. 

Centre  College,  Georgia  Tech  and  the  University  of  Georgia  had  perhaps 
the  best  teams  in  this  section.  None  of  these  teams  met  each  other,  and 
Georgia  Tech  and  the  University  of  Georgia  played  through  their  second 
consecutive  season  without  being  defeated  by  a  Southern  team.  Centre 
College  after  a  fine  season,  climaxed  by  a  victory  over  Harvard,  undertook  a 
junket  all  over  the  country  and  lost  to  Texas  A.&  M.  in  a  post  season  game. 
Georgia  Tech  was  defeated  by  Penn  State,  28^7,  and  the  University  of 
Georgia  lost  to  Harvard  and  Dartmouth,  10 — 7  and  7 — 0. 

Vanderbilt  had  a  good  year,  but  did  not  seem  to  realize  its  full  strength, 
A  weak  offense  again  appeared  to  be  the  trouble.  Excellent  material  and  a 
large  squad  indicate  a  fine  season  for  1922.  The  University  of  Alabama 
had  a  lean  year  after  several  good  ones,  losing  to  Vanderbilt,  Florida, 
Sewanee  and  the  University  of  Georgia.  Sewanee,  under  Coach  Nicholson, 
appeared  to  be  about  to  have  a  revival  of  former  greatness,  but  defeat  in  the 
last  two  games  dimmed  a  brilliant  start.  Auburn  lost  its  three  important 
games — Centre,  Georgia  Tech  and  Georgia — but  is  ready  for  the  next  cam- 
paign with  twenty-two  letter  men  in  college.  Tulane  had  another  good 
season,  winning  the  important  game  with  Louisiana  State  easily.  Florida, 
for  the  first  time,  had  a  strong  team,  perhaps  the  heaviest  in  this  section. 
Aided  by  Dickson,  the  South's  best  punter,  they  combined  a  kicking  game 
and  a  well  diversified  offense  to  good  advantage. 

The  University  of  Virginia,  Washington  and  Lee,  and  Virginia  Military 
Institute  were  not  up  to  usual  standard.  The  University  of  North  Carolina, 
under  William  McKay  Fetzer,  had  an  excellent  team,  winning  its  important 
games,  although  defeated  by  Yale.     Mississippi  College,  aided  by  the  bril-

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liant  Hale,  had  a  good  year.  Mississippi  A.&  M.  College  had  its  usually 
rugged,  strong  team,  and  won  from  Mississippi  College  through  sheer 
strength.  The  University  of  South  Carolina  and  Furman  University  were 
equally  strong,  though  Furman  won  the  decisive  game  between  the  two, 
7 — 0.     Clemson  won  few  games,  but  has  much  material  to  build  on. 

Many  intersectional  games  appear  on  the  1922  schedules  of  Southern 
teams.  These  contests  have  helped  to  improve  the  quality  of  foot  ball  in 
the  South  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  continue  to  be  played.  They  are 
important  and  valuable  in  that  they  bring  Southern  players  into  contact 
with  different  types  of  the  game  in  various  sections  of  the  country,  as  well 
as  having  a  distinct  educational  value.  Both  Sewanee  and  Alabama  meet 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Auburn  meets  the  Army  at  West  Point, 
Michigan  goes  to  Vanderbilt,  Georgia  Tech  meets  the  Navy  and  Notre  Dame, 
Florida  and  Centre  play  Harvard,  Virginia  plays  Princeton,  North  Carolina 
plays  Yale,  and  University  of  Georgia  opens  up  Stagg's  schedule  at  Chicago. 

Intercollegiate  relations,  especially  in  foot  ball,  were  greatly  benefited 
during  the  year  by  the  formation  of  the  Southern  Intercollegiate  Conference. 
This  new  body  is  composed  of  the  twenty  large  universities  of  the  South,  the 
members  being  the  eleven  state  universities  of  Maryland,  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Louisiana, 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky;  the  six  large  state  colleges,  these  being  North 
Carolina  State,  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  Georgia  School  of  Technology 
(Georgia  Tech),  South  Carolina  State  (Clemson),  Alabama  Polytechnic 
Institute  (Auburn)  and  Mississippi  A.&M.;  and  the  three  large  endowed 
universities,  Washington  and  Lee,  Vanderbilt  and  Tulane.  Dr.  S.  V.  San- 
ford  of  the  University  of  Georgia  is  president  of  the  organization  and  was 
largely  responsible  for  its  formation. 

The  standards  of  eligibility  and  competition  are  higher,  perhaps,  than 
those  of  any  other  athletic  conference.  The  one  year  residence  rule,  three- 
year  limit  of  competition,  abolition  of  summer  base  ball,  absolute  faculty 
control,  and  the  anti-migratory  rule,  are  incorporated  in  the  working  rules 
of  the  Conference.  The  anti-  or  non-migratory  rule  prevents  a  man  from 
playing  on  any  team  in  the  Conference  if  he  has  had  previous  athletic  com- 
petition at  a  school  of  collegiate  rank.  The  Southern  Conference  is  the 
first  group  of  colleges  to  adopt  this  rule.  The  new  organization  supplants 
the  old  Southern  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  in  the  South,  and,  on 
account  of  the  good  competition  that  abounds  among  its  members,  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  as  soon  as  present  contracts  have  been  fulfilled,  games  in  all 
major  sports  will  be  confined  to  members  of  the  Conference  or  to  teams 
belonging  to  organizations  of  equally  high  standards. 

The  entire  foot  ball  loving  populace  of  this  section  was  deeply  grieved 
over  the  death  of  Winston  Caton,  captain  and  for  four  years  a  center  of 
rare  ability  and  spirit  at  Auburn.  Shortly  after  his  graduation  in  February 
he  was  operated  upon  for  appendicitis,  and  died.  Caton  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  linemen  the  South  has  had  in  the  past  five  years.  Other  players 
whose  work  last  season  was  highly  rated  by  competent  critics  were  McMillin, 
quarter-back,  and  Roberts,  end.  Centre;  Barron  and  Harlan,  backs,  and  A. 
Staton,  tackle,  Georgia  Tech;  Day,  Pew,  Reynolds  and  Whelchel,  linemen, 
University  of  Georgia;  Hale,  half-back,  University  of  Mississippi.

In  a  season  featured  by  stubbornly  fought  contests — struggles  which  were 

ot  decided  until  the  final  whistles  were  blown — Iowa,  capably  coached  by 

loward  Jones,  who  learned  his  foot  ball  at  Yale,  won  the  undisputed  1921 

oot  ball  championship  of  the  Western  Conference  or  "Big  Ten"  universities. 

t  was  the  first  time  since  1900  that  the  Hawkeyes  won  claim  to  a  Western 

itle,  and  the  honor  was  deserved. 

As  a  whole,  the  Western  Conference  season  was  about  the  most  successful 

ince  the  adoption  of  the  forward  pass  and  10-yard  rule  by  the  Committee, 

1  the  winter  of  1905-06.     Some  teams  outclassed  others,  but  the  struggle 

)r  premier  honors  was  one  which  kept  thousands  of  gridiron  fans  on  edge 

ntil  the  final  games  had  been  played.    Seldom  has  a  foot  ball  season  ended 

D  dramatically.    There  were  upsets  during  the  year,  but  the  greatest  of  all 

ame  on  the  last  day  of  the  playing  schedule,  when  Illinois  upset  all  predic- 

ons   and   defeated   Ohio   State,   7 — 0,   on   Ohio's  field   in   a   game   which 

eprived  the  Buckeyes  of  a  tie  for  the  "Big  Ten"  title. 

Previous  to  the  Ohio  game,  Illinois  had  not  won  a  Conference  contest.    In 

net,  the  Orange  and  Blue  eleven  had  not  even  scored  a  touchdown  on  any 

f  the  "Big  Ten"  elevens.     The  players,  however,  were  equal  to  the  cli- 

lactic    effort.      They    nipped    every    Ohio    formation    before    it    got    fully 

j  nder  way.    The  Buckeyes  tried  every  play  and  trick  taught  by  Coach  John 

i7ilce,  but  Illinois  was  equal  to  the  emergency  and  trotted  off  the  field 

;  ctor  aftei  a  great  game,  a  struggle  which  saved  Illinois  from  experiencing 

'  le  most  disastrous  season  during  the  coaching  regime  of  Robert  Zuppke. 

Although  this  game  was  the  principal  feature   of  the  year,  victories  of 

i[iddle  West  elevens  over  those  of  the  East  showed  beyond  doubt  the  caliber 

•  foot  ball  as  played  in  the  section  is  at  least  the  equal  of  that  displayed  in 

le  East.     Of  the  five  games  of  note  played  between  representative  elevens 

'  the  two  sections,  the  West  was  victorious  in  four  and  the  East  in  one. 

Probably  the  most  important  intersectional  clash  was  between  Chicago  and 

rinceton,  played  on  the  latter's  gridiron.    The  Maroon  won  this  game  after 

brilliant  exhibition  of  foot  ball,  9 — 0.

|i  the  Tuesday  following,  won  from  Rutgers  on  the  Polo  Grounds  in  New 
ark,  48 — 0.  Notre  Dame's  invasion  caused  no  end  of  comment  on  the 
lift  play.  It  was  over-legislated  against  in  several  cases,  but  its  legality 
IS  shown  later  when  the  Army  used  it  against  the  Navy  and  gave  the 
ddshipmen  a  great  battle  on  a  field  ankle  deep  in  mud.

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Nebraska,  which  won  the  undisputed  championship  of  the  Missouri  Valley 
lonference,  traveled  East  and  won  from  Glenn  Warner's  Pittsburgh  eleven, 
0 — 0,  in  another  game  which  demonstrated  the  West's  supremacy.  The 
tig  Red  team  from  the  Cornhusker  State  proved  too  strong  for  the  Panthers. 

Indiana,  which  was  not  as  strong  as  other  teams  in  the  Conference, 
ssayed  a  journey  to  Cambridge  and  was  sent  back  home  by  Harvard  on  the 
hort  end  of  a  19 — 0  score.  The  Crimson  was  too  powerful  in  all  depart- 
lents  of  play,  although  the  Hoosiers  fought  them  all  the  way. 

Iowa  gave  early  indications  of  its  strength  by  defeating  Notre  Dame  early 
1  the  season,  10 — 7.  It  was  a  great  battle,  one  which  was  not  decided 
'"ntil  the  final  whistle  blew.  The  Hawkeyes  did  all  their  scoring  in  the  first 
^alf,  mainly  through  the  line  plunging  of  Gordon  Locke  and  the  end  Tun- 
ing of  Captain  Aubrey  Devine.  A  great  majority  of  Locke's  gains  were 
lade  possible  by  "Duke"  Slater,  the  giant  colored  tackle,  who  matched  up 
ith  any  forward  in  the  country.

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Missouri  Valley  Conference  Foot  Ball

The  University  of  Nebraska  foot  ball  team  was  the  "big  noise"  in  the 
Missouri  Valley  Conference  in  the  1921  season.  The  team  was  coached  by 
Fred  Dawson,  a  former  Columbia  and  Princeton  coach.  While  the  Corn- 
huskers  played  only  three  Conference  teams — Oklahoma,  Kansas  and  Ames — 
there  was  no  attempt  to  question  the  championship  caliber  of  the  team  from 
Lincoln.  The  Valley  opponents  were  smothered  under  one-sided  scores, 
Kansas  holding  the  Cornhuskers  to  the  lowest  count,  28  points.  In  addition 
to  winning  the  Valley  title  the  Nebraskans  went  East  and  won  fame  for 
themselves  and  their  section  by  defeating  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  10 — 0. 

Foot  ball  in  the  Valley  was  a  season  of  frequent  upsets.  Missouri  swept 
through  the  season  without  a  defeat  until  Thanksgiving  Day,  when  the  Tigers 
lost  to  Kansas  in  the  annual  game  between  the  two  state  universities.  Mis- 
souri apparently  had  the  edge  before  the  teams  met,  but  George  ("Potsy") 
Clarke's  Jayhawkers  stepped  into  their  stride  at  Lawrence,  and  Missouri, 
failing  to  take  advantage  of  its  opportunities,  was  beaten  in  a  15 — 9  game. 
The  Kansas-Missouri  game  marked  the  dedication  of  the  new  Kansas  stadium. 
It  was  played  before  a  crowd  of  20,000  spectators. 

Oklahoma,  Valley  champions  in  1920,  started  the  season  auspiciously,  but 
met  the  Nebraskans  on  a  slippery  field  and  were  smothered  under  a  score 
somewhere  in  the  40's,  although  Nebraska  was  not  that  much  stronger  than 
the  Oklahomans,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  Valley  critics. 

Kansas  had  a  very  successful  season.  Without  star  material  Coaches 
Clarke  and  Schlademan  turned  out  a  team  that  held  Nebraska  in  check  very 
creditably.  The  Iowa  Aggies,  coached  by  Maury  Kent,  had  hard  sledding 
all  season,  but  the  team  gave  a  fighting  account  of  itself  in  every  game. 

The  Kansas  Aggies,  under  Charlie  Bachman,  coach,  enjoyed  a  season  far 
more  successful  than  the  Aggies  have  experienced  in  late  years.  The  team 
lost  to  Ames  and  Kansas,  but  won  from  Missouri  and  Oklahoma. 

Coach  Rider  had  a  good  team  at  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  a  team 
that  probably  struck  its  highest  stride  in  defeating  the  Iowa  Aggies,  2 — 0. 
Washington  held  Missouri  to  a  single  touchdown,  but  fell  before  Oklahoma 
and  the  Kansas  Aggies  by  heavier  scores. 

"Bud"  Saunders  did  remarkably  well  at  Grinnell  with  the  material  he  had 
to  work  with.  The  Grinnell  eleven  was  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  rudiments 
of  foot  ball,  had  good  formations  and  made  the  most  of  its  strength. 

Coach  Solem  had  a  good  team  at  Drake,  a  team  that  probably  hit  its 
highest  speed  in  the  Kansas  game,  when  the  Jayhawkers  were  turned  back 
to  defeat.  The  Drake  team  fought  Missouri  hard,  but  a  return  punt  of  the 
opening  kick-off  resulted  in  a  touchdown  for  Missouri,  and  that  proved  the 
only  score  of  the  game.

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Southwestern  Conference  Foot  Ball

The  foot  ball  season  of  1921  in  the  Southwest  was  without  doubt  the 
most  successful  in  its  history  as  well  as  the  most  popular.  The  teams  were 
much  stronger  than  in  former  years,  better  coached,  players  more  experi- 
enced, and  the  teams  more  evenly  matched.  The  one  regrettable  mistake 
made  was  that  there  were  not  enough  Conference  games  scheduled. 

Three  intersectional  games  were  staged  at  the  new  stadium  erected  by  the 
State  Fair  of  Texas  at  Dallas.  Two  of  these  games  were  played  in  October 
and  helped  add  greater  interest  and  greater  attendance  for  November  games. 

Boston  College,  twice  conquerors  of  Yale,  invaded  the  Sunny  South  and 
met  the  Baylor  University  team.  The  game  resulted  in  a  21 — 7  victory  for 
Boston  after  being  hard  fought  from  start  to  finish.  Baylor  and  Boston 
will  meet  at  Boston  on  Armistice  Day,  1922. 

One  week  after  the  Boston-Baylor  game  the  University  of  Texas  and 
Vanderbilt  University  met  at  the  stadium  before  a  capacity  crowd  of  15,000 
people.  Texas  was  defeated  by  the  score  of  20 — 0.  The  Texas  team  was 
overconfident  and  made  many  mistakes  that  Vanderbilt  took  advantage  of. 

The  third  intersectional  contest  was  a  post-season,  New  Year  game 
between  the  Texas  Aggies  and  Centre  College,  conquerors  of  Harvard  and 
recognized  by  writers  generally  as  champions  of  the  South  for  1921.  All 
predictions  were  upset  when  Dana  Bible's  Aggies  emerged  victors  by  the 
score  of  22 — 14,  having  outfought  and  outplayed  Moran's  team.  It  was  a 
brilliant  game  from  beginning  to  end  and  ranks  among  the  most  exciting 
games  ever  played  in  the  Southwest,  This  game  should  give  the  Southwest 
its  proper  recognition  in  the  East.  It  is  intended  to  stage  an  annual  game 
between  teams  representing  the  Southwest  and  East  on  New  Year's  Day. 
The  weather  is  ideal  for  such  a  contest  and  the  Fair  Park  Stadium  is  the 
logical  place  to  play. 

Texas  Aggies,  claimants  of  the  Southwestern  Conference  championship, 
started  the  season  with  several  experi  need  players,  but  the  team  was  slow 
in  getting  in  shape.  The  squad  that  was  assembled  in  September  did  not 
show  real  ability  until  November.  On  Thanksgiving  Day  the  Aggies  met 
Texas  University  at  College  Station  for  their  annual  struggle,  and  after 
sixty  minutes  of  fierce  and  brilliant  foot  ball  the  game  resulted  in  a  score- 
less tie.  The  Aggies  were  coached  by  D.  X.  Bible  and  C.  J.  Rothgeb. 
Bible  has  been  named  a  member  of  the  Rules  Committee. 

The  University  of  Texas  Longhorns  began  the  season  with  a  number  of 
veteran  players,  having  fifteen  or  more  letter  men  on  the  squad.  Berry 
Whitaker  and  C.  E.  Siddon  again  coached  the  team  and  did  effective  work. 
The  class  of  foot  ball  played  in  the  Southwest  was  better  than  ever  before 
and  more  diversified,  yet  Texas  won  all  its  games  by  overwhelming  scores 
with  the  exception  of  the  Texas-Aggie  game.  The  University  of  Arkansas 
(Razorbacks)  had  a  good  season.  George  McLaren  of  Pittsburgh  coached 
the  team  and  was  an  able  leader.     Baylor  University,  known  as  the  Bears,

Bridges  coached  the  team  and  has  done  splendid 
work  at  Baylor  since  he  took  charge. 

Oklahoma  A.&  M.  was  coached  by  Johnnie  Maulbetsch,  former  Michigan 
star.  The  team  showed  decided  improvement  over  the  1920  season.  Rice 
Institute  did  not  do  as  well  as  was  generally  expected  and  played  its  best 
game  when  it  held  the  Texas  Aggies  to  a  7 — 7  tie.  The  team  was  coached 
by  Yerges  of  Ohio  State  and  Hilty  of  Pittsburgh,  it  being  their  first  year 
in  the  Southwest.  Southern  Methodist  University  did  not  win  a  Conference 
game.  The  team  seemed  to  lack  an  offense,  but  played  good  defensive 
foot  ball.  J.  Burton  Rix  was  coach  until  after  the  Texas  Aggie  game  on 
October  11,  when  William  Cunningham,  former  Dartmouth  star,  took  charge. 


Foot  Ball  in  the  Southwest 

(Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  West  Texas.)

Coach  McKale's  University  of  Arizona  Wildcats  once  again  outclassed  all 
opposition  in  winning  the  championship  of  this  section.  The  victories  oi 
the  Wildcats  over  all  opponents  were  so  decisive  as  to  leave  no  question  of 
their  superiority.  These  victories  culminated  in  their  hollow  triumph  over 
the  Roswell  Cadets  of  the  New  Mexico  Military  Institute  by  the  score  of 
110  to  0,  one  of  the  largest  totals  ever  piled  up  by  any  foot  ball  eleven 
from  Louisiana  to  the  Northwest. 

Arizona  showed  class  from  the  start.  In  the  first  game  of  the  season 
the  powerful  Texas  Aggies  were  held  to  the  close  score  of  13 — 17,  with 
Arizona  on  the  short  end.  All  other  opponents  were  beaten  except  Center, 
which  won  the  final  game  on  the  Wildcats'  schedule  by  38  to  0.  The  over- 
whelming defeat  by  the  Colonels  seems  surprising  in  view  of  the  result  of 
the  Center-Texas  Aggies  post-season  game,  when  the  Kentucky  college  went 
down  to  defeat,  14  to  22. 

Many  excellent  foot  ball  players  were  developed  in  this  section  last  year, 
and  while  the  cream  of  the  lot  were  found  among  the  Wildcats,  the  other 
schools  were  not  lacking  in  capable  exponents  of  the  game.  A  list  of  those 
who  shone  during  the  season  follows:

SOUTHWESTERN    PRESBYTERIAN    COLLEGE,    CLARKSVILLE,    TENN. 
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Pacific  Coast  Conference

The  University  of  California  foot  ball  team  proved  a  repeater  by  winning 
the  1921  championship  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Conference,  turning  the  trick 
vfith  a  record  unstained  by  a  defeat  or  tie  as  was  done  in  the  winning  of 
the  1920  honors  in  the  Conference.  The  Golden  Bears  from  Berkeley 
earned  their  title  by  winning  four  Conference  games,  defeating  Washington 
State,  Stanford,  Oregon  and  Washington. 

By  winning  two  games,  tieing  one  and  suffering  one  defeat  against  Pacific 
Coast  Conference  teams  the  Washington  State  College  eleven  took  second 
place  in  the  Conference.  The  only  defeat  for  the  Cougars  was  at  the  hands 
of  California,  a  14 — 0  game  in  Portland. 

Stanford  and  the  Oregon  Aggies  each  won  one  Conference  game,  while 
the  University  of  Oregon  and  the  University  of  Washington  failed  to  break 
into  the  winning  column  in  a  Conference  battle.  Stanford  tied  one  game 
with  the  University  of  Washington,  a  0 — 0  battle  in  Seattle,  and  dropped 
one  contest  to  the  University  of  California. 

The  Oregon  Aggies  tied  with  the  University  of  Oregon  in  the  traditional 
game  between  the  two  teams,  and  dropped  a  contest  to  Stanford  and  a  game 
to  Washington  State  College. 

Oregon  tied  W.S.C.  and  the  Oregon  Aggies  and  lost  a  game  to  the  Cali- 
fornia team.  Washington's  only  near  victory  was  its  tie  game  with  Stanford, 
as  the  Seattle  team  was  beaten  by  California,  W.S.C.  and  O.A.C. 

The  University  of  California  team  under  Coach  Andy  Smith  and  his 
assistants.  Dr.  Rosenthal  and  "Nibs"  Price,  was  a  high  class  eleven.  Except 
in  the  contest  against  W.S.C,  which  was  closely  contested,  California  smoth- 
ered its  other  opponents  and  won  by  one-sided  scores,  showing  a  decided 
edge  and  a  clean-cut  right  to  premier  honors  in  the  Conference  race. 

Washington  State  was  not  a  consistent  performer,  although  at  times  during 
the  season  Coach  Gus  Welch's  machine  functioned  in  top  form.  After 
putting  up  a  fine  game  against  California,  the  W.S.C.  team  dropped  back 
and  only  escaped  a  beating  at  the  hands  of  the  Oregon  eleven  by  a  close 
margin.  The  Welch  team  came  out  of  its  slump  and  defeated  the  University 
of  Washington,  only  to  fall  weakly  before  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia team  by  a  lop-sided  score  in  a  non-Conference  battle. 

Stanford's  team  was  not  strong  and  its  lone  Conference  victory  over 
O.A.C.  was  a  decided  upset.  The  Cardinals  were  coached  by  Gene  Van 
Gent  and  a  corps  of  assistants.  That  the  team  was  not  of  high  caliber  was 
exemplified  when  the  Cardinals  failed  against  Washington,  the  weakest  of 
the  Conference  teams  of  1921. 

The  University  of  Oregon  team,  under  Coach  "Shy"  Huntington,  was  a 
slow  starter  but  finished  well.  Oregon  was  considered  the  outsider  at  the 
opening  of  the  1921  season  and  its  one-sided  beating  from  California  ap- 
peared to  bear  out  this  opinion ;  but  Huntington  got  his  team  working  in  time 
to  tie  W.S.C.  and  O.A.C.,  giving  the  team  a  creditable  season  considering 
it8  prospects  at  the  outset  of  the  Conference  competition.

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'Washington  was  weak.  Coach  Enoch  Bagshaw  confronted  a  tough  schedule 
with  weak  prospects,  and  the  only  bright  spot  in  its  Conference  playing 
was  the  Stanford  game,  which  ended  in  a  scoreless  tie. 

Two  intersectional  games  were  played  by  Pacific  Coast  Conference  teams. 
The  University  of  Washington  eleven  lost  a  21—7  game  to  Penn  State  in 
Seattle,  December  3.  The  game  was  by  far  the  best  played  by  the  Washing- 
ton team  during  the  season,  and  while  Bezdek's  line-up  could  hardly  be  said 
to  have  been  at  the  same  pitch  it  was  in  during  its  Eastern  season,  still  the 
game  was  a  real  foot  ball  contest  from  start  to  finish. 

The  University  of  California's  game  against  Washington  and  Jefferson  at 
Pasadena  on  New  Year's  Day  was  disappointing  to  Western  gridiron  enthusi- 
asts, as  California's  machine  rattled  and  squeaked  in  that  contest,  which 
ended  in  a  0 — 0  score.  In  its  previous  games  the  Berkeley  eleven  had 
worked  like  a  well-oiled  bit  of  machinery.  It  is  certain  that  the  high  caliber 
of  defense  put  up  by  W.&  J.  had  its  effect  on  California's  offense,  and 
California  did  a  big  day's  work  to  stave  off  defeat. 

Generally  speaking,  the  Pacific  Coast  Conference  foot  ball  games  during 
the  1921  season  drew  more  public  interest  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 
the  sport.  Big  crowds  were  in  attendance  at  practically  all  the  contests. 
The  record  for  the  season  was  established  at  Palo  Alto,  Cal.,  in  November, 
when  California  and  Stanford  played  to  dedicate  the  new  Stanford  Stadium, 
The  giant  horseshoe  shaped  stands  seated  57,000  people  for  the  game,  prob- 
ably the  largest  crowd  that  has  ever  been  assembled  to  see  two  foot  ball 
teams  battle  in  the  Western  section  of  the  country. 

At  the  annual  Conference  meeting  in  Portland  in  December  the  organiza- 
tion was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  two  institutions,  the  University  of 
Southern  California  at  Los  Angeles  and  the  University  of  Idaho  at  Moscow.

The  Utah  Aggies  won  the  undisputed  championship  by  reason  of  their 
victories  over  Wyoming,  Montana  State,  Montana  Mines,  Colorado  Mines 
and  Utah  University.

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Foot  Ball  in  West  Virginia

Athletic  Director,  West  Virginia  University. 

The  collegiate  foot  ball  season  of  1921  in  West  Virginia  was  marked  by 
the  rapid  rise  of  the  Bethany  College  eleven  to  a  position  conceded  by 
many  critics  to  be  equal  to  that  occupied  by  West  Virginia  University,  and 
also  by  the  poor  showing  made  by  West  Virginia  Wesleyan,  usually  one  of 
the  state's  leading  teams. 

Wesleyan  scored  but  three  points  during  the  whole  season,  these  being 
made  by  Radman  on  a  field  goal  from  the  53-yard  line,  in  the  West  Virginia 
University  game.  This  kick,  it  is  believed,  was  the  longest  of  the  season 
made  in  any  college  game.  Poor  material  and  a  schedule  which  provided 
for  successive  games  against  powerful  opponents  were  the  main  factors  in 
the  poorest  season  Wesleyan  has  experienced  in  more  than  fifteen  years. 
Robert  Higgins,  coach  of  the  1920  team,  is  to  return  as  head  coach  at 
Wesleyan  this  year  and  the  whole  complexion  of  the  foot  ball  situation  is 
being  changed,  with  the  result  that  supporters  of  the  Methodists  are  looking 
forward  to  a  banner  year. 

West  Virginia  University  had  a  fair  season.  C.  W.  Spears,  former  Dart- 
mouth coach,  had  the  reins  for  the  first  time  and  is  credited  with  introducing 
a  system  of  play  that  augurs  well  for  the  future;  in  fact,  in  playing  Pitts- 
burgh, 21 — 14,  and  Washington  and  Jefferson,  13 — 0,  Mountaineer  followers 
were  well  satisfied  with  results.  West  Virginia  loses  only  one  mrmber  of 
the  regular  team  by  graduation,  and  with  the  Spears  system  firmly  estab- 
lished it  is  believed  that  a  great  season  will  be  experienced  in  r"J2. 

Bethany  alumni  were  dissatisfied  with  the  showing  of  their  tea  i  in  spite 
of  exceptionally  good  work  against  Washington  and  Jefferson  and  other 
leading  teams,  and  a  change  in  coaching  has  been  brought  abor  .  Experts 
admitted  that  the  material  at  Bethany  compared  favorably  with  the  best  to 
be  had  anywhere,  and  it  is  generally  believed  that  Dave  Mor  ow,  former 
W.  &  J.  coach,  and  Easterday,  a  pupil  of  Glenn  Warner  at  Pit  iburgh,  will 
develop  an  exceptional  team  this  season.  Bethany  won  all  games  with  former 
rivals  and  had  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  its  showing. 

Salem  College  sprang  into  the  limelight  by  beating  Wesleyan,  the  first 
time  this  has  been  accomplished  by  any  so-called  minor  college  in  more  than 
ten  years.  Morris  Harvey  College  regained  prominence  with  a  team  of 
unusual  strength,  and  Marshall  College  had  a  team  of  its  usual  standard. 
Morris  Harvey  and  Marshall,  rivals  of  many  years  standing,  were  not 
scheduled  to  meet  last  year  and  this  took  much  of  the  zest  out  of  the  season 
for  both  teams.  Broaddus  College,  a  newcomer  in  the  collegiate  field, 
played  some  good  foot  ball,  and  Davis  and  Elkins  College,  under  the  tutelage 
of  Dick  Hamill,  had  a  season  well  up  to  the  standard  at  this  institution. 

The  game  each  year  is  becoming  more  firmly  established  in  all  of  these 
smaller  colleges,  and  it  might  be  a  good  idea  to  form  a  conference  and 
schedule  games  among  themselves.  Such  a  plan  would  arouse  added  interest 
and  would  tend  to  proHurp  a  decided  b^ttprmpnt  of  thp  (lamp  in  the.  fltate.

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Foot  Ball  in  South  Carolina 

By  Billy  Laval,  Coach  Furman  University. 

Although  South  Carolina  is  a  rather  small  state  thc.o  are  nine  foot  ball 
earns  playing  college  schedules.  The  writer  knows  of  no  other  state  in 
he  South  where  there  are  as  many  intercollegiate  teams.  Most  of  them 
lave  small  student  bodies,  nevertheless  it  is  quite  a  task  to  defeat  any  of 
hem.  One  of  the  great  disadvantages  of  the  coaches  is  developing  candi- 
lates  for  the  Varsity.  There  are  only  three  small  prep  schools  and  a  few 
ligh  schools  from  which  to  draw  material,  therefore  most  of  the  men  must 
)e  taught  the  fundamentals  when  they  enter  college.  Of  the  material 
leveloped  it  is  quite  probable  that  fully  95  per  cent  live  in  the  state. 

One  would  naturally  suppose  that  under  these  conditions  the  brand  of 
oot  ball  is  somewhat  inferior  to  that  played  in  other  states,  but  such  is 
lot  the  case.  Most  of  the  South  Carolina  colleges  schedule  games  with 
earns  in  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida  and  Tennessee,  and  have  gen- 
erally held  their  own.  Some  of  the  most  successful  are  ranked  well  up  in 
he  Southern  rating. 

Furman  and  University  of  South  Carolina  have  made  rapid  strides  in  the 
past  two  years,  Carolina  holding  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
Florida  University  to  tie  games  last  year  and  losing  only  to  Furman  in 
^^reenville  on  November  12,  with  which  game  went  the  title  of  State  Cham- 
Dions  of  South  Carolina.  Before  a  record  crowd  of  9,000  fans  Furman 
ivon  a  hard  fought  victory  by  the  score  of  7  to  0.  It  may  not  be  out  of 
Dlace  here  to  state  that  Furman  has  not  been  defeated  in  South  Carolina 
during  the  past  three  years,  and  has  scored  a  total  of  485  points  to  oppo- 
lents'  32.  Bradley  and  Carter,  ends;  McLeod,  tackle;  Lanford  and  Lance, 
guards;  McManaway,  quarter-back,  and  Rhame,  half-back,  were  players 
whose  exceptional  ability  made  possible  the  winning  of  the  championship 
by  Furman  last  year.  At  Carolina,  McGee,  tackle;  Chappell,  guard; 
Wheeler,  center,  and  Waite,  half-back,  were  the  outstanding  players. 

Erskine,  one  of  the  smallest  colleges  in  the  state,  sprung  a  surprise  by 
defeating  Clemson,  one  of  the  largest  colleges,  by  the  score  of  14  to  0, 
thereby  finishing  third.  Phillips  was  a  brilliant  back  for  Erskine.  The 
Citadel,  which  ranked  fourth,  played  in-and-out  foot  ball,  but  improved  as 
the  season  advanced  and  finished  its  schedule  by  tieing  Clemson  and  hold- 
ing Carolina  to  a  13  to  0  score  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  Clemson  landed  in 
fifth  place,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  a  new  coaching  system  had 
to  be  learned.  Newberry,  with  practically  a  new  team  and  a  new  coach, 
played  good,  sound  foot  ball  and  ended  the  season  in  sixth  place.  Presby- 
terian College  with  a  young,  light  team  was  handicapped  by  weight,  but 
put  up  its  usual  hard,  clean  game  and  will  no  doubt  be  heard  from  when 
the  whistle  blows  in  October.  The  team  finished  seventh.  Wofford  had 
somewhat  of  a  disastrous  season.  They,  too,  had  a  new  coach  and  played 
a  hard  schedule  with  poor  results,  finishing  in  eighth  place.  College  of 
Charleston  played  a  very  light  schedule  in  its  first  year  in  intercollegiate

As  ex- 
pected, Charleston  finished  last. 

While  all  of  the  South  Carolina  teams  try  their  utmost  to  defeat  oppo- 
nents from  outside  the  state,  their  main  objective  is  winning  the  state  cham- 
pionship; therefore  much  stress  is  put  on  the  state  games.  Foot  ball  has 
developed  at  a  rapid  pace  in  South  Carolina,  and  though  most  of  the  cities 
where  the  game  is  played  are  small,  the  liberal  patronage  justifies  a  good 
brand  of  the  gridiron  sport.  It  is  quite  common  to  see  crowds  in  Columbia, 
Greenville  and  Charleston  that  number  from  five  to  nine  thousand  specta- 
tors. The  coaches  are  all  experienced  men  and  have  sound,  well-coached 
teams.  While  the  rivalry  is  very  keen,  there  is  no  bitter  feeling  and  the 
beaten  teams  take  their  defeats  manfully,  showing  good  sportsmanship. 


Foot  Ball  in  Georgia 

By  W.  a.  Alexander,  Georgia  Tech. 

The  season  of  1921  in  Georgia  was  an  unqualified  success.  The  attend- 
ance, character  of  play  and  the  results  were  the  best  in  the  history  of  the 
game  in  the  Empire  State  of  the  South.  The  two  big  schools  of  the  state 
— University  of  Georgia  and  Georgia  Tech — again  went  through  the  sea- 
son without  a  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a  Southern  team. 

The  University  defeated  such  good  opponents  as  Alabama,  Auburn, 
University  of  Virginia  and  Furman,  and  lost  only  to  Harvard  and  Dart- 
mouth after  bitterly  fought  battles.  Harvard  was  held  to  the  score  of 
10  to  7  in  Cambridge,  and  Dartmouth  won,  7  to  0,  in  Atlanta,  two  days 
after  Thanksgiving.  The  feat  of  playing  three  games  in  one  week,  winning 
two  and  losing  one  to  a  team  of  Dartmouth's  caliber  by  such  a  close  score, 
is  quite  an  accomplishment. 

Georgia  Tech  won  every  game  on  her  schedule  except  one  by  comfortable 
scores.  Penn  State  took  her  measure  on  the  Polo  Grounds,  New  York,  by 
a  28  to  7  score.  Tech's  most  notable  achievements  were  the  48  to  14  rout 
of  Rutgers,  the  21  to  7  victory  over  Georgetown  and  the  14  to  0  win  over 
her  biggest  rival — Auburn. 

Oglethorpe  University  and  Mercer  University,  although  small  in  numbers, 
developed  teams  that  were  a  credit  to  the  state.  Both  won  a  majority  of 
their  games  and  showed  well  when  defeated  by  older  and  bigger  schools, 
Mercer's  improvement  is  a  distinct  feather  in  the  cap  of  Coach  Josh  Cody. 

Outstanding  players  were.  Day,  Whelchel,  Pew,  Bennett,  Reynolds  and 
Randall  of  the  University  of  Georgia,  and  Caw,  A.  Staton,  LeBey,  Davis, 
Harlan  and  Barron  of  Georgia  Tech.  No  rough  play  or  serious  injury  marred 
the  season.  The  spectators  and  players  showed  sportsmanship  in  the  truest 
sense  and  the  officiating  was  excellent.  The  game  has  been  established  on  a 
firm  basis  in  Georgia.  t

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OhioConference  Foot  Ball 

By  Prof.  C.  W.  Savage,  Oberlin  University. 

The  Ohio  Conference  season  of  1921  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
the  present  era  of  new  foot  ball.  Taking  all  of  the  seventeen  teams  into 
consideration,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  average  grade  of  foot  ball  never  has 
been  surpassed  in  the  Conference. 

Most  of  the  teams  which  played  games  outside  the  Conference  won 
respect  for  Ohio  Conference  foot  ball.  Two  teams,  Miami  and  Oberlin,  went 
through  the  entire  season  without  a  defeat.  Supporters  of  both  teams  have 
warmly  claimed  the  Conference  championship  for  their  team,  but  as  often 
happens  in  this  Conference,  there  is  no  very  clear  title  to  that  honor. 

Miami  played  seven  Conference  games  and  was  undefeated,  while  Oberlin 
played  the  same  number  of  games  and  was  held  to  a  tie  score  by  Case  of 
Cleveland.  Case,  however,  was  the  third  ranking  team  of  the  Conference 
and  it  seems  fair  to  say  that  this  tie  was  more  than  outweighed  by  the 
splendid  achievement  of  Oberlin  in  defeating  Ohio  State  at  Columbus,  7 — 6. 

Case  played  a  much  improved  game  over  the  season  of  1920  and  finished 
safely  in  third  place.  Wooster,  in  spite  of  the  severe  loss  of  veterans  from 
the  1920  team,  played  brilliant  foot  ball  throughout  the  season,  unexpectedly 
being  defeated  by  Kenyon,  3 — 0,  and  falling  before  the  strong  Oberlin  team 
at  Oberlin  in  a  game  that  was  a  credit  to  both  institutions.  Denison  as 
usual  developed  a  very  formidable  team. 

Wittenberg,  Ohio  Northern  and  Akron  formed  a  third  group  of  teams 
playing  first-class  foot  ball  throughout  the  season.  Kenyon  attracted  atten- 
tion because  of  her  proclivity  for  tie  games,  being  in  four  such  contests,  and 
losing  one  and  winning  one  of  the  six  Conference  games  played.  Ohio 
University  brought  credit  to  the  Ohio  Conference  by  her  fine  showing 
against  Syracuse  and  her  victory  over  Columbia  at  New  York.  Reserve  and 
Wesleyan  were  the  two  big  disappointments  of  the  season. 

While  Cincinnati  played  especially  well  outside  the  Conference,  she  was 
unfortunate  in  losing  all  four  of  her  Ohio  Conference  games.  Equally 
unsatisfactory,  as  far  as  Conference  games  go,  were  the  records  of  Mount 
Union  and  Heidelberg.  Local  conditions  at  both  institutions  explain  in  a 
large  measure  the  unsatisfactory  records  of  these  teams.  Players  whose  work 
reflected  great  credit  upon  their  institutions  and  their  coaches  follow:

Foot  ball  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  as  in  other  localities,  made  a  decided 
dvancement  in  the  matter  of  attendance  as  well  as  in  the  spirit  and  sports- 
aanship  of  the  game  itself.  Teams  are  now  playing  in  a  real  sports- 
lanslike  manner  and  are  also  harboring  a  better  feeling  toward  officials. 
?his  attitude  means  much  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  and  is  increasing  by 
eaps  and  bounds  the  popularity  of  the  game.  The  fight  for  the  state  title 
3  annually  growing  more  intense  and  is  proving  a  real  factor  in  arousing 
nthusiasm  all  over  the  state. 

Vanderbilt  University  had  one  of  her  great  teams  last  year,  the  kind 
irhich  had  made  her  so  famous  in  the  past,  and  to  her  again  belongs  the 
tate  title.  Vanderbilt  defeated  Tennessee,  14  to  0,  and  Sewanee,  9  to  0. 
Tennessee  defeated  Sewanee  by  the  big  score  of  21  to  0  and  thus  landed 
ti  second  place,  forcing  Sewanee  into  third.  Chattanooga  University  with 
ler  small  student  body  was  defeated  by  both  Tennessee  and  Sewanee  and 
inished  fourth  among  the  S.I.A.A.  schools  of  the  state. 

Among  the  smaller  colleges  Maryville  undoubtedly  reigns  supreme  by 
eason  of  the  splendid  showing  under  her  new  coach,  H.  V.  Honaker.  Mary- 
ille  decisively  defeated  Chattanooga  University,  34  to  0,  and  held  the 
Jniversity  of  Tennessee  to  a  seven-point  score.  Carson  and  Newman  Col- 
ege  came  back  into  her  own  and  played  some  good  foot  ball,  defeating 
wing  College  of  Bristol  and  holding  the  strong  Maryville  team  to  five  points. 
I  new  star  blazoned  forth  in  foot  ball  when  the  University  of  Tennessee 
•ledicos  from  Memphis  played  through  the  season  without  a  defeat,  run- 
ling  up  a  score  of  174  to  opponents'  12.  This  year  the  Doctors  expect  to 
to  even  better,  and  from  all  indications  their  predictions  will  be  realized, 
IS  the  past  year  was  the  first  in  which  any  serious  effort  had  been  made 
o  develop  the  game.  Tusculum  College,  one  of  the  best  state  teams  for 
nany  years,  had  a  poor  season  and  won  few  games.  Milligan  College, 
v^hich  has  been  in  the  game  for  only  a  few  years,  did  real  well  and 
)romises  a  good  team  this  season. 

Among  the  normal  schools  Middle  Tennessee  Normal  ranked  well  to 
he  top  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  she  had  lost  many  of  her  stars,  who  made 
eal  players  for  Vanderbilt  University.  West  Tennessee  Normal  put  out  a 
?ood  team  with  Rollin  Wilson  as  its  star,  a  former  player  at  Tennessee. 
ie  is  perhaps  the  best  open  field  runner  in  the  state.  The  Johnson  City 
formal  School  sprang  into  fame  by  defeating  Milligan  College,  her  greatest 
ival,  in  a  close  and  hard  fought  game  by  the  score  of  12  to  6.

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Syracuse-McGill  Foot  Ball  Game 

By  J.  Leonard  Rountree,  Montreal,  Can. 

For  the  first  time  in  forty  years  an  international  foot  ball  game  was 
played  between  a  Canadian  and  an  American  university  team  when  Syra- 
cuse met  McGiil  on  the  gridiron  in  Montreal  on  November  12,  1921.  There 
have  been  former  matches  of  this  kind — in  fact,  McGill  is  credited  with 
introducing  the  game  to  colleges  in  the  United  States — but  the  last  time 
American  and  Canadian  teams  clashed  on  a  foot  ball  field  was  in  1881. 
Ii)  that  year  McGill  made  a  short  tour,  taking  in  games  with  Harvard  and 
Dartmouth.  In  both  games  half  time  was  played  under  American  rules 
and  half  using  Canadian  methods.  Both  sides  showed  up  to  advantage 
in  their  respective  styles  of  play,  but  the  Americans  won  both  contests  for 
the  full  time.  Before  this  McGill  had  played  Harvard  in  1875,  and  then 
again  as  far  back  as  1865.  They  were  games  after  a  fashion,  but  no  great 
importance  was  attached  to  victory,  as  foot  ball  was  practically  in  its 
infancy  on  the  American  continent. 

Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  Syracuse-McGill  game  of  1921  was  the  first 
event  of  its  kind  since  1881,  it  was  the  means  of  really  bringing  home  to 
Canadians  the  way  the  sport  is  conducted  across  the  border.  The  people 
of  the  Dominion  for  the  most  part,  and  probably  Montrealers  more  than  any 
others,  had  little  or  no  idea  of  the  main  differences  between  the  two  games, 
the  principle  of  which  is  the  same.  To  begin  with,  many  in  Montreal  had 
heard  of  the  forward  pass,  but  few  had  seen  it  practised.  It  was  the  same 
way  with  unlimited  interference,  used  in  the  American  form. 

Whereas  on  previous  occasions  half  time  would  be  played  under  American 
rules  and  the  other  half  with  Canadian  regulations  in  force,  this  time  the 
visitors'  methods  were  used  throughout  and  the  McGill  men  made  a  won- 
derful showing,  taking  into  account  the  fact  that  they  had  never  played  in 
a  game  with  United  States  rules  before.  The  score,  13  to  0,  all  made  in 
the  last  quarter,  would  indicate  how  the  two  squads  battled  for  victory. 
And  it  was  the  forward  pass  and  interference,  both  of  which  McGill  was 
unused  to,  that  won  the  game  for  Syracuse.  The  McGill  backs  excelled 
their  opponents  in  both  kicking  and  running,  but  the  Syracuse  line  was  a 
far  heavier  one  than  that  of  the  McGill  eleven- 
Curiosity  had  been  aroused  over  the  match  and  a  crowd  of  some  ten 
thousand  spectators  was  on  hand  for  the  kick-off.  It  was  interesting  to 
hear  the  different  expressions  of  opinion  on  the  play  from  time  to  time. 
Many  showed  their  approval  of  the  strange  play,  while  others  openly  voiced 
disgust.  It  was  all  in  the  way  they  took  it.  However,  when  many  of  the 
local  authorities  gave  their  opinions  on  the  game  as  played  in  the  United 
States  after  the  encounter,  its  admirers  greatly  outnumbered  its  enemies. 
The  players  themselves  were  loud  in  their  praises  and  some  of  the  pecu- 
liarities should  be  adopted  before  long  by  the  Canadian  university  teams. 
It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  rugby  rules  in  Canada  are  each  year 
approaching  nearer  the  American.

CHAMPIONSHIP  OF  COLORED  COLLEGES. 

The  season  of  1921  was  the  banner  year  of  foot  ball  in  Colored  colleges. 
Fed  by  the  secondary  schools  North  and  South  for  the  last  four  years,  the 
bigger  colleges,  Fisk  University  excepted,  had  unusually  large  squads  and 
produced  teams  that  would  have  done  credit  to  any  institution  of  learning. 
A  new  interest  in  the  sport  was  awakened  in  every  Colored  school  fostering 
athletics,  and  the  attendance  at  games  broke  all  past  records. 

The  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  game  between  Lincoln  and  Howard  Uni- 
versities has  been  called  the  "Colored  Foot  Ball  Classic."  The  1921  game 
was  played  in  Philadelphia  and  Lincoln  won  by  the  score  of  13  to  7.  The 
day  was  cold  and  rainy,  but  18,000  people  braved  the  weather  to  see  the 
contest.  Lincoln  was  the  first  to  score,  Skinker,  right  end,  going  over  for 
a  touchdown  on  a  well  executed  forward  pass  from  Howard's  18-yard  line. 
Lincoln  failed  at  goal.  Payne,  Howard's  full-back,  carried  the  ball  over 
for  a  touchdown,  and  Brooks,  right  tackle,  kicked  goal  in  the  second  quarter. 
The  half  closed  with  the  score  7  to  6  in  Howard's  favor.  In  the  third  quarter 
neither  team  was  able  to  score.  In  the  last  quarter,  however,  after  a  few 
minutes  of  play.  Parr,  Lincoln's  "silent"  right  half,  sprung  the  surprise  of 
the  day.  Receiving  the  ball  as  though  he  intended  to  hit  the  line,  he 
tossed  it  20  yards  into  the  waiting  arms  of  Captain  Law,  who  raced  25  yards 
to  the  goal  line  for  Lincoln's  second  touchdown.  McLean,  quarter,  kicked 
goal.  This  game  was  the  only  defeat  suffered  by  Howard  during  the  season. 
Lincoln  and  Howard  have  played  seventeen  games  since  1894,  Lincoln  win- 
ning eight  and  Howard  five.    Four  games  were  ties. 
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Collegiate  Notes 

Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute,  Auburn— Lack  of  linemen  of  experience  handicapped 
the  team.  Captain  Caton  and  Sherling,  full-back,  were  excellent  in  attack  and  pow- 
erful in  secondary  defense.  Ollinger,  Moulton,  Shirey  and  Scott  deserve  special 
mention.  In  the  major  games  Tulane  was  defeated,  but  the  plainsmen  lost  to  Georgia 
University,   Centre  and   Georgia  Tech. 

Albright  College,  Myerstown,  Pa. — In  all  the  most  successful  season  in  the  history 
of  a  school  whose  motto  is,  "Eleven  men  in  every  play."  Franklin  and  Marshall 
made  the  only  touchdown  of  this  game  on  a  punt  blocked  on  the  five-yard  line,  the 
ball  bounding  over  the  goal  line.  Three  touchdowns  by  Swarthmore  were  the  result 
of  fumbles.  Nineteen  first  downs  were  made  against  Muhlenberg's  four,  but  Albright 
failed  to  come  through  at  the  necessary  moment. 

Alfred  (N.  Y.)  University— Team  was  very  light.  The  best  game  was  against 
Allegheny  at  Meadville,  in  which  that  strong  eleven  was  held  to  a  scoreless  tie. 
Excellent  work  was  done  by  Bliss,  tackle;  McMahon,  end;  and  Ahearn,  Gardner  and 
Campbell  in   the  backfield. 

Allegheny  College,  Meadville,  Pa. — Allegheny's  play  was  erratic;  every  other  game 
played  was  off  color.  Colgate  won  by  scoring  its  points  in  the  first  five  minutes, 
and  after  that  Allegheny  held  them  on  even  terms.  Alfred  was  played  on  a  muddy 
field  with  much  fumbling.  Grove  City  made  a  touchdown  through  a  substitute 
center.  Westminster  contest  was  close,  the  elevens  being  evenly  matched.  Carnegie 
Tech  outplayed  Allegheny  in  every  way.  Game  with  Buffalo  at  Erie,  Pa.,  was  the 
first  intercollegiate  foot  ball  contest  played  there.  Consistent  team  work  won  for 
Allegheny.  The  team  had  one  of  its  bad  days  when  it  met  Dickinson.  In  the  game 
against  Geneva  the  latter,  in  the  first  quarter,  covered  a  blocked  punt  back  of 
Allegheny's  goal,  and  after  Braun,  Allegheny  tackle,  covered  a  blocked  punt  back 
of  the  Geneva  goal.  In  the  last  half  Braun  recovered  a  Geneva  fumble  and  ran  45 
yards  for  a  touchdown.  Kramer,  captain  and  guard,  and  Meyers,  half-back,  were 
the  most  consistent  players. 

Amherst  (Mass.)  College — Season  as  a  whole  was  successful  with  four  victories, 
two  defeats  and  two  tie  games.  Columbia  was  beaten  for  the  first  time  in  years. 
Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  was  also  taken  into  camp  when  the  teams 
resumed  relations  after  a  long  interval.  Wing,  half-back,  was  an  exceptional  broken 
field  runner.  Field  goal  kicking  by  Elliott,  as  well  as  punting  and  forward  pass 
receiving  by  Captain  Davidson  are  worthy  of  commendation. 

Bates  College,  Lewiston,  M«. — Team  was  unable  to  display  its  real  driving  power 
because  fumbles  were  numerous  at  critical  moments.  Guiney  and  Ross,  linemen, 
and  Davis  and  Moulton  in  the  backfield  were  the  strongest  players. 

Baylor  University,  Waco,   Tex. — Baylor  had  one  of  the  best  teams  on  attack  and 

defense  in  the  South,  winning  eight  out  of  eleven  games.  Defeated  by  Boston  College. 
Texas  A.&  M.  and  Arkansas,  the  latter  winning  by  a  single  point.  Bradshaw  played 
well  at  quarter,  kicking  five  field  goals  against  five  difterent  colleges.  He  led  the 
Soulhwosiern  Conference  in  individual  scoring  with  63  points.  Other  players  who  did 
well  were  Tanner,  full-back:  Weathers,  guard;  Blailock,  tackle;  Pittman,  half-back; 
Cairnes,  Strickland,  Crosby  and  Kirk. 

Bethany  (W.  Va.)  College — In  winning  six  of  ten  games  played,  Bethany  defeated 
its  oldest  rivals — West  Virginia  Wesleyan,  Marietta,  Grove  City  and  Ohio  University. 
Games  were  lost  to  Washington  and  Jefferson,  Navy,  Carnegie  Tech  and  Georgetown. 
Captain  Dunn  played  well  throughout  the  season.  Randolph,  Patterson  and  Kelley 
were  scoring  aces,  the  former  making  13  touchdowns.  Shoefliaker  was  the  star  of  the 
line  and  did  the  burden  of  the  punting. 

Boston  (Mass.)  College — Only  four  veterans  were  available  for  the  team.  A  trip  to 
Texas  resulted  in  a  victory  over  Baylor,  but  the  long  journey  was  not  without  its 
penalties.  After  losing  to  Detroit  the  eleven  rallied  and  held  Fordham  to  a  scoreless 
tie.  A  fine  showing  was  made  against  Georgetown,  but  Holy  Cross  overwhelmed  the 
Boston  team.  Comerford,  Kelleher.  Diston,  W.  Doyle,  Patten.  Kelley  and  Donnellan 
played  well.  Darling,  Patten  and  J.  Doyle,  of  whom  much  was  expected,  were  unable 
to  play  through  the  season. 
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Bowdoin  College,  Brunswick,  Me. — Rarely  does  a  team  perfect  its  play  as  did 
Bowdoin  in  the  first  year  of  a  new  coaching  system.  Against  Colby,  Bowdoin  suc- 
cessfully completed  nine  consecutive  forward  passes  out  of  ten  attempts.  BoAvdoin 
was  able  to  lay  absolute  claim  to  the  state  championship  for  the  first  time  in  four- 
teen years.  Eames,  guard:  Gibbons,  end;  Woodbury,  quarter-back;  Smith,  half- 
back; and  Morrell,  full-back,  Avere  prominent  players.  Morrell  punted  50  yards 
consistently. 

Brown  University,  Providence  E,.  I. — Season  was  one  of  experiment.  Ten  of  the  sev- 
enteen letters  awarded  were  given  for  the  first  time.  Until  after  Yale  was  played 
it  seemed  impossible  to  name  a  first  team  which  Avould  be  the  first  team  line-up  for  a 
succeeding  game.  Though  the  Yale  defeat  was  the  Avorst,  Avith  one  service  team 
exception,  since  1903.  from  some  points  of  vieAV  it  encouraged  the  coaches.  Twenty- 
seven  men  participated  in  the  Yale  game  and  acquired  experience.  Brown  actually 
made  more  first  doAvns  than  Yale.  Harvard  Avas  outplayed  in  the  early  part  of  that 
game,  but  Avon  in  the  final  moments  by  superior  forAvard  passing.  Shurtleff,  at  center, 
Avas  Bro'Avn's  conspicuous  player.  He  Avas  highly  commended  for  his  Avork  and  played 
tJie  entire  playing  time  of  every  game  of  the  season. 

iJucknell  University,  Lewisburg,  Pa. — Bucknell  overAvhelmed  all  her  former  natural 
rivals.  Three  nationally  knoAvn  contenders  Avere  played  and  Bucknell  gave  each 
a  good  fight.  Team  improved  steadily  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  season  showed 
great  strength  on  attack,  especially  in  the  use  of  the  forAvard  pass.  BoAVser,  cap- 
tain, scored  91  points,  high  mark  for  individual  Avork.  Bihl,  center  and  Butler, 
end,   were   unusually   brilliant   players. 

Canisius  College,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. — After  the  overwhelming  defeat  by  Holy  Cross, 
Canisius  gained  strength  and  played  much  better.  Next  two  games  were  won.  Mid- 
season  slump  Avas  broken  by  a  clean-cut  A'ictory  over  St.  Ignatius.  Last  two  games 
Avere  played  in  mud,  but  Canisius  shoAA'ed  its  strength  by  holding  Villanova  and 
St.   BonaA-enture   to  scoreless  ties. 

Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. — Carnegie  Tech  probably  had 
the  best  season  in  its  history  despite  the  defeats  that  were  administered  by  Wash- 
ington and  Jefferson  and  Penn  State.  SeAcn  of  nine  games  Avere  won  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  take  Carnegie  out  of  the  Class  B  teams  of  Western  Pennsylvania  foot 
ball  and  place  it  in  Class  A.  Team  had  great  offensive  strength,  scoring  238  points 
against  54  for  its  rivals.  Not  a  goal  Avas  missed  in  kicking  after  touchdoAvn.  Com- 
fort, tackle,  kicked  31  out  of  the  34  goals  scored.  Team  Avas  comparatiA'ely  light, 
averaging  167  pounds.  High  grade  players  Avere  Robertson,  Brumbaugh,  Godden, 
Potter,  SaAvyer,   Wierman  and  Captain  IrAvin. 

Catholic  University,  Washington,  D.  C. — Played  in-and-out  foot  ball,  winning  three 
games  and  losing  four.  Capable  substitutes  Avere  lacking,  which  Avas  a  contributing 
cause  toAvard  the  poor  shoAving.     Lynch  and  Curran  Avere  consistent  players. 

Centre  College,  Danville,  Ky.— Centre's  great  victory  of  1921  was  that  over  Harvard. 
The  leading  players  Avere  Roberts,  McMillin  and  Kubale. 

Citadel  (The),  Charleston,  S.  C. — Showing  was  considered  good  for  so  young  and  light 
a  team.  In  the  early  part  of  the  season  the  players  AA'ere  quite  successful,  but 
the  later  games,  except  with  Clemson  and  South  Carolina,  were  disappointments. 
The  aggressive  spirit  of  the  team  Avas  its  chief  asset.  Gramling,  Frost,  O'Shaugh- 
nessy  and  Kollock  Avere  best  players. 

Clarkson  College  of  Technology,  Potsdam,  N.  Y. — Tech  started  poorly  because  the 
team  lacked  experienced  players,  but  under  the  coaching  of  Jack  Reed  improve- 
ment Avas  steady  and  the  tAvo  most  important  games,  those  with  Rochester  and 
St.  LaAvrence,   Avere  aa^ou. 

Colby  College,  Waterville,  Me. — Team  work  was  very  good.  Captain  Lowery,  Cook 
and  Young  played  especially  Avell.  In  the  state  series  Bates  was  tied  and  Maine 
defeated.  A  drop  kick  by  Y'oung  of  Colby  from  the  20-yard  line,  in  the  last  two 
minutes  of  play,   Avas  the  only  score  in  the  Maine   game. 

Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  N.  Y. — Though  defeated  by  Princeton,  the  Colgate 
men  played  them  on  even  terms  in  the  last  two  periods.  Webster  made  a  brilliant 
30-yard  run  against  Cornell  for  a  touchdown.  Syracuse,  in  mud  and  a  blizzard,  won 
by  two  touchdoAvns.  BroAvn  vanquished  Colgate  by  a  single  touchdown  because  of 
superior  line  plunging.  Three  broken  field  runs  from  forty  to  sixty-five  yards  by 
Webster  against  Columbia  defeated  the  latter.  Traynor,  center;  Welsh,  guard; 
Leonard,  tackle;  Childs,  end,  and  Sanford  and  Herrmann,  backfield  players,  deserve 
special  mention.  Sanford  kicked  well  all  season  and  averaged  47  yards  from  scrim- 
make  line  atrainiit  Cornell. 
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Connecticut  State  College,  Storrs — Hammill,  quarter-back,  and  Daly,  lull-back, 
were  the  outstanding  players  in  the  backfield,  which  was  composed  of  all  freshmen 
with  the  exception  of  Daly.  Eddy,  freshman  end,  played  in  seven  full  games  and 
punted  well.  An  unusual  incident  occurred  in  the  second  half  of  the  St.  Stephen's 
game.  The  latter  received  the  kick-off.  The  ball  went  high  and  far  and  then 
collapsed  when  half-way  down  in  its  descent.  The  St.  Stephen's  full-back  caught 
it  on  his  10-vard  line  and  ran  it  back  30  yards,  carrying  it  in  his  left  hand.  The 
referee  ruled  that  the  ball  was  dead  where  the  player  was  tackled.  Splendid  team- 
work was  developed  by  Coach  Tasker  and  the  outlook  is  bright  for  1922  with  only 
three  players  graduated. 

Cornell  University,  Ithaoa,  N.  Y. — In  the  most  successful  season  that  Cornell  has 
bad  in  years,  the  features  were  decisive  victories  over  Dartmouth  and  Pennsylvania. 
With  a  record  of  no  defeats,  Cornell  overwhelmed  every  opponent.  The  total  score 
was  396  points  to  21  in  Cornell's  favor.  Gilmour  Dobie,  the  coach,  developed  an 
eleven  whose  success  was  distinctly  due  to  excellent  teamwork  and  not  to  individual 
prowess.     Captain  Dodge  and  Kaw  played  consistently  in  every  game. 

Dartmouth  College.  Hanover,  N.  H. — With  one  of  the  largest  squads  in  Dartmouth 
foot  ball  history,  only  eight  were  letter  men,  and  five  of  them  were  ends.  Coach 
Cannell  experienced  the  difficult  task  of  building  up  a  line  with  one  veteran  as  a 
nucleus.  In  preliminary  games  the  team  showed  improvement  from  contest  to  contest. 
Against  Columbia  the  players  were  wide  awake,  but  showed  lack  of  experience.  The 
line  was  reorganized  after  the  game  with  Cornell  and  played  better.  Robertson 
appeared  to  be  as  good  at  tackle  as  he  had  been  in  the  backfield,  and  there  was  a 
marked  change  in  the  style  of  the  eleven.  Its  fast  development  was  noticeable  in  the 
games  against  Pennsylvania  and  Syracuse.  In  the  last  two  contests  Lynch  played  as 
well  at  end  as  any  Dartmouth  end  in  years.  Victory  over  Georgia  ended  the  season. 
Robertson  and  Burke  were  expert  in  carrying  the  ball. 

Davidson  (N.  C.)  College — After  the  overwhelming  defeat  by  Georgia  Tech, 
Davidson  played  well,  tieing  both  State  and  Carolina.  Team  was  handicapped  by 
inexperience,  but  Coach  Hugh  Grey  expects  much  better  results  in  1922.  Moore  was  the 
individual  star  and  has  been  elected  captain.     La  Far  and  Schenck  were  highly  rated. 

Davis  and  Elkins  College,  Elkins,  W.  Va. — Team  got  away  to  a  good  start,  but 
later  fell  into  a  slump  which  marred  the  record  more  than  early  indications  war- 
ranted. Play  of  K.  Farrell  on  the  line  and  Newcome  in  the  backfield  was  always  good. 

Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  Pa. — Defense  of  the  team  against  running  plays  was 
excellent,  but  against  the  passing  game  results  were  unsatisfactory,  as  more  than 
half  of  the  scores  inade  by  opponents  were  due  to  passes  that  were  carried  over 
the  goal  line.  Captain  Pipa  and  Davis  in  the  backfield  and  Carl,  Blumenthal,  Sharp 
and  Goeltz  in  the   line  were   stars. 

Drexel  Institute,  Philadelphia,  Pa. — Team  was  a  vast  improvement  over  that  of 
1920.  Two  games  were  won  as  against  no  victories  for  the  year  preceding.  Gallau- 
det  game  resulted  in  a  14 — 14  tie.  Captain  Crichton  and  Greenwood  excelled  in  play. 
Prospects  are  extremely   bright  for  1922. 

Duquesne  University,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. — Start  was  good.  Marietta  being  held  even 
and  a  hard  fight  waged  against  Geneva.  After  the  defeat  by  Canisius  the  team 
morale  broke  down.  Two  most  important  games  were  those  against  Grove  City 
and  Geneva.  D.  Rooney,  quarter-back;  Kramer,  full-back;  Klinzing,  guard;  Llngo- 
lonl,  end,   and  McNamara,   tackle,  played  consistently  all   season. 

Elon  College,  Elon  College,  N.  C— Team  much  better  than  that  of  1920,  but 
the  lack  of  a  good  field  general  was  keenly  felt  at  times.  Holding  Trinity  to  a 
no-score  tie  and  Hampden-Sidney  to  seven  points  were  the  two  great  achievements 
of  the  year.  Cameron,  Smith  and  White,  linemen,  and  Newman  and  T.  Perry,  in 
the  backfield,  did  very  well. 

Emory  and  Henry  College,  Emory,  Va. — Team  broke  under  its  heavy  early  season 
schedule,  though  its  fine  play  in  these  games  brought  forth  much  praise,  and  It 
was  decisively  defeated  by  old  rivals,  who  were  considered  inferior.  Only  three 
regulars  were  lost  by  graduation  and  the   college   should  be  well  represented  in  1922. 

Erskine  College,  Due  West,  S.  'C— Erskine  played  some  remarkable  foot  ball  for 
a  college  with  only  98  students.  They  scored  on  every  team  in  the  state,  some- 
thing that  no  other  state  college  did.  They  went  through  the  entire  season  with 
only  three  substitutions.  The  13 — 0  victory  over  Clemson  in  the  final  game  concluded 
a  season  of  surprises  in  which  Erskine  upset  all  predictions.  Phillips,  Young  and 
the  Kennedy  brothers  In  the  backfield,  and  Blakely,  Brice  and  Scogglns  in  the  line, 
played  sterling  foot  ball  till  season.  The  wdrk  of  Phlllii>a  at  tfife  full-back  position 
Tvas  particulany  noteworthy. 
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i  Fordham  XTniversity,  New  York  City— Fordham  won  four  games,  lost  three  and 
I  tied  two.  Leading  players  were  Meyers,  half-back:  Hogas,  tackle,  and  Captain 
Fitzpatrick,  end.  The  principal  games  were  with  Lafayette,  Boston  College  and 
Georgetown.  Fordham  had  the  distinction  of  being  one  oi  the  teams  that  crossed 
Lafayette's  goal  line.  Conniff,  Fallon,  Healey,  Mahoney,  Schlickenmeyer,  Stein, 
Strand,   Thornton,   Whitmore  and   Woodward  are  entitled   to  mention. 

Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pa.— Cragin  and  Jones  were  the  leading 
backs  on  offense,  while  WeismuUer,  back,  and  Williams,  Bassett,  Gilbert  and  Madi- 
son of  the  line,  were  strong  on  defense.  Captain  Gilbert  was  the  most  aggressive 
player.  The  team  had  a  fine  working  knowledge  of  foot  ball,  which  accounts  for 
the  good  showing.  The  game  with  Swarthmore  was  one  of  the  big  contests  of  the 
season. 

Furman  "University,  Greenville,  S.  C— Furman  has  not  lost  a  game  in  South  Caro- 
lina in  the  last  three  years  and  has  scored  a  total  of  486  points  against  32  for 
opponents.  During  that  period  they  have  played  29  games,  winning  22,  tieing  two 
and  losing  five,  four  of  the  defeats  being  victories  for  Georgia  and  Georgia  Tech. 
In  Captain  McManaway,  quarter-back,  Furman  had  a  man  who  could  run,  punt  and 
pass  from  punt  formation  as  good  as  the  best.  Rhame  was  another  back  who  was 
clever  at  throwing  passes,  while  Bradley  and  Carter,  ends,  excelled  at  covering 
punts  and  receiving  passes.

Hobart  College,  Geneva,  N.  Y.— Very  successful  season  for  Hobart,  as  it  led  in 
the  race  for  supremacy  among  smaller  colleges  of  the  state.  Hobart  defeated  Clark- 
son,  Niagara,  Hamilton,  Union  and  Buffalo,  closing  the  season  on  Thanksgiving 
Day  by  a  14 — 0  victory  over  Rochester,  its  traditional  rival.  Krause,  Loghry,  Gasper 
and   Gorman  were   leading  players. 

Holy  Cross  College,  Worcester,  Mass.— Team  began  by  holding  Harvard  to  3—0  and 
then  slumped.  At  the  close  of  the  season  when  the  full  playing  strength  was  again 
available,  the  team  did  better  and  defeated  Boston  College,  41—0.  Simendinger, 
Gagnon  and  Brussard  starred  in  the  backfield,  and  Gildea  and  Mahaney  were  the 
best  players  on   the  line. 

Howard  University,  Washington,  D.  C— Until  the  Thanksgiving  Day  game  with 
Lincoln,  Howard  had  not  been  defeated  nor  had  its  goal  line  been  crossed  in  4;wo 
years.  Payne  was  a  dangerous  drop-kicker  anywhere  inside  the  40-yard  line  and 
an  exceptional  line  plunger.  Doneghy,  half-back,  was  shifty  and  fast  and  averaged 
50  yards  in  punting.  Brooks,  tackle;  Holton,  center;  Smith,  guard,  and  Nurse, 
end,  were  the  best  players  in  an  almost  impregnable  line.  The  annual  game  with 
Lincoln  was  decided  on  forward  passes,  although  Howard  outrushed  its  opponents 
two  yards  to  one. 

Indiana  TTniversity,  Bloomington — Captain  Kyle,  full-back,  could  punt,  plunge  and 
pass  the  ball  with  more  than  ordinary  skill.  Hanny,  an  ideal  end,  is  big,  fast  and 
shifty,  and  imbued  with  aggressiveness.  Against  Purdue,  Kyle  drop-kicked  for  the 
winning  point  in  the  last  three  minutes  of  play. 

Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore,  Md. — Season  was  marked  by  the  absence 
of  individual  stars,  but  the  whole  team  worked  together  like  a  well-oiled  machine. 
Three  games  were  lost  by  narrow  margins,  and  these  were  not  decided  until  the 
final  whistle  blew.  The  team  played  through  a  hard  schedule  creditably,  gaining 
added  strength  with  each  game.  State  championship  was  won  in  the  last  game 
but  one  by  a  17—3  victory  over  St.  John's,  a  rival  of  long  standing.  Totterdale. 
center;  Magill,  guard:  Darley,  quarter-back,  and  Bonner,  half-back,  were  players 
whose  ability  was  highly  rated.  Coaches  Ray  Van  Orman  and  Barney  O'Rourke  were 
commended  for  their  good  work  with  the  squad. 

Juniata  College,  Huntingdon,  Pa.— Results  not  so  surprising  when  the  inexperi- 
ence of  players  and  the  difficult  schedule  are  considered.

Schwab,  guard,  Gazella.  half-back,  and  Williams,  tackle,  were  players  who  won 
national  recognition  by  their  good  work.  Brennen,  quarter-back,  kicked  23  consecu- 
tive goals  after  touchdown.  Lafayette  and  Lehigh  have  met  in  55  games  since  1883, 
the  greatest  number  played  in  a  dual  series  between  colleges  since  foot  ball  was 
established  in  the  United  States. 

Lebanon  "Valley  College,  Annville.  Pa. — Team  'played  well  against  all  schools  in 
its  class.  Its  most  brilliant  performance  Avas  holding  Georgetown  University  to  a 
7 — 0   score. 

Lincoln  University,  Lincoln  University,  Pa.— Team  began  with  a  fine  victory  over 
the  Ward  A.  C,  of  Annapolis  and  ended  a  victorious  season  by  winning  from  Howard 
University  of  Washington,  D.  C,  13—7.  The  one  ripple  on  the  calm  sea  of  triumph 
was  the  forfeiture  of  the  Union  University  game.  Law,  captain;  Skinker,  right 
end;  Parr  and  Johnson,  half-backs;  Wood,  tackle,  and  McLean,  quarter-back,  were 
leading  players.  The  big  game  of  the  season  is  that  between  Lincoln  and  Howard, 
played  alternately  at  Philadelphia  and  Washington.  In  1921  it  was  played  before 
nearly   20,000   spectators   in   Philadelphia  on   Thanksgiving   Day. 

Marshall  -College,  Huntington,  W.  Va. — Spirited  attack  was  the  feature  of  the  team. 
It  was  displayed  early  against  the  University  of  Kentucky.  Outweighed  and  out- 
played,, with  the  score  21  to  0  at  the  end  of  the  first  half,  Marshall  held  Kentucky  to 
one  touchdown  for  the  remainder  of  the   game. 

Maryville  (Tenn.)  College — The  championship  of  the  Appalachian  Conference,  which 
is  made  up  of  Eastern  Tennessee  and  Southwestern  Virginia  colleges,  was  won  by 
Maryville.  McLane,  end;  H.  Ford,  tackle;  Sullivan,  guard;  McLaughlin,  center,  and 
Hill  and  Acton,  half-backs,  did  the  best  work.  A  new  system  of  coachiag  was  insti- 
tuted, with  L.  S.  Honaker  as  athletic  director  and  coach. 
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Massachusetta  Agricultural  College,  Amherst— Three  victories,  one  tie  and  four 
defeats  was  the  season's  record.  Team  showed  its  excellent  quality  by  defeating 
Tufts,  an  old  rival,  after  four  consecutive  defeats.  Lewandowski,  full-back,  re- 
ceived the  Allan  L.  Pond  Memorial  Medal  for  his  superior  work  at  rushing  and 
punting. 

Middlebury  (Vt.)  College — Although  greatly  outweighed,  Middlebury  gave  Har- 
vard, Dartmouth  and  the  Army  real  opposition.  Middlebury  led  Dartmouth 
throughout  the  first  half,  but  lack  of  reserve  strength  prevented  further  success. 
Middlebury  defeated  St.  Lawrence,  Norwich,  Clarkson  and  Williams.  Hard  fought 
game  against  Vermont  was  lost  on  a  muddy  field.  Ashley,  Drost,  Papke,  GoUnick, 
Quackenhush,   Moynihan,   Gallagher  and   Kalin   played  brilliantly. 

Morris  Harvey  College,  Barboursville,  W.  Va. — Season  was  good,  the  team  winning 
against  players  of  its  class  and  making  a  good  showing  against  Washington  and  Lee. 
The  schedule  was  a  trifle  too  heavy  for  the  weight  and  material.  King,  Rezzonico  and 
Shannon,  backfield  players,  attacked  with  courage  and  speed.  Haws,  Westfall,  Milli- 
gan,  Joy,  Thompson  and  Crowley  were  fine  defensive  players. 

Mount  St.  Mary's  College,  Emmitsburg,  Md.— Started  the  season  with  bright  pros- 
pects, but  the  schedule  was  unusually  hard  and  the  punch  was  lacking  in  the 
annual  game  with  Gettysburg.  Players  who  distinguished  themselves  were  Gable, 
captain;   T.  Chapman,   J.   Chapman,   H.   Brown  and   Lomond. 

Muhlenberg  College,  AUentown,  Pa. — Most  successful  season  Muhlenberg  ever  had. 
Schedule  was  hard  and  most  of  the  material  new.  Muhlenberg  won  from  Swartb- 
more  in  the  game  that  began  athletic  relations  between  these  schools.  Forward 
passes  by  Crum  and  Daniels'  run  of  65  yards  were  the  big  features.  For  the  first 
time  in  ten  years  Muhlenberg  defeated  Lehigh.  Crum,  Holstrum,  Weston,  Fulsher, 
Demoling,   and   Gebhart   were  leading  players. 

Newberry  (S.  C.)  College— Games  with  University,  The  Citadel  and  Presbyterian 
College  were  the  most  important.  Won  three  games,  lost  two  and  tied  one.  McPhee, 
quarter-back;  G.  Bonts,  half-back,  and  Wessinger  and  Beede,  tackles,  starred  in 
most  of  the  games. 

New  Hampshire  State  College,  Durham— The  college  had  the  hardest  schedule  and 
made  the  best  record  in  its  foot  ball  history.  Seven  letter  men-  returned  and  the 
team  played  through  the  season  with  only  one  defeat,  and  that  by  Dartmouth  one 
week  after  the  hard  game  with  Army.  The  big  games  each  season  are  those  with 
Vermont.  Massachusetts  Aggies  and  University  of  Maine.  Because  of  a  misunder- 
standing no  game  was  scheduled  with  Maine,  the  first  break  in  five  years.  The 
contest  with  Massachusetts  Aggies  opened  the  new  Memorial  Field  and  the  entire 
New  Hampshire  team  played  splendidly,  winning  by  the  largest  score  ever  made 
in  a  game  between  these  old  rivals.  Connors,  captain  and  full-back,  was  the  out- 
standing star.  He  was  an  exceptionally  fine  punter  and  drop-kicker  and  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  best  open  field  runners  in  New  England.  Connors  won  the  Army 
game  by  a  drop-kick  from  the  42-yard  line.  Bell  and  Gadbois,  tackles,  and  Perry 
and  Broderick,  ends,   played  well. 

Niagara  University,  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.— Started  with  only  three  regulars  and 
development  was  slow,  the  team's  objective  being  the  Canisius  and  St.  Bonaventnre 
games,  both  of  which  were  won.  Captain  Creedon's  work  at  half-back  featured 
throughout  the  season.  Guarnieri,  end,  outclassed  every  end  appearing  on  Niagara's 
schedule.  Captain-elect  Kelly  was  a  reliable  guard  who  did  not  miss  a  minute's 
play   during  the   season. 

North  'Carolina  State  College,  West  Raleigh— Team  was  strong  on  defense  and 
possessed  one  of  the  most  powerful  lines  in  the  section.  By  its  victory  over  North 
Carolina  University,  7—0,  State  claims  the  undisputed  championship  of  North  Caro- 
lina, the  second  successive  year  that  premier  honors  have  been  won.  Homewood, 
end;  AVeathers  and  Floyd,  tackles;  Bostian,  center  and  Park  and  Pierson,  backs, 
were    leading   players. 

Norwich  University,  Northfield,  Vt.— Season  was  not  particularly  successful,  prob- 
ably due  to  the  loss  of  the  entire  line  by  graduation.  Smith,  Flanders  and  Maher 
played   well  throughout   the  year. 

Oglethorpe  University,  Atlanta,  Ga. — Leading  players  were  Cooper,  tackle;  David, 
end;  Roberts,  guard;  Morris,  half-back;  Bartenfeld,  center;  Varnadoe,  quarter-back, 
and  Paris,  full-back.  The  principal  games  were  with  Georgia  Tech,  University  of 
Georgia,  Sewanee  and  Florida. 

Ohio  State  University,  Columbus — The  crux  of  a  very  successful  season  was  reached 
in  the   game  against   University  ef  Chicago,  which  was  won  by   Ohio   State. 
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Ohio  University,  Athens — In  a  schedule  demanding  the  best,  Ohio  did  very  well 
with  a  total  of  112  points  to  99  for  opponents.  In  the  games  lost,  much  better  foot 
ball  was  played  than  appeared  in  actual  scoring  figures.  Against  Syracuse,  for 
instance,  Ohio  made  eleven  first  downs  to  fourteen,  although  defeated,  38  to  0.  The 
defeat  administered  to  Columbia  indicated  Ohio's  strength. 

Penn  State  College,  State  College,  Pa. — Only  four  veterans  were  left  from  the  pre- 
ceding season,  but  Coach  Bezdek  developed  a  brilliant  team  from  the  material  he  had. 
The  team  was  undefeated,  and  following  the  regular  season  went  to  Seattle  and  won 
from  the  University  of  Washington.  Killinger  was  the  leading  player  and  one  of  the 
great  quarter-backs  of  the  season.  He  ran  back  a  kick-off  for  touchdown  against 
Georgia  Tech.  Captain  Snell.  unfortunately,  was  unable  to  play  throughout  the  season 
because  of  an  abscess  in  his  throat.     Lightner  scored  all  21  points  against  Harvard. 

Pennsylvania  Military  College,  Chester,  Pa.— The  work  of  Crow,  captain  and  guard, 
and  Perry,  back,  was  so  good  and  consistent  that  they  are  worthy  of  special  men- 
tion.    Allen,   full-back,   starred  during  the  latter  part  of   the   season. 

Phillips  Andover  Academy,  Andover,  Mass.— Schedule  was  fairly  hard  and  Andover 
managed  to  keep  its  opponents  well  in  hand  until  the  final  game,  when,  after  the 
opening  kick-off  was  returned  for  a  touchdown  by  one  of  the  Exeter  backs,  the 
players  sagged.  The  game  was  played  on  a  wet  and  slippery  field  and  Exeter  out- 
weighed  Andover. 

Phillips  Exeter  Aca/demy,  Exeter,  N.  H.— Won  the  opening  game  and  then  three 
close  contests  were  lost  to  freshman  teams.

In  the  Wofford  game 
Wil.son  received  kick-off  three  yards  behind  his  own  goal  liue  and  ran  103  yards 
to   touchdown. 

Princeton  University,  Princeton,  N.  J. — Eleven  men  played  the  entire  game  against 
Harvard  without  substitution.  Gilroy  caught  a  pass  and  ran  58  yards  for  a  touch- 
down in  the  Harvard  game.  Laurie,  Garrity  and  Wittmer  played  well.  Against  Yale, 
Garrity,  through  the  medium  of  a  cross-buck,  scored  a  touchdown.  Captain  Keck  was 
successful  in  every  placement  kick  which  he  tried  in  seven  games.  He  was  a  sure 
kicker  within  the  45-yard  line.

Game  with  Rochester  was  a  splendid  exhibition.  It  appeared  as  if  Rensselaer 
would  win,  as  a  field  goal  early  in  the  game  gave  them  the  lead  and  play  was  In 
Rochester  territory  most  of  the  time.  The  last  game  at  Buffalo  was  disappoint- 
ing, but  playing  conditions  were  very  bad.  Captain  Eller  was  a  good  open  field 
runner  and   punter.     The  work  of  the  line   was   the  feature  of   the   team   play. 

Rhode  Island  State  College,  Kingston — Best  players  were  Kennedy,  end;  Johnson, 
lull-back,  and  Simpson,  half-back.  Against  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  J(An- 
son  ran  90  yards  after  recovering  a  fumble.  In  the  game  with  Connecticut  State  he 
made  two  runs  for  45  and  50  yards  for  touchdowns,  one  from  scrimmage  and  the  other 
after  catching  a.  punt. 

Roanoke  College,  Salem,  "Va.— Team  composed  mostly  of  freshmen  started  Roanoke 
back  Into  foot  ball  fame.  Coach  G.  H.  Spruhan  laid  a  strong  foundation  and  with 
twelve  letter  men  returning  a  good  showing  is  expected  in  1922.  Oouk,  full-back, 
whose  work  featured  the  late  games,  will  captain  the  team. 

Rollins  College,  "Winter  Park,  Fla.— With  the  Installation  of  a  new  coaching  sys- 
tem there  came  also  a  new  record  for  future  Rollins  foot  ball  squads  to  maistain. 
The    team   was   defeated   once,    tied   once,    and   won    the    rest   of   its    games.     Thoagb 
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light  in  weight  as  college  teams  go,  the  Rollins  team  overcame  this  handicap  by 
its  fighting  spirit,  its  hard  and  sure  tackling,  and  rapid  formation  of  splendid  inter- 
ference.

Thiel  •College,  Greenville,  Pa.— One  of  the  best  teams  in  the  history  of  the  col- 
lege. Getting  away  to  a  poor  start  in  the  early  season  games,  Thiel's  offense  de- 
veloped rapidly  and  a  fine  scoring  machine  was  the  result.  Five  games  won,  tly-ee 
lost  and  one  scoreless  tie  was  the  record.  All  of  last  year's  letter  men  will  return 
and  a  good  campaign  is  predicted  for  1922. 
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Trinity  CoUoge,  Durham,  N.  C— Under  a  new  coaching  system  the  team  started 
slowly  but  finished  strong  by  defeating  Wake  Forest,  tieing  New  York  University 
and  piling  up  a  68—0  score  against  Wofford.  The  work  of  Simpson,  center,  and  Neal, 
end,   was   meritorious. 

Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn.— Season  of  1921  marked  the  inauguration  of  the 
one  term  rule  at  Trinity.  Coach  Drew  did  well  and  was  engaged  for  1922.  The  de- 
fense was  strong,  but  the  attack  lacked  final  scoring  power.  Nordlund,  full-back; 
was  the  star  player.  Captain  Tansill,  end,  and  Dolan  and  Richman,  guards,  were 
strong  in  the  line. 

Tufts  College,  Medford,  Mass.— Not  a  good  season  for  Tufts  from  the  standpoint 
of  scores.  The  adoption  of  the  one  year  rule  militated  against  the  development  of 
a  better  team.  Weafer,  Etelman,  and  LeCain  in  the  backfield,  and  Barrett,  Vita 
and  Captain  Russo  in  the  line,  did  commendable  work.  Only  three  men  will  be 
lost  by  graduation,  and  prospects  for  1922  are  brighter  than  they  have  been  for 
some  time.  Captain  Russo.  who  has  played  at  center  for  the  last  three  years,  has 
not  lost  one   minute  of  play  during   that  period. 

Union  'Oollege,  Schenectady,  N.  Y.- Season  started  with  a  large  squad  but  with 
doubtful  prospects  because  no  heavy  material  was  available  for  the  Hue.  A  fast 
team  was  developed  which  performed  creditably  in  the  first  three  games,  but  the 
lack  of  capable  substitutes  for  the  backfield  caused  a  slump.  The  most  cherished 
victory  of  the  season  was  that  over  Wesleyan.  The  defeat  most  regretted  was  that 
by   Hamilton. 

United  States  Military  Academy,  West  Point,  N.  Y.— The  season,  even  if  not  victori- 
ous, was  one  of  promise.  Recovering  slowly  from  the  effects  of  the  war  on  athletics, 
^\e6t  Point  is  finding  its  way  back  to  the  position  which  it  held  in  the  days  of 
McEwan  and  Oliphant.  The  outlook  for  1922  is  good,  as  there  are  fifteen  letter  men 
to  report  for  foot  ball  in  September.  The  resumption  of  the  Yale  game  gave  great 
satisfaction  to  both  institutions.  Captain  Greene,  at  center,  played  brilliantly 
throughout  the  season.  Breidster,  Davidson  and  Garbisch  were  excellent  line  players. 
French,  Smythe  and  Wood  were  mainstays  for  the  backfield.  A  fine  schedule  has  been 
arranged  for  the  coming  year. 

United  States  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis,  Md. — Victories  over  Princeton  and  the 
Army  always  will  make  the  season  memorable.  Princeton  did  not  make  a  first  down 
against  the  Navy.  In  the  last  quarter  against  Penn  State,  Nary  carried  the  ball 
more  than  75  yards  in  one  sustained  drive,  being  stopped  at  the  18-yard  line.  Captain 
Larson  made  a  fine  showing  against  every  center  who  opposed  him.  Parr,  at  end, 
and  King,  tacMe,  excelled  throughout  the  season.  Carney  was  rated  high  at  guard, 
aad  Barchet  was  one  of  the  sensational  backs  of  the  year.  Koehler,  Oonroy,  Cruise 
and  Hamilton  were  high-grade  players.  Teamwork  always  was  go»d  and  the  defense 
of  the  team  superb. 

University  of  Alabama,  Tuscaloosa— Nearly  all  veteran  material  was  lost,  which 
handicapped  Alabama  at  the  start  of  the  season.  A  long  and  severe  schedule  was 
I'.layed  in  which  Alabama  lost  to  Georgia,  Sewanee,  Florida  and  Vanderbilt  by  close 
scores.  The  team  developed  well  In  spite  of  defeat  and  earned  a  fit  climax  by  defeat- 
ing Tulane  at  New  Orleans.     Wesley,  Whitaker  and  Bartlett  were  admirable  players. 

University  of  Buffalo.  Buffalo,  N.  Y.— The  work  of  the  eleven  was  greatly  appre- 
ciated at  the  University.  The  outcome  of  the  R.P.I,  game  was  specially  gratifying, 
as  this  team  had  previously  defeated  several  of  the  best  teams  in  the  section. 
Special  praise  is  due  to  Captain  Holwig,  Allinger,  Joor  and  Jordon. 

University  of  CaUfomia,  Berkeley — Won  the  Pacific  Coast  championship  without 
defeat.  "Brick"  Muller,  at  end,  attracted  much  attention  by  his  raarveloua  work. 
Stephens  and  McMillan  were  both  far  above  the  average  in  their  positions. 

University  of  Chattanooga,  Chattanooga,  Tenn. — The  team  was  light  in  weight  but 
game.  Susedorff,  Redd  and  Keho  distinguished  themselves  by  their  good  work.  The 
forward  pass  was  developed  to  a  high  degree  of  proficiency. 

University  of  Delaware.  Newark — Start  was  bad  as  three  games  straight  were 
lost.  Then  the  team  hit  its  stride  and  won  four  successively.  The  defeat  of  Penn- 
sylvania Military  College,  an  old  rival,   ended  the  season  successfully  for  Delaware. 

University  of  Detroit,  Detroit,  Mich.— Excellent  team  work  and  telling  individual 
efiort  scored  243  points  to  10  for  opponents  in  the  season's  total.  The  only  toach- 
dr.wn  srnrpri  aeains't  the  eleven  was  on  a  54-.vard  forward  pass  by  Legendre  of  Tulane, 
the  receiver  of  the  ball  falling  across  the  goal  line.  Plavers  of  high  skill  were  Lauer.

\fcynmara.  rnnrd.  The  latter,  formerly  a  back,  played  splendid  foot  hall  in  his  first 
yra-  r<n  the  line. 
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University  of  Florida,  Gainesville — With  Kline  of  Illinois  and  Van  Fleet  ol"  West 
Point  as  coaches,  Florida  showed  a  marked  improvement  over  the  1920  season.  Cap- 
tain Perry  was  a  leading  guard.     S.  L.  Pomeroy  was  the  best  ground  gainer. 

University  of  Georgia,  Athens — For  the  second  season  in  succession  Georgia  was 
undefeated  by  a  Southern  team,  though  tied,  7 — 7,  by  Vanderbilt.  The  best  game  of 
the  season  was  that  with  Virginia,  won  by  21 — 0.  Captain  lleynolds,  end;  Day,  center; 
Pew,  tackle  and  Whelchel,  guard,  made  up  a  quartette  of  very  capable  players. 
Others  who  did  well  for  the  team  were  J.  Bennett,  tackle;  Fletcher,  full-back;  Thomp- 
son, Randall  and  Reynolds,  half-backs,  and  Hartley,  quarterback.  For  the  second 
rear  no  team  scored  a  touchdown  through  the  line.  Harvard  made  its  pointi  against 
Georgia  by  a  blocked  kick  an-d  by  field  goal.

University  of  Maine,  Orono— Small,  half-back,  made  a  65-yard  run  against  Bow- 
loin.  Against  Stevens  Tech,  Elliott  made  a  70-yard  run  from  kick-off  for  a  touch- 
own.  Captain  Young,  end;  Lunge,  tackle;  Lord,  center,  and  Dwelley,  tackle, 
ilayed  all  periods  in  state  games. 

University  of  Maryland,  College  Park— Team  was  about  as  strong  as  usual  and 
id  well  in  the  game  with  its  natural  rivals.  Full  strength  of  the  eleven  was  on 
he  field  only  in  the  first  and  last  games.  Brewer's  kicking  and  general  play,  and 
he  work  of  Nesbit  and  Branner  in  the  line,   were  very   good. 

University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor — In  seven  games  against  Michigan  sixteen  first 
owns  were  made  against  the  team  by  rushing.  In  the  game  with  Ohio  State,  the 
nly  contest  in  which  Michigan  lost,  Ohio  attempted  to  advance  the  ball  by  rush- 
ig  51  times  and  made  total  net  gain  of  only  36  yards.

University  of  Nebraska,  Lincoln — The  sea-son  of  1921  was  the  best  that  Nebraska 
ver  had.  The  total  number  of  points  scored  by  Nebraska  was  283  against  17  for 
pponents,   highwater  mark   for   Nebraska   in   scoring.      The   only   defeat   was   that   by 

otre  Dame.  The  best  achievement  of  the  year  was  the  victory  over  the  University 
?  Pittsburgh.  Winning  the  Missouri  Valley  championship  Avas  another  fine  distinction. 
1  fifteen  years  Nebraska  has  won  that  championship  twelve  times  and  tied  once 
)r  first  place.     The  outlook  for  the  opening  season  is  excellent. 

University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill — Season  was  considered  satisfactory 
ith  five  victories,  two  tie  games  and  two  defeats.  Game  with  North  Carolina  State 
as  lost,  but  the  Virginia  game  was  won  under  conditions  of  unusual  color  and 
iterest.  Team  did  exceedingly  well  in  games  with  V.M.I,  and  Maryland,  as  well 
'3  against  the  heavier  eleven  from  Florida,  winning  all  three  contests.  Johnson 
ad  Lowe  of  the  backfleld  played  well.  Johnson  gained  348  yards  against  V.M.I, 
plendid  teamwork   was  a   feature  in  all  contests. 
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University  of  Notre  Dame,  Notre  Dame,  Ind, — A  very  successful  season,  although  the 
team  lost  early  in  the  year  to  Iowa,  10 — -7.  Excellent  teamwork  was  a  characteristic 
with  no  outstanding  star.  After  the  game  with  Iowa  the  defensive  play  of  Notre 
Dame  was  fully  as  strong  as  its  offensive.  Fifteen  letter  men  leave  in  1922  and 
prospects  are  rather  discouraging.  Kiley,  Anderson,  Mohardt,  Shaw  and  Wynn  are 
players  who  were  favorably  mentioned  for  their  performances. 

TTniversity  of  Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia— Season  was  one  of  great  interest  and 
unexpected  defeats.  The  team  did  not  play  to  form.  After  three  victories  a  7 — 7  tie 
followed  with  Swarthniore,  Virginia  Military  Institute  was  defeated,  and  after  losing 
to  Pittsburgh  and  Lafayette,  the  team  held  Dartmouth  to  a  14 — 14  tie.  The  over- 
whelming defeat  by  Cornell  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  with  its  score  of  41 — 0,  was  least 
expected.  Captain  Wray,  Miller,  Ertresvaag,  Grave  and  Thurman  were  outstanding 
players. 

TTniversity  of  Pittsburgh,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. — Team  showed  its  real  power  only  in  two 
games — those  with  Syracuse  and  Penn  State.  Syracuse  was  outplayed  and  held  to  i 
nef  gain  of  four  yards  from  scrimmage.  Stein,  at  center,  uphelu  the  reputation  he 
had  made  in  nrevious  years,  and  Captain  Tom  Davies  was  a  brilliant  back,  as  usual, 
Harman  and  Holleran  deserve  mention. 

University  of  Richmond,  Richmond,  Va. — Season  was  successful  with  a  victory 
over  the  traditional  rivals,  William  and  Mary,  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  In  fifteen 
games,  since  Dobson  has  coached,  his  teams  have  won  thirteen,  lost  one  and  tied 
one.  Jones,  quarter-back,  ran  back  the  kick-off  for  a  touchdown  against  Randolph- 
Macon  for  a  distance  of  80  yards. 

University  of  Rochester,  Rochester,  N.  Y. — In  the  early  games  Rochester  played 
exceptional  foot  ball.  The  games  with  Union  and  Rensselaer  were  unusually  bril- 
liant. Hummell  was  the  star  of  the  season  and  bore  the  brunt  of  attack  and 
defense.  After  two  tie  games  with  Hobart,  the  principal  rival  of  Rochester,  Hobart 
achieved   a   well  earned   victory. 

University  of  South  Carolina,  Columbia — In  his  second  year  as  coach,  Sol  Metzger 
again  developed  a  fine  fighting  unit  in  the  face  of  almost  insurmountable  diflaculties. 
For  the  first  time  South  Carolina  defeated  Clemson  in  successive  years.  Waite, 
captain-elect,  was  the  best  tackle  in  the  state.  Wheeler  was  considered  to  be 
the  best  center  who  had  ever  played  in  this  section.  Defense  of  the  eleven  was 
superb.  Four  touchdowns  were  made  against  the  team  during  the  year,  one  by  a 
blocked  punt  and  another  on  a  fumble.  The  two  earned  came  early  in  the  season. 
It  was  by  all  odds  the  best  eleven   that  Carolina   ever  had. 

University  of  the  S'outh,  Sewanee,  Tenn. — Good  foot  ball  was  played  all  through  the 
season,  except  in'  tlie  game  against  Tennessee,  when  overcontidence  and  strong  opposi- 
tion resulted  in  defeat.  Six  first  downs  were  earned  to  two  for  Vanderbilt.  Four  suc- 
cessive fumbles  brought  a  safety  and  touchdown  for  Vanderbilt. 

University  of  Tennessee,  Knoxville — Leading  players  of  the  team  were  Captain 
Blair,  Vowell.  Lane,  Grigg  and  Campbell.  The  game  at  Hanover,  N.  H.,  with  Dart- 
mouth, was  the  first  that  Tennessee  ever  had  played  above  the  Mason-Dixon  line. 

University   of   Vermont,    Burlington— First   year   of   Coach   Keady   and   Vermont   had 
a  successful  season,   winning  the   state   championship   for  the  first  time  in  six  years.  : 
Leading   players   were  .Johnson,    full-back   Margolski,    tackle:    Gooch,    half-ba-ck;    Dris- 
coll,   quarter-back.     Driscoll   ran  back   the   kick-off  95  yards  for   a   touchdown   against  • 
the   Massachusetts   Aggies. 

University   of   Virginia,    Charlottesville — Virginia    battled   through   a    hard   schedule,  | 
and   although  the   record  was  far   from   satisfactory,    the   results   were  about  as   good  ; 
as   could   be   expected   considering  all   the   circumstances.     Rinehart,    Oppleman,    Hall,  j 
Hankins   and  Michie  were   the  outstanding  players.     Much   interest   was   taken   in  the 
game    with    V.M.T.    and    it   was    hard    fought.     The    drop-kick    by    John    Clark    in   the 
game  against  North  Carolina  is  worthy  of  mention. 

Vanderbilt  University,  Nashville,  Tenn. — Seven  victories  by  comfortable  margins 
and  a  7—7  tie  game  with  the  strong  University  of  Georgia  team  gave  Vanderbilt 
its  most  successful  season  in  several  years.  Excellent  material  and  a  large  squa^ 
make  the  outlook  very  encouraging  for  1922.  Despite  careful  checking  an  error  ha 
crept  into  Vanderbilt's  record  in  some  copies  of  the  Guide.  The  University  of 
South  is  credited  with  20  points,  whereas  its  score  should  be  0.  The  score  as  givei 
by   Sewanee  is  correct. 
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Villanova  (Pa.)  Callege— No  individual  stars  were  developed,  but  Coach  Allie  Miller 
succeeded  in  perfecting  an  organization  which  gave  Villanova  one  of  the  best  teams 
it  had  in  years.  Fordham  was  credited  with  20  points,  but  Villanova's  defense  was 
much  better  than  it  appeared  because  of  the  darkness  that  hid  the  plays.  The  Army 
game  was  disastrous  not  only  because  of  the  overwhelming  defeat,  but  also  because 
of  its  effect  on  the  team  in  the  games  which  followed.  Lynch  and  Hertzler,  the 
ends,   deserve   special   mention. 

Virginia  Military  Institute,  Lexington— Lack  of  co-ordination  and  an  inexperienced 
backfield  were  responsible  for  the  reverses  of  the  season.  Harrison,  guard,  played 
excellent  foot  ball  all  the  year.  Drewry's  punting  was  of  high  caliber.  The  hardest 
game  played  was  that  with  V.M.I.,  which  was  "anybody's  game"  until  the  final 
whistle   blew. 

Virginia  Polyteclinic  Institute,  Blacksburg— Team  gained  more  ground  than  any 
of  its  opponents.  Sutton  gained  1799  yards  from  scrimmage  during  the  season.  His 
longest  run  was  for  75  yards  on  a  punt  caught  against  Roanoke  College.  The  team 
scored  more  points  and  had  fewer  scored  against  it  than  any   team   in  the  state. 

Wake  Forest  (N.  C.)  iCollege— Schedule  called  for  ten  games  and  Wake  Forest 
failed  to  enjoy  a  successful  season.  Only  two  victories  were  achieved,  one  being 
scored  against  Davidson  College,  the  first  time  that  Wake  Forest  has  won  since 
the  start  of  this  dual  series.     Heckman,   half-back,   was  the  star  of  the  team. 

Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  Washington,  Pa. — Leading  players  of  an  excellent 
team  were  Stein,  Brenkert.  Crook,  Erickson,  Neal,  Widerquist,  Vince,  Kopf,  Konvo- 
Unka,  West,  McLaughlin,  Basista.  Probably  the  longest  run  of  the  season  was  that 
by  West  in  the  Syracuse  game,  who  carried  the  ball  98  yards  after  kick-off  for  a 
touchdown. 

Washington  and  Lee  University,  Lexington,  Va. — When  Washington  and  Lee  is  vic- 
torious over  Virginia  Poly  the  season  is  considered  to  be  successful,  yet  that  of  1921 
was  erratic  and  did  not  come  up  to  expectations.  Captain  Moore  was  a  star  player 
at  tackle.  Mattox  at  half-back,  Potts  at  tackle,  and  Cameron  at  full-back  were  excel- 
lent players. 

Washing-ton  College,  Chestertown,  Md.— Scoring  power  of  the  team  came  to  the 
front  for  the  first  time  against  Pennsylvania  Military  College.  George  Washington 
won  because  of  superior  weight.  Best  game  of  the  season  was  played  against 
Western  Maryland,  no  point  being  scored  by  either  team.  Keenan,  a  guard,  was 
the  star  of  the  eleven.  Crowe,  half-back,  played  well  on  offense  and  ran  65  yards 
against  St.  John's  after  receiving  a  forward  pass  from  Captain  Bounds.  It  was  a 
record  run  for  Washington  Field.  Flowers  was  good  at  center.  Washington  expects 
a  successful  season  in  1922. 

Wesleyan  University,  Middletown,  Conn.— Season  was  rather  unsuccessful.  Only 
the  first  game  was  won,   three  were  tied  and  the  others  lost. 

West  Virginia  University,  Morgantown — C.  W.  Spears,  for  several  years  head  coach 
at  Dartmouth,  took  charge  of  West  Virginia,  and  with  mediocre  material  went  through 
a  very  creditable  season.  The  two  big  games  with  Pittsburgh  and  W.  &  J.  were 
again  lost,  but  the  scores  were  more  satisfactory.  Spears  got  his  system  well  started 
and  better  results  are  looked  for.  Martin  kicked  well  all  of  the  season.  Setron, 
Meredith  and  Captain  Kay  played  creditabl3\ 

West  Virginia  Wesleyan,  Buckhannon,  West  Va. — General  reorganization  of  ath- 
letics by  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  its  bearing  on  the  foot  ball  season.  The  schedule 
was  considered  too  severe  for  inexperienced  men.  Radman,  Rose  and  Priester  were 
good  backs,  while  Knight,  Ault  and  J.  Rohrbough  were  most  consistent  on  the  line. 
Captain  Krushank  played  best  against  West  Virginia  University. 

William  and  Mary  College.  Williamsburg.  Va.— Best  season  in  years.  Made  the 
largest  Score  against  Union  Theological  Seminary  that  any  William  and  Mary  team 
has  ever  made  against  any  team.  Joyner  made  a  touchdown  from  kick-off  against 
Catholic  University,  running  85  yards.  J.  Levy,  Harwood,  Hastings  and  White 
were  leading  players. 

Winiams  College,  Williamstown,  Mass.— An  excellent  season.  Percy  Wendell, 
coaching  his  first  year  at  Williams,  did  very  well.  Expectations  are  high  for  better 
foot  ball  in  1922.  Won  the  first  championship  of  the  "Little  Three"  since  1916. 
Captain"  Fargo,  tackle,  was  the  individual  star.  Record  for  forward  passes  unusual. 
Strength  of  the  line  was  above  the  ordinary  considering  its  weight.  Columbia  was 
decisively  defeated  contrary   to  expectations. 

Yale  University,  New  Haven,  Conn. — ^The  Army  game  was  a  feature  of  the  schedule.

SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL  IN  GREATER  BOSTON 
AND  NEW  ENGLAND 

By  John  J.  Hallahan,  Boston,  Mass. 

Foot  ball  rose  to  its  greatest  height  in  the  schools  of  New  England  in 
1921,  but  the  indications  are  that  the  season  now  at  hand  will  present  oven 
greater  interest.  The  caliber  of  the  players  is  very  high,  and  while  many 
never  get  to  college  from  the  many  high  schools  of  the  six  states,  the  private 
schools  furnish  a  goodly  quota  for  the  'varsity  fields.  The  attendance  at 
all  games  was  very  large. 

There  is  no  way  of  determining  the  championship  of  Massachusetts, 
although  several  claimants  felt  they  were  entitled  to  the  honor.  Newton 
High  School,  champions  of  the  Suburban  Interscholastic  League  and  Greater 
Boston,  could  not  get  a  chance  to  meet  Haverhill  High,  which  had  defeated 
Newton  the  year  before.  Haverhill  had  another  good  eleven,  but  it  did  not 
measure  up  to  that  of  the  previous  year,  having  a  couple  of  tie  games  on 
its  record.  Because  of  the  ruling  of  the  school  committee,  none  of  the  city 
of  Boston  high  school  teams  can  go  away  from  home  over  night,  which 
makes  intersectional  games  out  of  the  question  for  them.  The  city  title 
was  won  by  English  High  and  West  Roxbury  won  the  Boston  District  high 
school  championship.  Cambridge  Latin  beat  Rindge  Technical  for  the 
supreme  position  in  the  Cambridge  schools,  Norwood  High  was  unbeaten, 
Framingham  High  won  the  Midland  interscholastic  honors,  and  Woburn 
High  topped  the  schools  of  the  Mystic  Valley  League.  Peabody  High  was 
cliampion  of  the  North  Shore  and  Haverhill  High  was  the  best  in  Essex. 
Country  Day  and  Noble  and  Greenough  tied  for  first  place  among  Greater 
Boston  private  schools,  while  St.  Marks  School  by  beating  Groten,  7  to  3, 
and  St.  Paul's  School  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  eauned  the  Episcopal  school  title. 

St.  James  High  School  of  Haverhill  made  a  most  creditable  showing,  play- 
ing through  the  season  without  a  defeat,  which  included  a  20 — 0  victory 
over  Catholic  High  School  of  Philadelphia  on  the  latter's  grounds.  Maiden 
High  went  to  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  was  beaten  by  Waite  High  School,  13  to  0, 
Peabody  High  visited  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  was  given  a  setback  by  the 
Southerners  after  a  close,  hard  contest.  The  big  prep  school  game  between 
Exeter  and  Andover,  from  which  Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton  obtain  some 
of  their  best  foot  ball  players,  was  won  by  Exeter  by  the  surprising  score 
of  34  to  3.  High  School  of  Commerce  of  Boston  played  Brooklyn  Commer- 
cial High  and  won,  27  to  5,  this  game  being  permissible  as  the  Greater  New 
York  school  was  the  visiting  team. 

Connecticut — Ansonia  and  New  Britain  were  among  the  leaders  in  the 
high  school  ranks,  the  former  having  a  victory  over  Elgin    (111.)    High  to 
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its  credit.  Both  felt  they  had  a  rightful  claim  to  the  state  championship, 
but  when  they  met  to  decide  the  issue  the  game  had  a  very  unsatisfactory 
ending,  as  the  Ansonia  players  left  the  field  when  the  score  was  19  to  13  in 
New  Britain's  favor.  Crosby  High  of  Waterbury  had  the  best  season  in  its 
history,  although  its  path  was  not  entirely  one  of  victories.  Stamford  High 
suffered  the  first  reverses  in  six  years,  a  record  that  very  few  schools  have 
been  able  to  achieve,  because  the  material  was  not  up  to  the  standard  of 
its  previous  victorious  elevens.  Bridgeport  High  was  not  as  strong  as  the 
year  before,  yet  it  did  well.  New  Haven  High  found  Hartford.  New  Britain, 
Choate  School  and  Hopkins  Prep  its  superiors, 

Hotchkiss,  which  usually  has  been  much  stronger  than  the  other  private 
schools,  had  only  a  victory  over  Kent  School  to  look  back  on  in  what  was 
otherwise  a  rather  disastrous  season.  The  loss  of  thirteen  letter  players 
and  defeats  by  Taft  School  of  Watertown  and  Hill  School  of  Pottstown, 
Pa.,  were  large  factors  in  the  poor  showing  of  Hotchkiss.  Taft  had  never 
before  defeated  Hotchkiss,  but  the  margin  of  20  to  6  was  sufficient  to  make 
the  victory  decisive.  A  defeat  by  Loomis  Institute,  however,  kept  Taft  from 
having  a  clean  slate.  Suffield  School  developed  another  good  team,  but  lost 
to  Gushing  Academy  of  Ashburnham,  Mass.  Pomfret  School  felt  that  its 
season  was  not  wasted  by  victories  over  Choate  and  Milton  Academy.  Rox- 
bury  School,  however,  treated  the  team  to  its  worst  defeat,  the  score  being 
35  to  0.  Choate,  under  the  tuition  of  the  old  Yale  player,  "Bo"  Alcott,  had 
a  successful  season.  Kent  and  Loomis  Institute  also  had  fair  success,  win- 
ning several  important  games. 

Maine — Hebron  Academy,  because  of  its  victory  over  Kents  Hill 
Seminary,  felt  it  was  entitled  to  the  prep  school  championship  of  Maine. 
Coburn  Classical  Institute  was  beaten  by  Kents  Hill,  and  it  was  this  smirch 
that  kept  Coburn  from  again  claiming  the  championship.  Efforts  were 
made  to  bring  Coburn  and  Hebron  Academy  together,  but  it  was  found 
impossible  to  arrange  the  match.  Although  beaten  by  Portland  High  in 
the  first  game  of  the  season,  Deering  High,  also  of  Portland,  by  later  turn- 
ing the  tables  on  its  rival,  felt  its  claim  to  the  high  school  title  was  much 
the  stronger.  The  setback  by  Portland  was  the  only  black  mark  against 
Deering.  Morse  High  of  Bath  did  well,  and  Cony  High  of  Augusta  was 
high  in  the  state  ranking,  having  been  beaten  only  by  Deering  and  tied  by 
Gardiner  High  in  the  last  game  of  the  season.  Wins  were  scored  over 
Lawrence,  Lewiston,  Waterville,  Edward  Little  and  Abbott.  Westbrook 
Seminary,  always  well  represented,  was  again  up  among  the  leading  prep 
schools.  Portland  High,  coached  by  Jim  Fitzpatrick  of  Boston  College, 
was  beaten  only  by  Manchester  (N.  H.)  High  and  Deering,  while  a  tie 
score  resulted  in  the  annual  interstate  conflict  with  Waltham  High. 

Rhode  Island — East  Providence  High  School  won  the  Rhode  Island  State 
Interscbolastic  League  championship,  but  did  not  play  Technical  High 
School  of  Providence,  which  is  not  a  member  of  the  association.  Technical 
lost  four  games,  three  of  them  to  Massachusetts  schools.  Moses  Brown 
Schoffl  accouMted  for  the  fourth.  The  latter  was  the  best  of  the  private 
schools,  having  a  victory  over  St.  George's,  21  to  7.     St.  George's  beat  Mid- 
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dlesex  School  of  Concord,  Mass.,  its  greatest  rival,  and  its  record  included 
five  victories.  The  team  was  the  strongest  that  had  represented  the  school 
in  four  years.  Westerly  High  was  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  Inter- 
scholastic  League  and  finished  in  a  tie  for  second  place.  Vocational  High 
of  New  London  winning  the  championship. 

Vermont — Foot  ball  never  had  a  more  prosperous  year  in  its  history. 
St.  Albans  High  was  not  scored  on  by  any  Vermont  high  school  and  con- 
sidered its  claim  to  the  title  was  justified  as  a  result  of  victories  over 
Burlington,  Montpelier,  Barre  and  Newport  High  Schools,  and  a  record 
score  of  92  to  0  over  Montepelier  Seminary.  A  game  was  played  with  the 
Lyndon  Institute  team  of  Burlington  for  the  state  championship  of  high 
and  prep  schools,  which  ended  in  a  tie,  14  to  14.  Goddard  Seminary  had 
a  much  better  team  than  its  record  shows,  but  is  handicapped  because  of 
its  geographical  location.  Rutland  High  lost  its  second  game  in  six  years 
to  Burlington  High  after  winning  the  championship  of  the  southern  section 
f  the  state,  but  won  from  Brattleboro  High  in  the  objective  game,  14  to  7. 
Spaulding  High  of  Barre  also  was  strong,  and  from  present  indications  the 
season  of  1922  will  produce  many  more  powerful  teams. 

New  Hampshire — Colby  Academy  and  Tilton  Seminary  had  strong 
elevens.  The  former  by  its  victory  over  Tilton  felt  that  if  any  championship 
was  to  be  awarded  it  had  the  rightful  claim  to  the  title.  Colby,  although 
outclassed  by  Dartmouth's  remarkable  freshman  team,  was  elated  because 
of  its  ability  to  score  one  touchdown.  Cushing  Academy  of  Ashburnham, 
Mass.,  beat  Colby,  and  a  tie  score  resulted  in  the  contest  with  Amesbury 
High.  Tilton  enjoyed  one  of  the  greatest  seasons  in  its  history  notwith- 
standing the  defeat  by  Colby.  Victories  over  Brewster  Academy  and  Holder- 
ness,  and  a  triumph  over  Concord  High,  the  first  in  six  years,  naturally 
caused  Tilton  to  look  back  on  the  season  as  successful.  Manchester  and 
Concord  were  the  best  in  the  high  school  ranks. 

Western  Massachusetts — Greenfield  High,  represented  by  the  best  team 
since  1916,  was  again  the  champion  of  Franklin  County,  and  Drury  High 
of  North  Adams  was  the  best  in  Berkshire  County.  Worcester  High  School 
of  Commerce  won  the  championship  of  Worcester,  defeating  South  High 
for  the  title,  18 — 14.  Each  school  had  a  strong  team,  that  of  South  High 
being  the  best  developed  in  seven  years.  The  interest  was  keen  all  through 
this  part  of  the  state.  Chicopee  High  was  a  powerful  eleven  and  had  a 
victory  over  Holyoke,  which  surpassed  the  records  of  its  teams  of  the  four 
previous  years.  Northampton,  considering  that  it  was  only  the  second  year 
of  playing  the  game  after  a  lapse  of  several  years,  did  well.  Williston 
Seminary  lost  its  two  important  games — to  Cushing  and  Worcester  Acade- 
mies. Worcester  Academy  had  a  good  team,  but  lost  to  Andover  and 
Exeter,  although  Williston  Seminary  was  beaten  in  its  objective  game. 
Drury  High  had  a  good  record  and  easily  outclassed  its  opponents.  Cush- 
ing Academy's  greatest  achievement  was  its  victory  over  SuflBeld  School 
of  Connecticut,  which  had  defeated  its  opponents  with  ease.

''  best  in  this  district,  having  victories  over  B.M.C.  Durfee  High  of  Fall  River, 
)  champions  of  Bristol  County,  and  Taunton  High,  the  scores  being  56  to  0 
,  and  40  to  0,  respectively.  Brockton's  team  was  the  best  in  years  and  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  defeated  the  Deerfield-Shields  High  School  of  Chicago, 
champions  of  the  Chicago  Suburban  League,  19  to  14.  Brockton  also  tied 
Everett  High,  beat  Boston  Latin,  56  to  0,  tied  Waltham  High  in  a  score- 
less game,  and  was  beaten  by  Haverhill  High  after  a  grand  tussle,  21  to  13. 
Durfee  High  defeated  New  Bedford  and  Taunton  High  Schools  in  the  two 
games  played  with  each  school.  Fairhaven  High  and  Tabor  Academy  were 
other  teams  subdued  by  Durfee.      

CENTRAL  NEW  YORK  SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL 

By  Chester  B.  Bahn,  Syracuse. 

Scholastic  foot  ball  took  another  upward  leap  in  popularity  in  the  Central 
New  York  district  during  the  season  of  1921.  The  greater  interest  was 
marked  by  both  the  increased  attendance  at  the  more  important  matches 
and  the  added  attention  to  the  games  given  by  the  vicinity  press.  Where 
inches  were  devoted  in  previous  seasons,  the  schoolboy  gridiron  game  in 
1921  commanded  columns. 

Oneida  High  School,  by  virtue  of  a  clean  slate  at  the  end  of  the  season, 
climbed  to  the  Central  New  York  h^gh  school  title  after  several  years  of 
effort.  The  Oneida  combination  was  a  fast  eleven,  unusually  so  for  its 
weight.  It  played  with  a  vim  and  a  dash,  and  its  victories  over  St.  John's 
Military  Academy  and  Syracuse  Central  were  meritorious  achievements. 

Syracuse  North  High  School's  slump  was  one  of  the  big  surprises  of  the 
y^ear.  For  many  seasons  North  captured  both  city  and  district  titles,  but 
in  1921  the  Maroon  and  White  dropped  into  the  third  class.  New  eligibility 
rules  that  deprived  the  school  of  many  of  its  potential  stars  explains  in 
part,  at  least,  the  downfall  of  North. 

Syracuse  Central  won  the  Syracuse  title,  although  North's  "comeback" 
m  the  second  game  between  the  two  schools  served  to  nvake  it  a  cloudy 
3ne.  This  offers  a  clinching  argument  for  the  elimination  of  the  "two- 
yame"  plan  now  in  vogue  in  Syracuse  scholastic  circles. 

Ranking  the  high  schools  of  Central  New  York  on  their  season's  work  is 
1  diJGBcult  task  because  there  were  so  many  teams  of  almost  equal  ability, 
flowever,  the  writer  will  group  them  as  follows:  1,  Oneida;  2,  Union-Endi- 
^ott,  Binghamton  Central,  Syracuse  Central;  3,  Geneva,  Ithaca,  Syracuse 
Vorth;  4,  Sherrill,  Auburn  Academic,  Syracuse  Vocational,  Elmira  Free 
\cademy;  5,  Norwich,  Utica  Free  Academy,  Rome  Free  Academy,  Cort- 
and  Central;  6,  Oswego,  Fulton.

I   GREATER  NEW  YORK  SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL

Interscholastic  foot  ball  in  the  Greater  New  York  and  Metropolitan  dis- 
tricts in  1921  developed  several  elevens  of  unusual  caliber,  while  the 
standard  of  play  was  particularly  high.  Premier  honors  were  quite  gen- 
erally conceded  to  the  eleven  of  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School,  which  went 
through  the  season  without  defeat  and  won  the  Manhattan-Bronx  title  for 
the  seventh  consecutive  year.  Clinton  had  a  powerful,  cohesive  combina- 
tion which  swept  the  strongest  opponents  before  it  and  finished  the  season 
with  a  record  of  six  straight  victories  and  a  total  point  score  of  74  to  12 
scored  against  the  team. 

Poly  Prep  and  Stuyvesant  High  probably  were  second  in  strength  among 
'the  schools  of  the  Greater  City.  Both  scored  larger  totals  than  Clinton, 
3Ut  the  latter  defeated  Stuyvesant,  13  to  0,  and  both  Boys'  High  and  Erasmus 
played  tie  games  with  Pbly  Prep,  thus  slightly  dimming  the  championship 
aspirations  of  the  latter  eleven.  Poly  Prep,  however,  had  the  honor  of 
rolling  up  the  largest  aggregate  score  for  the  season,  totalling  278  points 
'n  seven  games,  of  which  five  were  won  and  two  tied.  Fordham  Prep,  which 
stood  out  as  among  the  strongest  of  the  Catholic  institutions,  was  next  with 
i  total  of  132  points,  and  Manual  Training  third  with  111. 

In  the  Long  Island  district.  Glen  Cove,  Flushing,  Lawrence,  Port  Wash- 
ington and  Southampton  all  developed  winning  teams  and  the  rivalry  was 
slose,  victories  being  about  evenly  divided.  Flushing  won  all  but  two  games, 
losing  to  Erasmus  and  Poly  Prep  but  having  victories  to  its  credit  over 
Bridgeport,  Mt.  Vernon  and  Mamaroneck.  Southampton  lost  only  •ne 
game,  being  defeated  by  Patchogue,  but  in  a  second  meeting  between  the 
<  slevens  turned  the  tables. 
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East  Side  and  Morris  High  Schools  each  scored  one  touchdown  against 
De  Witt  Clinton,  but  the  latter's  list  of  victories  and  the  manner  of  their 
making  was  so  impressive  that  the  district  laurels  were  almost  unanimously 
awarded  to  them.  Stuyvesant  played  a  longer  schedule,  but  the  defeat 
administered  by  Clinton,  the  only  one  sustained  during  the  season,  forced 
the  Stuyvesant  eleven  into  second  place  with  Poly  Prep.  Boys'  High  of 
Brooklyn  had  the  unique  record  of  taking  part  in  no  less  than  five  tie 
games  out  of  a  total  of  nine  contests.  The  composite  scores  of  the  princi- 
pal schools  of  Greater  New  York  and  vicinity  are  appended:

FOOT  BALL  IN  NEW  JERSEY  SCHOOLS 

By  G.  a.  Falzer,  Newark. 

Rutherford  High  School,  which  had  been  knocking 
at   the   door   of   the   championship    class  year   after 
year,  attained  the  goal  of  its  hopes  and  expectations 
last    season    by    winning    the    high    school   foot   ball 
championship   of   New  Jersey.     In   the  prep   school 
division  the  gridiron  history  of  1920  was  repeated, 
Blair  Academy  again  carrying  off  the  titular  trophy, 
with  its  arch  rival,  Peddie  School,  ranking  second. 
Giving  heed  to  the  smaller  schools,  the  New  Jersey 
State  Interscholastic  Athletic  Association,  which  con- 
ducts   scholastic    championship    competition    in    the 
state  on  an  organized  and  systematic  basis,  awarded 
also    sectional    championships.      In    Class    A    (high 
schools  having  a  male  enrollment  of  300  or  more), 
the  East  Jersey  championship  was  won  by  Neptune 
High  of  Ocean  Grove;  the  Central  Jersey  title  went 
to  Trenton  and  the  South  Jersey  honors  to  Camden, 
I  with  Rutherford,  the  state  champion,  automatically  figuring  best  in  North 
Jersey.    In  Class  B,  the  championship  awards  were  as  follows:  North  Jersey, 
Orange;    East  Jersey,   Lakewood;    Central  Jersey,   Princeton   High;    South 
Jersey,   tie   between   Collingswood   and   Woodbury.     The    Catholic   schools 
!  championship  of  the  state  was  won  by  St.  Peter's  Prep  of  Jersey  City. 

Let  us  analyze  the  records  of  the  state  champions.    Alone  among  eighty- 

i  nine  high  schools  represented  on  the  gridiron  in  New  Jersey,  the  Rutherford 

team,  coached  by  Jack  Wallace,  former  Rutgers  quarter-back,  won  all  its 

games.     In  the  course  of  wading  through  its  regular  schedule  Rutherford 

conquered    Montclair,    Englewood,    Asbury    Park,    Cliffside,    Phillipsburg, 
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Hackensack,  Ridgewood,  Chattle  and  Passaic.  There  remained  only  one 
obstacle  in  the  path  to  the  championship.  Up  to  that  time  Central  High 
of  Newark,  coached  by  Charles  Schneider,  also  stood  out  undefeated.  To 
dispel  any  doubt  as  to  the  question  of  supremacy,  the  surviving  teams 
were  brought  together  in  a  post-season  game  on  a  neutral  field.  In  that 
deciding  battle,  played  at  Ashland  Stadium,  East  Orange,  on  December  3, 
a  game  that  attracted  an  attendance  of  8,000  and  stirred  up  such  interest 
that  reports  of  its  progress  were  broadcasted  from  the  field  by  wireless 
telephone,  Rutherford  triumphed  by  the  score  of  10  to  6,  clearly  settling 
the  championship  question. 

Judged  on  their  records,  with  due  consideration  given  the  caliber  of  the 
opposition  encountered,  the  leading  high  school  teams  in  the  state  were 
rated  in  the  following  order:  Class  A — 1,  Rutherford;  2,  Central  (Newark)  ; 
3,  East  Orange;  4,  Neptune  (Ocean  Grove)  ;  5,  Trenton;  6,  New  Brunswick;

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EASTERN  PENNSYLVANIA  SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL 

Foot  ball  never  was  more  interesting  and  never  attained  a  higher  grade 
of  skill  among  the  school  teams  of  Philadelphia  than  in  1921.  The  city 
elevens  and  the  suburban  elevens  not  only  were  numerically  increased  but 
the  players  showed  improvement.  Schoolboy  foot  ball  in  Philadelphia  and 
vicinity  has  come  to  rival  that  of  Boston,  which  has  been  in  an  advanced 
condition  ever  since  the  game  began  to  be  taken  up  by  the  schools  that  pat- 
terned after  the  colleges. 

The  public  schools  championship  of  Philadelphia  was  won  by  Frankford 
in  1921  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  and  after  the  boys  had 
made  a  long  and  hard  fight  to  succeed.  The  team  was  finely  coached  by 
Elwood  Gerges,  who  took  charge  of  the  players  four  years  ago,  and  who  had 
worked  faithfully  and  earnestly  to  bring  about  the  result  which  he  achieved. 

St.  Joseph's  Preparatory  School  won  the  Catholic  League  championship 
for  the  second  year  in  succession.  There  were  many  who  watched  the  work 
of  the  players  who  considered  St.  Joseph's  to  represent  the  best  that  there 
was  in  prep  school  foot  ball  in  the  Philadelphia  district.  Breslin  was  a 
good  leader,  and  it  was  his  inspiration  that  resulted  in  the  final  victory  over 
Villanova,  which  won  the  championship. 

While  St.  Joseph's  won  in  the  Catholic  League  the  eleven  of  West  Catho- 
lic High  always  will  look  back  at  the  season  with  a  "might  have  been" 
longing,  because  if  goal  had  been  kicked  after  touchdown  against 
St.  Joseph's,  West  High  would  have  been  winners  of  the  title  through  the 
medium  of  a  tie  score  with  St.  Joseph's.  It  was  the  outright  victory  by 
St.  Joseph's  that  won  the  day  for  them,  the  game  finishing,  7 — 6.  Hake 
of  West  Catholic  won  fame  for  himself  by  his  splendid  work  at  tackle. 

ViUanova  was  a  contender  for  awhile  in  the  Catholic  League  and  the 
team  was  forced  into  two  extra  contests  because  of  a  triple  tie  which 
existed.  These  games  were  against  West  Catholic  High  and  St.  Joseph's. 
The  former  was  won  by  a  single  touchdown,  the  only  score  of  the  game, 
while  the  game  against  St.  Joseph's  was  lost.  Villanova  made  a  really 
astonishing  showing  in  the  League  considering  that  it  never  had  more  than 
eighteen  players  on  the  squad. 

Of  the  suburban  schools,  Abington  High,  well  handled  and  playing  stead- 
ily against  Darby,  Lansdale,  Bristol,  Narberth  and  Lower  Merion  with  suc- 
cess, put  forth  a  claim  for  the  suburban  title.  The  eleven  was  fast  and 
accurate,  which  plainly  showed  in  the  fact  that  it  was  seldom  scored  upon. 
Lower  Merion,  an  eleven  that  is  able  to  give  a  creditable  battle  to  any 
school  of  its  class,  made  a  touchdown  against  Abington,  but  the  latter 
scored  three  touchdowns  in  the  game  and  kicked  goals  for  all  of  them. 
Radnor's  great  rival  is  Lower  Merion,  and  when  the  former  won  the  Radnor 
team  rejoiced  despite  the  fact  that  they  had  lost  to  Bryn  Athyn  and  Lans- 
downe  in  two  of  the  closest  games  of  the  year,  both  being  7 — <)  defeats  for 
Radnor.  A  victory  over  Penn  Charter,  which  had  won  from  Radnor  in 
previous  years,  was  a  result  which  gave  Radnor  much  satisfaction  at  almost 
the  very  start  of  the  season.  It  is  the  boast  of  the  eleven  that  no  team 
handled  by  Coach  Hunt  has  been  defeated  by  Lower  Merion. 
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In  the  Public  High  Schools  .League,  West  Philadelphia  lost  only  one 
game,  but  it  happened  that  the  one  defeat  was  by  Frankford,  the  champion- 
ship team  of  1921.  The  greatest  satisfaction  gained  by  West  High  was  in 
its  defeat  of  Central  High,  14 — 0.  These  elevens  are  two  of  Philadelphia's 
hardest  fighting  rivals. 

Central  High  had  to  take  the  field  with  green  players  who  knew  little 
about  foot  ball  at  the  start,  but  made  a  fairly  good  finish.  Central  High 
lost  early  to  Penn  Charter,  but  right  after  played  Bryn  Athyn  to  0 — 0. 
Then  to  make  even  greater  variety  the  eleven  won  the  third  game,  with 
Lower  Merion,  by  14 — 0.  The  champion  Frankfords  were  successful  over 
Central  High,  13—0. 

Catholic  High,  which  was  not  quite  strong  enough  to  win  the  champion- 
ship of  the  Catholic  League,  acquired  one  distinction  by  being  the  only 
Philadelphia  school  to  win  an  intercity  game.  Coach  Greer  brought  the 
team  along  so  well  that  in  its  fourth  game  of  the  season  it  defeated  Eastern 
High  of  Washington,  6 — 0.  In  a  post-season  game  with  St.  James  of 
Haverhill,  Mass.,  Catholic  High  found  that  New  England  foot  ball  was  a 
little  too  much  for  them  and  lost,  20 — 0. 

Lansdowne,  in  spite  of  any  reverses  it  may  have  had,  won  the  game 
with  Radnor,  which  was  its  objective  point,  and  was  credited  with  the 
championship  of  Delaware  County.  The  Penn  Charter  game,  which  was 
the  first  of  the  season,  was  lost  by  a  missed  goal  after  touchdown.  Missed 
goal  after  touchdown  played  an  important  part  in  several  Philadelphia 
schoolboy  games,  showing  its  significance  in  deciding  defeat  or  victory. 

LaSalle  Prep  ran  through  the  season  without  a  defeat  until  it  met 
LaGrange,  111.,  in  a  post-season  contest.  So  far  as  that  goes,  LaSalle  had 
not  been  scored  upon  until  LaGrange  came  East.  The  Westerners  made  a 
touchdown  after  a  50-yard  run  on  a  shift  play.  It  was  a  hard  point  to 
concede  because  LaSalle,  prior  to  then,  had  been  outplaying  the  visitors. 

At  Norristown  High  a  fairly  good  eleven  from  new  material  was  devel- 
oped by  Coach  Zimmerman.  The  strength  of  the  team  showed  best 
against  Reading  and  Germantown.  Norristown  tried  out  LaSalle  and  lost 
to  it  by  two  touchdowns.  Northeast  High  in  Philadelphia  ran  into  mis- 
fortune from  the  start.  Its  worst  defeat  was  by  Frankford  with  a  32 — 0  score, 
but  the  players  solaced  themselves  with  the  fact  that  it  had  taken  the 
championship  team  to  defeat  them  that  badly. 

For  the  ninth  season  in  succession  Penn  Charter  won  the  championship 
of  the  Interacademic  League  of  Philadelphia.  Chestnut  Hill,  Germantown, 
St.  Luke's  and  Episcopal  were  defeated  in  succession.  Prior  to  then 
Coach  Merritt  had  made  a  good  showing  with  the  players  in  games  with 
teams  of  much  strength,  and  Penn  Charter  scored  against  Lansdowne,  Cen- 
tral and  Haverford.  West  Chester  High  made  one  odd  record.  It  lost  to 
Berwyn,  Chester  and  Wilmington  by  the  same  score,  7 — 6.  It  was  again 
the  odd  point  that  prevented  victory  by  not  acquiring  a  tie.  West  Chester 
Normal  went  oflf  very  badly  toward  the  finish  of  the  season. 

AUentown  High  School  had  its  most  successful  season  and  won  eight 
straight  games,  a  record  which  was  celebrated  up  and  down  the  Lehigh 
Valley.     Reading,  Easton,  Norristown  and  Bethlehem  bowed  to  Ailentown. 
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It  was  a  year  of  great  achievement  for  that  part  of  the  state.  Allentown 
was  one  of  the  few  undefeated  high  school  elevens  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  players  fitly  celebrated  their  good  work.  Allentown  Prep  was  not  so 
uniformly  successful,  but  it  defeated  its  old  rival,  Peddie,  thrashed  the 
Lafayette  Freshmen,  3—0,  and  tied  Franklin  and  Marshall  Academy  with  a 
14 — 14  score. 

Bellefonte  Academy  had  a  good  lot  of  players  but  lacked  the  experience 
of  competition.  In  the  Penn  State  Freshman  game  the  score  was  0 — 0 
at  the  end  of  the  first  half,  but  Bellefonte  was  beaten  out  in  the  second 
balf  because  it  did  not  take  advantage  of  all  its  chances.  The  victory 
over  Juniata  College  compensated  in  some  manner  for  some  of  the  defeats. 

Coatesville  lost  but  one  game  of  a  hard  schedule,  being  defeated  by 
Camden  High,  48 — 7,  Coach  Berryman  had  an  eleven  toward  the  close 
of  the  season  that  showed  as  much  improvement  as  any  in  the  Philadelphia 
district.     He  finished  with  a  6 — 0  victory  over  Chester. 

Easton  High  had  a  fine  year.  They  overwhelmed  their  old  rivals,  Phillips- 
burg  High,  44 — 7,  and  lost  to  Allentown  by  only  a  point.  Easton  defeated 
Reading,  35—0. 

Franklin  and  Marshall  Academy  claimed  they  had  the  best  scoring 
machine  in  the  history  of  their  school.  It  was  one  of  those  organizations 
:hat  combine  perfectly  and  play  like  a  unit.  In  every  game  the  eleven 
scored  in  the  first  two  minutes  of  play,  which  is  something  of  an  innovation. 

Germantown  High  School  defeated  Camden,  6 — 0,  in  the  first  game  of  the 
7ear,  although  later  in  the  season  Camden  was  a  strong  eleven.  Against 
Frankford,  its  natural  rival,  Germantown  received  its  worst  defeat,  but 
Germantown  was  no  worse  off  than  others.  GermantOAvn  Academy  was  light 
ind  without  experience  and  the  season  was  rather  against  the  eleven  all  of 
:he  way.  It  triumphed  at  the  end  with  a  victory  over  Friends  Central,  which 
1  lelped  some. 

j  Haverford  was  a  team  of  green  players  that  steadily  improved.  It  lost 
0  Penn  Charter,  which  was  a  source  of  some  vexation,  as  a  victory  over 
jPenn  Charter  is  always  a  welcome  morsel  in  the  foot  ball  season,  but  it 
[won  from  Hill  School  in  the  final  game  and  that  brought  joy. 
I  Hill  School  started  out  with  a  rush  that  bade  fair  to  annihilate  everything 
hhat  the  team  faced.  Then  came  a  game  with  Princeton  Prep,  which 
I  Drought  better  opposition,  but  it  was  won  by  14 — 0,  and  followed  by  the 
innual  game  with  Tome,  which  was  won,  14 — 7.  The  scores  had  begun 
:o  dwindle  in  size  and  Lawrenceville  turned  the  trend  of  things  the  other 
'jvay,  winning  from  Hill,  10 — 7,  the  first  reverse  of  the  season.  Haverford 
1  ollowed  with  another  victory  over  the  Pottstown  school,  but  the  year  ended 
1  mth  a  defeat  of  Hotchkiss,  16 — 0,  and  some  defeats  could  be  forgotten 
\  /fhen  Hotchkiss  was  beaten. 

I  Huntingdon  had  a  high  school  team  that  was  the  marvel  of  all  Penn- 
jjylvania.  Its  players  rolled  up  a  total  of  517  points  and  not  an  opponent 
;  crossed  Huntingdon's  goal  line.  Once  it  won  with  a  72  total,  twice  with 
;  52,  once  with  67,  once  with  121  and  once  with  57,  and  some  teams  against 
',  A^hich  it  scored  so  prodigiously  were  elevens  that  did  well  against  others. 
'  Lancaster  High  considered  its  team  the  best  in  years.  Although  the 
players  were  light  they  were  fast  and  ran  up  a  total  of  375  points,  while 
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only  14  were  scored  against  them.  Their  defense  was  really  quite  extraor- 
dinary for  their  weight.  In  the  last  three  games  that  they  played  they  were 
going  very  strong. 

Media  High  was  not  much  of  a  winner,  but  the  team  was  being  built  up 
and  the  boys  considered  that  the  year  had  been  a  success.  Their  best 
victory  was  over  Swarthmore  High,  35 — 0.  St.  Luke's  had  a  very  poor  year — 
everything  seeming  to  break  badly  for  the  team.  Swarthmore  Prep  felt 
proud  over  their  defeats  of  Bryn  Athyn,  Penn  Charter  and  Pennington, 
champions  of  their  class  in  New  Jersey.  Only  three  touchdowns  were 
made  against  the  team  all  of  the  year. 

Mercersburg  Academy  had  an  eleven  that  rated  with  the  best  turned  out 
by  that  school.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  they  won  from  the 
Princeton  Freshmen  and  University  of  Pennsylvania  Freshmen,  and  they 
were  the  only  school  team  to  win  from  the  "Pennsys."  It  was  a  big  thing 
for  Mercersburg  and  attracted  attention  to  the  team  from  all  quarters.  The 
Penn  State  Freshmen  were  too  strong  for  the  Academy  and  won  by  19 — 0, 
which  gives  a  fair  line  oh  the  comparative  strength  of  the  freshmen  at  the 
three  colleges.  Coach  McCormick  was  complimented  widely  for  what  he 
did  with  his  players. 

Harrisburg  Tech  had  a  good  year,  although  it  did  not  play  any  inter- 
sectional  game.  Its  total  score  was  425,  falling  short  of  that  made  by 
Huntington.     Greensburg  played  Harrisburg  in  the  mud  and  defeated  them. 


WESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA  SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL 

By  Harry  Keck,  Pittsburgh. 

Among  the  college  freshmen  teams  in  Western  Pennsylvania  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh  had  one  of  the  best  yearling  outfits  in  the  Panthers' 
history.  It  played  seven  games  and  won  all  of  them,  against  Slippery  Rock 
Normal  School,  the  West  Virginia  University,  Syracuse,  Cornell  and  Penn 
State  freshmen  and  Kiski  Prep  and  Bellefonte  Academy.  Syracuse  was 
beaten.  7—6;  Penn  State,  14—6;  Cornell,  27—7,  and  Kiski,  9—0. 

The  Penn  State  freshmen  were  not  so  fortunate,  having  a  decidedly  off- 
season. Bellefonte  Academy,  Mansfield  Normal  School  and  Mercersburg 
Academy  were  beaten  in  the  first  three  games,  but  Kiski  held  the  Nittany 
Cubs  to  a  scoreless  tie  and  the  Pitt  freshmen  tripped  them,  14 — 6,  and 
Dartmouth  won  in  the  closing  game,  7 — 0. 

Carnegie  Tech's  reserve  team  won  two  games,  tied  one  and  lost  three. 

Waynesburg  College  began  a  "comeback"  in  athletics  on  a  small  scale 
and  will  be  in  the  field  strong  in  the  next  year  or  so.  Frank  N.  Wolfe, 
former  Penn  State  star,  is  athletic  director  and  coach. 

Kiskiminetas  Springs  School  (Kiski)  at  Saltsburg,  Pa.,  again  coached 
by  J.  L.  Marks,  once  more  had  one  of  the  best  prep  school  teams  in  the 
country  and  probably  had  a  better  right  to  claim  the  national  title  in  its 
class  than  any  other  institution.  The  only  team  to  win  from  Kiski  was 
the  unbeaten  Pitt  freshman  eleven,  which  took  the  closing  game  of  the 
schedule,  9 — 0.     Scoreless  ties  were  played  with  the  Penn  State  freshmen 
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and  the  W.  &  J.  reserves,  while  the  Cornell  freshmen,  Princeton  freshmen, 
Carnegie  Tech  reserves  and  Slippery  Rock  Normal  School  teams  were 
beaten.     Kiski  won,  19—0,  at  Ithaca,  and  35—0  at  Princeton. 

WEST  VIRGINIA  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

By  H.  a.  Stansbury,  Athletic  Director,  West  Virginia  University. 

Foot  ball  in  West  Virginia  high  schools  during  the  season  of  1921  reached 
a  higher  stage  of  development  than  has  ever  been  known,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  powerful  team  turned  out  at  Parkersburg  High  School  made 
a  runaway  of  the  race  for  first  honors. 

The  game  has  not  been  accepted  as  spontaneously  in  West  Virginia 
schools  as  has  been  the  case  in  some  other  states.  Five  years  ago,  with 
eighty  first-class  high  schools,  only  fifteen  foot  ball  teams  were  supported, 
but  last  season,  with  121  first-class  high  schools,  67  were  represented  by 
teams.  Physical  limitations  in  grounds  and  equipment,  as  well  as  in  per- 
sonnel, prevent  many  schools  located  in  mountain  communities  from  tak- 
ing up   the  game. 

However,  the  season  of  1921  was  the  greatest  yet  experienced,  with  a 
dozen  new  teams  taking  the  field  and  marked  development  taking  place 
in  the  style  of  play  used  by  the  older  elevens.  Interest  on  the  part  of  the 
public  increased  at  a  rapid  rate  and  larger  crowds  now  witness  the  big  high 
school  games  than  attended  the  college  classics  three  and  four  years  ago. 

Following  Parkersburg,  which  won  all  its  games  by  decisive  scores, 
Wheeling,  Buckhannon,  Clarksburg  and  Huntington  were  grouped,  with 
Charleston,  Elkins,  Fairmont,  Follansbee,  Grafton,  Mannington.  Morgan- 
town,  Spencer  and  Weston  bunched  next.  Several  important  changes  in 
coaches  have  been  made,  notably  at  Wheeling,  Parkersburg,  Buckhannon 
and  Morgantown,  but  an  even  more  interesting  season  is  looked  forward  to. 


SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

By  Malcolm  H.  Young. 

Fayetteville  High  School  won  the  state  championship  tournament  con- 
ducted by  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  defeating  Winston-Salem,  the 
Western  contender,  7  to  0,  This  contest  was  one  of  the  hardfBt  fought 
scholastic  games  ever  seen  in  the  state.  Shelby  High  was  runner-up  in  the 
West  and  New  Bern  in  the  East.  The  work  of  the  Fayetteville  forwards, 
undoubtedly  forming  one  of  the  best  defensive  lines  ever  developed  by  a 
high  school  team  in  the  state,  was  a  feature  of  the  season. 

Chapel  Hill,  1920  state  champion,  was  eliminated  by  Durham,  which  was 
a  serious  contender  in  the  East.  Red  Oak,  Rocky  Mount  Wilmington, 
Sanford,  Raleigh,  Oxford,  Greensboro,  Shelby,  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Monroe, 
Hamlet  and  Rockingham  all  had  strong  teams.  More  schools  were  repre- 
sented on  the  gridiron,  more  players  were  developed  and  better  toot  ball 
was  played  than  in  any  previous  year. 
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Several  schools  which  put  teams  in  the  field  for  the  first  lime  and  did 
not  cut  much  of  a  figure  in  the  state  race,  doubtless  will  be  heard  from 
in  1922.  Of  the  newcomers,  Shelby  and  Sanford  showed  up  especially 
well.  The  rest  of  the  contenders,  with  the  exception  of  Durham,  in  its 
second  year  of  foot  ball,  have  had  representative  teams  for  several  years 
past.  Leading  players  last  year  were  Byrd  and  B.  Hackney,  Durham ;  Hall, 
Moore  and  Pearson,  Fayetteville;  Bredham,  McSorley  and  Shipp,  New 
Bern;   Williams,  Shelby;  McMichael,  Winston-Salem. 


SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA 

By  Billy  Laval,  Coach  Furman  University. 

Three  teams  were  playing  foot  ball  in  prep  school  ranks  in  South  Carolina 
last  season,  namely,  Bailey  Military  Institute,  Porter  Military  Academy  and 
Carlisle  Fitting  School.  After  a  series  of  games  to  decide  the  winner, 
Bailey  defeated  Porter,  13  to  7,  on  Thanksgiving  Day  in  a  hard  fought 
game,  thereby  winning  the  championship. 

The  High  School  of  Charleston,  after  playing  a  hard  schedule  which 
included  games  with  several  teams  outside  the  state,  won  the  championship 
of  South  Carolina  for  the  third  consecutive  time  by  defeating  Chester, 
21  to  0.  The  Southerners  also  won  from  Peabody  (Mass.)  High  School 
at  Charleston.  A  very  difficult  schedule  has  been  arranged  by  Charleston 
for  1922.  which  includes  a  return  game  with  Peabody  and  another  with 
Duval  High  School  of  Jacksonville,  Fla. 


SCHOLASTIC  FOOT  BALL  IN  GEORGIA 

By  W.  a.  Alexander,  Coach  Georgia  Tech. 

The  most  gratifying  feature  of  the  foot  ball  season  in  Georgia  was  the 
improvement  in  the  high  school  and  prep  school  teams.  Only  a  few  y*  ars 
ago  less  than  a  dozen  high  schools  in  the  state  were  playing  the  game, 
while  in  1921  more  than  100  schools  had  teams  in  the  field. 

Georgia  Military  College  of  Milledgeville  decisively  won  the  scholastic 
championship  of  the  state.  Coached  by  Lewis  Hardage,  an  old  Vanderbilt 
star,  this  team  developed  a  drive  that  could  not  be  stopped  by  any  other 
team  in  the  state. 

Other  first-class  teams  were  Piedmont,  Riverside,  Gordon,  Georgia  Mili- 
tary Academy,  Monroe  A.  and  M.  and  the  Douglas  and  Tifton  Aggies  in 
the  preparatory  school  class.

LEAGUE  ISLAND  NAVY  YARD 

By  H.  F.  Zimoski, 
Athletic  Director  Fourth  Naval  District. 

About  a  year  ago  the  naval  authorities  of  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard 
adopted  the  system  of  intership  contests.  Under  this  plan  a  league  of  all 
the  teams  in  the  yard  was  formed  and  a  flexible  schedule  put  into  effect. 
Under  the  able  supervision,  of  Lieut.-Commander  C.  Gulbranson,  the  past 
foot  ball  season  was  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  experienced  in  the 
Fourth  Naval  District.  However,  the  games  were  not  confined  to  the  ships 
and  stations,  but  quite  a  number  of  outside  teams  were  played.  All  games 
were  well  attended  and  aroused  the  greatest  enthusiasm. 

The  season  opened  the  first  week  in  October  and  continued  until  the 
middle  of  December,  when  an  All-Navy  Yard  team  defeated  the  strong  Camp 
Dix  eleven,  19 — 0.  This  was  a  distinct  surprise,  as  the  Army  representa- 
tives were  expected  to  swamp  the  sailors,  the  former  team  being  composed 
mostly  of  officers.  The  U.S.S.  Michigan  led  the  league,  not  losing  a  single 
game  and  being  tied  once  by  the  Receiving  Station.  Leek  proved  to  be  the 
best  backfield  man  in  the  yard,  with  Gardiner  and  Van  Buren  following  in 
the  order  named.  All  three  of  these  men  were  from  the  U.S.S.  Michigan, 
which  partly  accounts  for  the  caliber  of  the  team. 

The  league  was  composed  of  seven  teams.  Considerable  friendly  rivalry 
was  displayed,  which  resulted  in  all  games  being  hard  fought  until  the 
final  whistle  ended  the  contest.  Men  who  displayed  better  than  average 
ability  were:  Kloekner,  Freeman  and  Catzer  of  the  U.S.S.  Michigan;  Sny- 
der, Williams,  Cagle,  Lowe,  Burgett  of  the  Receiving  Station;  Scanlon, 
Lagamo  and  Ariel  of  the  Naval  Hospital;  Sanders,  Willis,  Lovejoy  of  the 
U.S.S.  Hannibal;  Smith,  English,  Labelle,  Day  of  the  U.S.S.  Relief;  Secoll, 
Davis,  Larsen,  Shea  ol  the  U.  S.  Marines.

The  regular  schedule  ended  on  November  24,  eleven  games  having  been 
played  with  a  total  score  of  609—0  in  Base's  favor.  The  team  broke  train- 
ing and  the  men  turned  in  their  equipment.  In  a  few  days  the  members 
of  the  team,  annoyed  by  certain  newspaper  articles,  desired  to  play  one 
of  the  strongest  semi-professional  teams  of  Connecticut.  Consequently,  a 
game  was  arranged  with  the  "All-Hartfords."  A  few  days  of  practise  were 
held  and  the  team  went  to  Hartford  minus  the  services  of  Bailey,  the  Base's 
star  center.  All  Hartfords  won,  13 — 0.  A  return  game  was  arranged  and 
on  December  18  the  Base  defeated  the  All-Hartfords,  14 — 0.  The  latter 
made  only  three  first  downs. 

The  Base  team  was  strong  in  every  position.  Those  worthy  of  special 
mention  were  the  following:  Fielding,  left  half-back,  scored  201  points  dur- 
ing the  season.  He  made  very  long  runs  in  practically  every  game,  made  a 
45-yard  drop-kick  goal,  and  scored  six  touchdowns  in  each  of  two  succes- 
sive games,  or  twelve  in  both.  He  is  a  fast,  powerful  Indian,  weighing 
195  pounds — a  natural  player.  McGowan,  quarter-back,  used  splendid  judg- 
ment in  selection  of  plays,  was  a  wonderful  interferer,  an  excellent  broken 
field  runner  and  an  almost  perfect  kicker  of  goals  following  touchdowns. 
In  one  game,  against  a  weak  team,  in  sixteen  tries  he  made  a  perfect  score 
of  sixteen  goals.  He  kicked  thirty-nine  out  of  his  forty  attempts  during 
the  season. 

Albertson,  right  end,  was  a  remarkable  receiver  of  forward  passes,  a 
splendid  defensive  end,  boxed  tackles  weU  and  made  many  long  runs  on 
the  old  criss-cross.  He  is  very  fast.  In  one  game  he  scored  five  touch- 
downs. Bailey,  at  center,  was  a  sure  passer  and  a  power  on  defense. 
LaCasse,  left  end,  was  used  in  the  backfield  in  kick  formation.  He  is  an 
exceptional  forward  passer  and  punts  and  runs  well  also.  His  long  forward 
passes  to  Albertson  or  Fielding  succeeded  in  practically  every  contest.  In 
one  game  he  made  one  pass  of  66  yards,  a  second  of  60,  a  third  of  51,  and 
a  fourth  of  48,  all  completed. 

The  guards  and  tackles  averaged  over  200  pounds,  but  were  fast  and 
especially  strong  on  the  defensive.  Harvard  Second  and  All-Hartfords  (in 
their  first  game)  were  the  only  teams  to  gain  at  all,  and  were  the  only  oppo- 
nents to  have  the  ball  in  their  possesaon  inside  the  30-yard  line.  Consider- 
able difSculty  was  experienced  in  securing  strong  opponents.  Better  suc- 
cess is  expected  this  year.  ,       r    .      i. 

The  suceessful  season  has  done  much  to  raise  the  morale  ot  the  Base. 
Central  Board  officials  are  engaged  for  all  important  games.  The  team  has 
been  coached  by  Captain  Berrien,  formerly  head  coach  of  the  Naval  Academy 
team,  assisted  by  Lieut.-Commander  P.  T.  Wright  as  line  coach,  aini  by 
Ensign  H    L    Clark,  a  former  University  of  Minnasota  player.

GREAT  LAKES  NAVAL  TRAINING  STATION 

By  Lieut.  J.  A.  Walsh  (M.C.D.),  U.S. Navy,  Assistant  Foot  Ball  Coach. 

For  the  past  three  seasons,  or  since  Great  Lakes  made  such  a  splendid^ 
showing  in  1918,  foot  ball  at  this  Station  has  suffered  somewhat  through 
lack  of  proper  and  experienced  material,  although  the  1921  season  brought 
to  light  some  wonderful  players.  As  is  the  case  on  all  shore  stations  in 
the  Navy,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  hold  men  for  more  than  one  season, 
so  it  can  be  rtadily  seen  that  the  coaches  at  Great  Lakes  are  year  after  year 
working  with  very  green  material. 

However,  at  the  start  of  the  1921  season,  foot  ball  prospects  were  given 
a  great  boost  by  the  advent  of  a  new  athletic  officer  in  the  person  of  Lieut.- 
Commander  J.  H.  Ingram,  a  former  foot  ball  star  and  for  years  a  very  able 
coach  at  the  tjnited  States  Naval  Academy.  Ingram  had  coached  the  All- 
Pacific  Fleet  team  in  1920,  and  the  success  of  that  team  is  well  known. 

By  defeating  Hampton  Roads,  14  to  0,  Great  Lakes  again  won  the  Train- 
ing Station  cliampionship  of  the  United  States  and  now  has  two  victories 
in  as  many  years.  Great  Lakes  needs  but  one  more  victory  to  secure 
permanent  possession  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  Cup,  which  is  to  be 
awarded  to  the  team  winning  the  championship  for  three  years. 


ARMY  TEAM,  SAN  JUAN,  PORTO  RICO 

During  the  season  of  1921  foot  ball  in  Porto  Rico  received  a  decided 
impetus  by  the  playing  of  a  series  of  games  by  teams  of  the  Army  and 
Navy.  F.  U.  Wells,  a  former  Yale  player,  organized  a  team  composed 
of  civilians,  sailors  and  marines  which  became  generally  known  as  the 
"Navy."    A  Thanksgiving  Day  game  was  arranged  with  the  65th  Infantry. 

The  Navy  underestimated  their  opponents  and  were  easily  beaten,  21 — 0. 
Keerans,  formerly  of  North  Carolina,  scored  two  touchdowns  and  Wood- 
ward of  St.  John's  (Annapolis)  scored  the  other.  The  tackling  of  Otto  of 
Texas  A.&M.  was  a  feature.  For  the  Navy,  Cain,  formerly  of  the  Navy, 
Cochran  of  Penn  State  and  Wells  of  Yale  starred. 

The  Navy  then  reorganized  their  team.  Commander  Rufus  King,  U,S.N., 
assumed  charge  as  coach  and  the  team  secured  the  service  of  Cramer,  a 
clercr  half-back,  who  had  played  at  Penn  State.  The  Army  was  challenged 
to  a  return  game  on  Christmas  Eve.  The  teams  met  and  the  Navy,  du€ 
mainly  to  the  fine  playing  of  Cramer,  scored  a  touchdown,  enough  to  win. 

On  January  14,  1922,  the  decisive  game  was  played  and  aroused  great  inter- 
est all  over  the  Island.  Before  the  largest  crowd  that  had  ever  witnessed  a 
game  in  Porto  Rico  the  Army  battered  out  a  victory  by  a  single  touch- 
down— Keerans  carried. the  ball  over  the  goal  line. 

The  Army  had  a  decided  edge  on  their  rivals,  making  sixteen  first  downs 
to  Navy's  three.  The  Army  team  was  captained  by  Capt,  N.  D.  Woodward 
and  was  coached  by  Capt.  A.  M.  Weyand,  a  former  West  Point  foot  ball 
captain,  assisted  by  Capt.  Manuel  B.  Navas,  who  acted  as  interpreter,  a 
position  made  necessary  because  most  of  the  players  spoke  little  Eaglish.

AMERICAN  FORCES  IN  GERMANY

The  8th  Infantry  from  Coblenz  won  the  foot  ball  championship  of  the 
American  Forces  in  Germany.  This  made  three  times  in  as  many  years  that 
they  have  led  at  the  finish.  Not  only  have  they  been  supreme  on  the  grid- 
iron since  the  old  Third  Army  left  this  region,  but  during  the  trio  of  years 
they  have  had  their  goal  line  crossed  but  once  since  Wilson  of  the  Pro- 
visional Guards  dashed  over  by  the  aerial  route  on  December  13,  1919,  in 
a  memorable  contest  which  the  Doughboys  won  by  a  one-point  margin. 
The  game  which  they  won  from  the  Engineers  on  November  30  by  the  score 
of  12 — 0  gave  them  the  championship  for  the  past  year. 

Starting  the  season  with  an  array  of  talent  which  would  have  done 
credit  to  a  big  university,  and  led  by  such  foot  ball  minds  as  Capt.  Walter 
Mack  and  Lieut.  John  Stokes,  they  won  seven  games  and  lost  one.  The 
8th  Infantrymen  had  ten  players  back  from  the  previous  year  as  a  nucleus, 
three  of  these  men — Mack,  Stokes  and  Bninnelle — being  highly  rated  stars 
in  the  occupied  territory.  However,  in  spite  of  this  advantage,  had  it  not 
been  for  the  leadership  of  the  Mack-Stokes  combination,  the  team  niiglit 
not  have  done  so  well.  Their  playing  and  guidance  is  what  brought  the 
teem  to  the  front  and  aided  it  considerably  in  gaining  honors  over  such 
powerful  opponents  as  the  Engineers,  Artillery,  5th  Infantry,  50th  Infantry 
and  Quartermasters. 

The  8th  Infantry  had  an  easy  time  defeating  all  opponents  until  the  game 
with  the  Artillery  on  November  24,  and  everything  looked  rosy  for  th« 
eleveB  to  come  through  with  a  clean  slate  and  with  its  goal  line  uncrossed. 
However,  there  was  another  tale  to  be  told,  and  the  game  played  on  Tiirkey 
Day  will  go  down  in  A.F.G.  sport  annals  as  one  of  the  greatest  ever  »tage<l 
in  Coblenz,  and  one  of  the  most  unexpected  upsets  which  has  ever  taken 
plB«e  m  the  CarniTal  Island  gridiron.    The  8th  Infantrymen  lost  their  fir«t

game  since  1919  and  not  only  were  defeated  but  were  kept  from  scoring,  a 
thing  almost  unbelievable.    This  game  was  the  foot  ball  classic  of  the  year. 

The  Doughboys  were  favored  to  win  from  the  Artillery  by  about  two 
touchdowns.  Lieut.  Andy  March,  team  captain  and  coach,  and  Vickery, 
his  running  mate,  were  out  of  the  game.  The  Red  Jersies  appeared  to  be 
in  bad  straits.  However,  few  of  the  fans  outside  of  the  Artillery  group 
knew  what  was  taking  place  over  in  Coblenz-Lutzel  the  week  previous  to 
the  game  with  the  Doughboys.  Lieut.  O'Farrel  Knight,  former  grid  star  at 
West  Point,  and  Lieut.  Searby,  a  star  of  the  previous  A.F.G.  season,  were 
pressed  into  action,  and  what  a  change  they  made.  These  two  braced  up 
the  Artillery-Ordnance  line  to  such  an  extent  that  they  completely  outplayed 
the  seemingly  invincible  8th  Infantry  line  throughout  the  game.  To  these 
two  ofi&cers  may  be  given  a  great  share  of  the  credit  for  bringing  success 
and  joy  to  the  Red  Jersey  boys  who  had  never  before  tasted  victory  over 
their  friendly  rivals  in  the  three  years  of  occupation.  There  is  no  excuse 
to  offer  ©n  the  part  of  the  8th  Infantry  men.  They  were  completely  out- 
classed. They  did  manage  to  get  within  one  foot  of  the  Artillery-Ordnance 
goal  line,  but  did  not  have  the  power  to  push  it  over. 

The  loes  of  the  game  to  the  Artillery-Ordnance  combination  threw  the 
league  into  a  triple  tie  and  the  championship  hinged  on  the  battle  between 
the  Doughboys  and  the  Bridge  Builders,  which  took  place  on  November 
27  at  Coblenz.  One  of  the  greatest  crowds  of  the  year  was  present  when 
the  kick-off  took  place,  and  interest  never  lagged  during  the  contest.  The 
Doughboys  redeemed  themselves  and  outplayed  the  Engineers  throughout. 
The  contest  ended  with  a  12—0  score.  With  this  victory  the  8th  Infantry 
won  the  title  of  "A.F.  in  G.  Champions"  for  the  third  time  and  the  Engineers 
and  Artillery-Ordnance  teams  were  tied  for  second  honors.  Owing  to  mili- 
tary dirties  it  was  impossible  for  the  second  place  tie  to  be  played  off.

Foot  ball,  like  all  other  sports  taken  up  by  the  American  forces,  has 
been  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Capt.  L.  S.  Gerow,  chief  athletic  ofi&cer 
of  the  Forces,  and  E.  W.  Brannon,  chief  athletic  director  of  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Working  with  them  with  unstinted  support  and  always  encouraging  ath- 
letics, were  such  officers  as  Major-Gen.  Henry  T.  Allen,  Brig.-Gen.  W.  T. 
Johnston,  Col.  Knight,  Lieut.-Col.  Allen  Grier,  Lieut.-Col.  H.  H.  Sheen, 
Major  J.  K.  Herr,  and  Chaplain  E.  T.  McNally.  While  the  last  named  offi- 
cers did  not  promote  foot  ball  in  a  direct  manner,  it  was  their  excellent 
support  which  was  given  to  the  athletic  officers  and  the  "Y"  promoters  that 
made  the  past  season  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  very  best,  since  the  old 
Third  Army  days. 

The  champion  Doughboys  scored  a  total  of  34  touchdowns  and  kicked 
22  goals.  Only  seven  points  were  scored  against  the  team.  The  Quarter- 
masters and  the  Engineers  were  tied  for  second  honors  in  the  number  of 
touchdowns  scored,  each  with  27,  but  the  splendid  record  made  by  the 
Q.M.C.  kickers  of  booting  over  23  goal  kicks  after  touchdowns  put  that 
team  ahead  in  total  points  scored.  On  the  other  hand,  62  points  were 
scored  against  the  Quartermasters,  while  the  Engineers  held  their  oppo- 
nents to  35.  The  following  table  shows  the  scoring  and  defensive  strength 
of  the  teams:

The  Work  of  the  Central  Board  on  Officials 

Few  indeed  of  the  spectators  who  watch  a  loot  hall  game  realize 
how  much  of  their  satisfaction  throughout  the  season  comes  from  the 
work  started  many  years  ago  and  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  James  A.  Babbitt  in  the  body  known  as  the  Central  Board  on 
Officials,  a  sub -committee  of  the  Rules  Committee.  A  foot  ball  game 
ivithout  clean  cut  officiating  is  not  only  unsatisfactory  to  the  players 
but  entirely  disappointing  to  the  spectators.  Foot  ball  rules  are  a 
complicated  affair  necessarily  because  the  game  itself  is  a  complicated 
one.  Hundreds  of  officials  must  be  selected  and  allotted  to  the  many 
games,  and  keenness  of  perception,  accuracy,  good  judgment  and  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  rules  is  essential. 

Dr.  Babbitt's  Committee,  in  conference  with  the  various  managers 
of  the  big  teams,  lays  out  annually  the  appointment  of  these  officials^ 
conducts  the  various  meetings  necessary  for  this  work,  as  well  as 
calling  Interpretation  Meetings  in  the  preliminary  part  of  the  season 
to  reach  conclusions  on  unanimous  rulings.  Dr.  Babbitt  has  arranged 
for  still  further  assistance,  and  through  the  efforts  of  Major  Daly  and 
others  this  work  will  be  even  more  highly  organized,  and  there  will 
undoubtedly  be  conventions  held  at  the  end  of  the  season  to  secure  sug- 
gestions to  the  Rules  Committee  as  to  possible  alterations  and  inter- 
pretations of  difficult  points  which  may  have  arisen  throughout  the 
season.  This  is  a  part  of  the  machinery  that  is  most  vital  to  the  game 
and  has  accounted  for  a  great  deal  of  its  progress  in  the  past.

The  Central  Board  on  Officials  would  suggest  the  following  plan  for  its 

That  the  function  of  the  Central  Board,  appointed  by  the  Rules  Committee, 
should  be  (a)  to  advise,  rendering  assistance  as  indicated  ;  (b)  to  assist  by 
public  interpretation  of  the  foot  ball  rules  ;  (c)  to  maintain  a  certain  control 
over  sectional  boards  in  the  management  of  executive  details;  (d)  to  pub- 
lish lists  of  accredited  officials:  (e)  to  offer  recommendations  for  the  conduct 
of  these  officials;  (f)  to  arrange  meetings  for  interpretations;  (g)  to  arrange, 
when  advisable,  conferences  tending  to  the  formation  of  sectional  boards. 

The  Rules  Committee  fully  endorses  the  work  of  its  Central  Board,  and 
recommends  and  will  use  its  utmost  influence  in  urging  colleges  and  univer- 
sities within  its  central  field  to  accept  neutral  appointments  by  the  Board,  if 
in  general  managers'  meeting  such  action  be  voted  favorably,  and  further 
requests  the  managers  and  coaches  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  securing 
stated  appointments  for  major  games  on  or  before  October  1  of  each  year.

Changes  in  the  Rules  for  1922 

The  changes  in  the  Rules  this  year,  while  not  materially  affecting  the  style  of 
play  itself,  are  important  to  coaches,  officials  and  captains,  as  well  as  to  players. 

Relating  to  substitution,  a  player  taken  out  in  one  half  cannot  return  in  the 
same  half,  but  a  player  who  has  been  taken  out  in  the  first  half  may  return  to 
the  game  in  the  second  half,  not  necessarily  at  the  beginning  of  a  period. 

The  Referee  is  permitted  by  a  change  in  the  rule  to  shorten  the  playing  time 
at  intermission,  should  he  decide  that  darkness  is  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
completion  of  the  game. 

In  Scoring,  a  new  feature  is  introduced,  called  a  "Try-for-point."  Formerly 
a  place-kick  only  was  allowed  for  goal  after  a  touchdown.  Now  the  side  scor- 
ing the  touchdown  is  permitted  to  bring  the  ball  out  to  any  point  not  less  than 
5  yards  from  the  goal  line,  or  to  any  greater  distance  they  choose,  and  there  a 
scrimmage  is  formed,  with  the  scoring  side  in  possession  of  the  ball.  They  can 
make  any  play  which  is  legal  from  an  ordinary  scrimmage  and  endeavor  to 
score  by  a  place-kick,  a  drop-kick,  a  run,  or  a  forward  pass.  Should  they  by 
any  of  these  means  in  a  single  play  put  the  ball  over  the  goal  line  and  secure  a 
touchdown,  or  should  they  kick  a  field  goal,  any  one  of  these  successes  yields 
them  a  single  point.  Immediately  that  the  ball  becomes  dead  without  resulting 
in  such  a  score,  play  ceases  and  the  ball  is  taken  back  for  a  kick-off,  as  was 
done  under  the  old  method  when  the  Try-for-goal  had  proven  unsuccessful. 

As  to  fouls  (on  this  Try-for-point)  by  either  side,  a  foul  by  the  side  defend- 
ing the  goal  gives  the  attacking  side  the  additional,  point  without  further  play, 
and  a  foul  or  illegal  play  by  the  attacking  side  vitiates  the  attempt  for  the  score. 

The  privileges  of  choice  of  kick-off  or  of  receiving  the  kick-off  are  a  little 
more  clearly  defined. 

Probably  the  most  constructive  work  done  was  in  making  the  rule  regarding 
shift  plays  more  clear  and  more  simple  of  enforcement  by  officials.  It  provides 
as  formerly  regarding  the  ordinary  shifts,  and  also  provides  that  when  a  man  in 
motion  has  left  the  scrimmage  line  he  must  be  at  least  five  yards  back  when 
the  ball  is  put  in  play.  It  also  provides  that  in  all  shift  plays  the  man  who  has 
moved  from  one  position  to  another  before  the  ball  is  put  in  play  must  come  to 
a  stop;  not  only  both  feet  stationary  on  the  ground,  but  must  come  to  a  full 
stop  so  that  when  he  starts  again  he  starts  off  from  a  standstill. 

Certain  alterations  were  made  in  the  rule  regarding  taking  time  out,  to  clear 
up  any  misunderstandings  there. 

Time  taken  out  after  the  third  request  by  a  captain  entails  a  2-yard  penalty; 
that  is,  the  stakes  are  not  to  be  moved  as  formerly. 

Interference  with  the  defensive  side  on  a  forward  pass  entails  a  loss  of 
15  yards  and  a  down. 

Unnecessary  roughness  has  been  somewhat  more  clearly  defined  and  addi- 
tional power  put  in  the  hands  of  the  officials,  and  it  was  made  more  clear  that 
the  officials  should  be  stringent  in  handling  it. 

Clipping  also  has  a  section  in  the  rules. 

The  declining  of  penalties  has  been  made  clearer. 

The  Referee  will  in  future  select  the  assistants  to  the  Linesman,  designating 
the  men  who  are  to  carry  the  chains. 

Approved  Rulings,  as  far  as  possible,  have  been  incorporated  into  the  Rules. 


Report  of  the  American  Intercollegiate 

Foot  Ball  Rules  Committee  to  the 

National  Collegiate  Athletic 

Association 

It  is  probably  a  fact  that  more  people  have  participated  in  foot  ball  con- 
tests— and  certainly  more  spectators  have  witnessed  these  contests — during 
the  past  season  than  ever  before  in  a  single  season.  In  other  worde,  the  mod- 
ern open  game,  now  generally  understood  and  well  developed,  has  been 
subjected  to  another  thorough  test. 

In  the  report  of  your  Committee  last  year,  we  emphasized  the  fact  that 
the  change  from  the  old  style  foot  ball  to  the  modern  game  had  been 
practically  completed,  and  that  the  coaches  and  players  now  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  development  of  the  game  under 
standard  rules,  and  were  no  longer  called  upon  to  spend  any  substantial 
part  of  their  time  in  adapting  the  game  of  the  previous  season  to  changes  in 
the  rules  made  between  seasons. 

The  experience  of  the  past  season  has  added  still  more  evidence  in  support 
of  the  statement  made  in  our  report  for  the  year  1920 — that  a  good  all-around 
open  game  has  at  last  been  fairly  established.  Th^re  is  no  present  indica- 
tion of  any  necessity  for  further  fundamental  changes. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  necessary  modifications 
in  the  rules  during  the  next  two  or  three  years  will  be  confined  largely  to 
detail  and  to  clarification.  While,  under  the  intensive  development  of  the 
open  game,  tendencies  may  appear  which  will  require  some  check,  it  is  not 
likely  that  they  will  require  fundamental  changes  in  the  rules. 

If  this  opinion  is  sound,  it  seems  likely  that  the  work  of  the  Foot  Ball 
Rules  Committee  as  a  legislative  body  will,  in  the  immediate  future  at  least, 
be  restricted  to  the  consideration  of  relatively  minor  questions,  and  that  the 
greatest  contribution  which  the  Committee  can  make  to  the  game  will  be 
found  in  close  co-operation  with  the  colleges  in  maintaining  the  prestige 
and  good  name  of  foot  ball. 

I  want  to  point  out  in  this  connection  the  obvious  fact  that  the  Rules  Com- 
mittee, by  the  mere  phrasing  of  rules  and  providing  for  their  enforcement, 
can  neither  preserve  the  ideals  of  the  game  nor  supply  the  proper  environ- 
ment or  the  right  kind  of  spirit  under  which  these  contests  should  take  place. 

The  objective  which  we  are  all  seeking  can  only  be  reached  through  the 
close  co-operation  of  the  Rules  Committee  and  the  respective  college  adminis- 
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trations,  both  academic  and  athletic,  and  for  that  co-operation  your  Commit- 
tee makes  a  definite  appeal.  If  the  members  of  this  Association  will  take 
the  lead,  it  is  inevitable  that  the  secondary  schools  and  all  other  academic 
institutions  must  sooner  or  later  follow.  Let  me  give  two  illustrations  of  the 
kind  of  co-operation  I  have  in  mind: 

One  is  suggested  by  an  incident  that  took  place  recently.  I  was  discussing 
standards  of  sportsmanship  with  a  prominent  foot  ball  player  who,  during 
the  past  season,  played  for  his  last  year  on  one  of  the  best  known  elevens  in 
the  East.  I  asked  him  if  he  had  ever  read  the  Foot  Ball  Code  in  the  front  of 
his  rules  book.    He  replied  that  he  had  never  heard  of  it. 

Now,  the  Foot  Ball  Code  w^as  prepared  by  the  Rules  Committee  in  an 
attempt  to  set  forth  the  standards  of  sportsmanship  under  which  the  lovers 
of  foot  ball  feel  the  game  should  be  played,  if  it  is  to  permanently  endure 
as  the  greatest  of  all  academic  sports.  The  Rules  Committee  can  prepare 
such  a  Code,  but  it  cannot  force  the  boys  who  are  learning  the  game  to  read 
it.  In  every  college  and  secondary  school  in  the  country,  hours  upon  hours 
are  devoted  to  teaching  the  boys  the  physical  technique  of  the  game  and  the 
technical  rules  which  govern  the  play.  Why  not  teach  them  the  Code,  first 
of  all?  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  colleges  composing  the  membership 
of  this  national  organization,  make  sure  that  in  each  one  of  their  respective 
institutions  enough  time  is  taken  at  the  beginning  of  every  season  to  make 
certain  that  every  candidate  for  the  team  reads  and  thoroughly  understands 
the  Code,  and  is  told  definitely  and  unequivocally  that  his  institution  stands 
squarely  behind  it  and  the  type  of  sportsmanship  it  undertakes  to  establish. 

Another  illustration:  The  Rules  Committee,  through  its  Central  Board  on 
Ofiicials,  can  help  in  the  education  of  officials  and  can  assist  in  suggesting 
available  officials  for  the  more  important  games.  It  can  prepare  and  main- 
tain a  list  of  ofiicials  believed  to  be  competent  and  who  are  available  for 
employment.  The  Rules  Committee,  however,  cannot  by  itself  provide  the 
protection,  prestige  and  moral  backing  to  which  every  competent  official  is 
entitled  w4iile  he  is  acting  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  This  is  dis- 
tinctly up  to  the  college  authorities,  both  academic  and  athletic.  There  are 
even  now  too  many  thoroughly  competent  and  honest  officials  who  hesitate 
to  inflict  penalties,  lest  they  thereby  incur  the  dissatisfaction  or  hostility  of 
the  authorities  of  the  college  involved,  and  thus  perhaps  lose  the  opportunity 
of  thereafter  officiating  in  games  where  the  college  penalized  is  a  contestant. 

Of  course,  mistakes  in  judgment,  wrong  interpretation  and  improper  appli- 
cation of  the  rules  are  bound  to  happen.  No  human  beings  are  infallible. 
But  failures  of  this  nature  are  trivial  as  compared  with  a  deliberate  failure 
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to  enforce  the  rules  through  fear  or  reprisals,  or  through  knowledge  that  the 
institutions  involved  are  not  ready  to  give  the  official  the  moral  support  to 
which  he,  as  the  representative  and  protector  of  the  standards  of  the  game, 
is  entitled. 

I  do  not  want  to  be  understood  as  criticising  the  work  of  the  officials  dur- 
ing the  past  season.  Officiating,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  has 
steadily  improved  during  the  last  fifteen  years,  and  never  has  been  better 
than  during  the  past  season.  My  point  is,  that  with  the  affirmative  construc- 
tive support  of  the  college  administrations,  the  general  standard  of  officiating 
can  be  still  further  greatly  improved. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  that  every  institution  which  is  a  member  of  this 
Association,  take  definite  affirmative  steps  to  let  it  be  generally  and  unmis- 
takably understood  that  the  institution  stands  squarely  behind  and  will 
support  to  the  limit  every  fearless  competent  official  and  his  decisions;  and 
that  so  far  as  it  is  concerned,  no  such  official  shall  ever  suffer  from  having 
done  his  duty  on  the  field,  whether  from  unfavorable  comment,  or  criticism, 
or  the  withholding  of  future  patronage. 

The  game  of  foot  ball  is  a  wonderful  game.  Its  appeal  is  irresistible.  Its 
contests  take  place  under  the  highest  tension.  It  is  played  before  great 
crowds  of  partisan  and  anxious  spectators.  Both  the  preparation  for  and 
the  playing  of  those  contests  are  surrounded  with  extensive  and  often  ill- 
advised  and  overdone  publicity.  The  aggregate  gate  receipts  from  these 
contests  are  enormous.  A  game  which  can  maintain  its  best  standards  under 
all  these  conditions  is  certainly  worth  while ;  but  it  will  require  the  concerted 
efforts  of  all  its  friends  to  counteract  some  of  the  undermining  tendencies 
which  are  almost  certain  to  develop  from  the  conditions  under  which  the 
game  is  played  today. 

The  point  I  am  trying  to  make  is,  that  while  we  have  a  magnificent  game 
at  the  moment,  eternal  vigilance  is  necessary  to  protect  it.  The  Rules  Com- 
mittee stands  ready  to  do  its  part,  and  the  colleges,  I  am  sure,  are  more  than 
ready  and  anxious  to  do  theirs;  but  it  is  only  the  close  co-operation  between 
the  two  that  will,  with  absolute  certainty,  attain  the  objective  we  are  all  striv- 
ing for — the  preservation  and  integrity  of  this  greatest  of  academic  sports.

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The  Foot  Ball  Code 

Both  in  play  and  by  tradition  foot  ball  is  a  distinctively  academic  game — 
the  game  of  the  schools  and  the  colleges.  The  friends  of  the  game  must 
accordingly  rely  on  the  schools  and  colleges  for  the  preservation  of  its  past 
traditions  and  the  maintenance  of  the  high  standards  of  sportsmanship  in  its 
play,  which  are  to  be  expected  in  a  distinctively  academic  game. 

In  some  sports  it  is  possible  to  attain  reasonably  high  standards  simply  by 
the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  rules,  but  this  is  not  true  in  foot  ball. 
There  are  so  many  men  engaged  in  action,  the  action  is  so  rapid  and  so  con- 
stantly shifting,  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  official  to  discover  every  possible 
infraction  of  the  rules. 

The  Committee,  in  the  remodelling  of  the  rules  that  has  gradually  taken 
place,  has  endeavored  to  prohibit  and  suitably  penalize  all  forms  of  unfair 
tactics  and  practices.  It  has  also  endeavored,  so  far  as  possible,  without 
affecting  the  integrity  of  the  game  itself,  to  remove  special  temptation  or 
opportunity  for  unsportsmanlike  play. 

So  far  as  the  rules  themselves  are  concerned,  the  Committee  feels  that  it 
has  done  about  all  that  it  can  do,  and  it  has  been  with  continually  increas- 
ing satisfaction  that  the  members  of  the  Committee,  in  common  with  all 
other  lovers  of  the  game,  have  observed  the  rapid  improvement  in  the  stand- 
ards of  play.  Each  year  there  has  been  less  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
players  to  "beat  the  rules,"  and  unfair  tactics  have  largely  disappeared.  The 
"anything  to  win"  coach  is  disappearing.  Officials  are  generally  more 
efficient  and  fearless  and  their  rulings  are  more  and  more  being  accepted 
without  quibbling. 

There  are,  however,  still  many  school  teams,  and  even  some  college  teams, 
that  seem  to  fail  to  recognize  that  the  first  obligation  of  every  foot  ball 
player  is  to  protect  the  game  itself,  its  reputation  and  its  good  name.  He 
owes  this  to  the  game,  its  friends  and  its  traditions.  There  can  be  little 
excuse  for  any  college  player  who  allows  the  game  to  be  smirched  with 
unsportsmanlike  tactics. 

In  the  case  of  the  players  in  the  school  teams,  however,  the  Committee  is 
inclined  to  believe  that  unsportsmanlike  play  is  due  largely  to  ignorance  of 
what  the  proper  standards  are  and  what  the  great  host  of  ex-foot  ball  players 
and  friends  of  the  game  expect  from  the  boys  who  are  just  learning  it. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  just  beginning  to  learn  the  game  the 
Rules  Committee  has  decided  to  publish  in  the  official  book  of  rules  the 
following  suggestions: 

HOLDING  is  prohibited  by  the  rules  because  it  does  not  belong  in  the 
game  of  foot  ball.  It  is  unfair  play.  It  eliminates  skill.  The  slowest  man  in 
the  world  could  make  a  forty-yard  run  in  every  play  if  the  rest  of  his  team- 
mates would  hold  their  opponents  long  enough.  Th^  game  is  to  advance 
the  ball  by  strategy,  skill  and  speed  without  holding  your  opponent. 

Perhaps  a  good  game  could  be  invented,  the  object  of  which  would  be  to 
advance  the  ball  as  far  as  possible  with  the  assistance  )f  holding  your  oppo- 
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nents,  but  it  would  not  be  foot  ball.  It  would  probably  become  a  team 
wrestling  match  and,  unless  drastic  rules,  rigidly  enforced,  prevented  it,  a 
free  fight.  If  your  coach  cannot  show  you  how  to  gain  distance  without 
holding  your  opponents,  get  another  coach.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  he  does 
not  understand  the  strategy  of  the  game. 

SIDE  LINE  COACHING  is  prohibited  in  the  rules  because  it  is  con- 
sidered an  unfair  practice.  The  game  is  to  be  played  by  the  players  using 
their  own  muscles  and  their  own  brains.  If  an  onlooker,  having  seen  all  the 
hands  in  a  game  of  cards,  undertook  to  tell  one  of  the  players  what  card  to 
play,  the  other  players  would  have  just  cause  to  object. 

The  Committee  by  its  ruling  has  endeavored  to  prevent  as  far  as  practically 
possible  the  sending  in  of  substitutes  for  the  mere  purpose  of  giving  infor- 
mation as  to  the  following  play,  which  removes  the  chief  incentive  for  send- 
ing in  information. 

"BEATING  THE  BALL"  by  an  unfair  use  of  a  starting  signal  is 
nothing  less  than  deliberately  stealing  an  advantage  from  the  other  side.  An 
honest  starting  signal  is  good  foot  ball,  but  a  starting  signal  which  has  for 
its  purpose  starting  the  team  a  fraction  of  a  second  before  the  ball  is  put 
in  play,  in  the  hope  that  it  will  not  be  detected  by  the  officials,  is  nothing 
short  of  crookedness.  It  is  the  same  as  if  a  sprinter  in  a  hundred-yard  dash 
had  a  secret  arrangement  with  the  starter  to  give  him  a  tenth  of  a  second's 
warning  before  he  fired  the  pistol. 

TALKING  TO  YOUR  OPPONENTS  if  it  falls  short  of  being  abusive 
or  insulting  is  not  prohibited  by  the  rules,  partly  because  it  ought  not  to  be 
necessary  and  partly  because  no  rules  can  make  a  gentleman  out  of  a 
mucker.    No  good  sportsman  is  ever  guilty  of  cheap  talk  to  his  opponents. 

TALKING  TO  OFFICIALS — When  an  official  imposes  or  makes  a 
decision,  he  is  simply  doing  his  duty  as  he  sees  it.  He  is  on  the  field  repre- 
senting the  integrity  of  the  game  of  foot  ball,  and  his  decision,  even  though 
he  may  have  made  a  mistake  in  judgment,  is  final  and  conclusive  and  should 
be  so  accepted.  Even  if  you  think  the  decision  is  a  mistaken  one,  take  your 
medicine  and  do  not  whine  about  it.  If  there  is  anything  to  be  said,  let  your 
captain  do  the  talking.  That's  his  business.  Yours  is  to  keep  quiet  and  play 
the  game. 

THE  FOOT  BALL  CODE — You  may  meet  players  and  even  coaches 
who  will  tell  you  that  it  is  all  right  to  hold  or  otherwise  violate  the  rules  if 
you  do  not  get  caught.  This  is  the  code  that  obtains  among  sneak  thieves 
and  pickpockets.    The  crime  in  their  code  is  getting  caught. 

The  foot  ball  code  is  different.  The  foot  ball  player  ivho  intentionally 
violates  a  rule  is  guilty  of  unfair  play  and  unsportsmanlike  tactics,  and 
whether  or  not  he  escapes  being  penalized,  he  brings  discredit  to  the  good 
name  of  the  game,  which  it  is  his  duty  as  a  player  to  uphold.

Substitutes  SECTION  2.    A  player  may  be  substituted 

for  another  at  any  time,  but  before  engaging 
in  play  he  must  report  to  the  Referee  or  Umpire.  After  a 
player  has  reported  to  the  proper  official  and  the  change 
has  been  made,  the  substitution  shall  be  considered  as 
completed.  An  incoming  substitute  shall  not  communi- 
cate in  any  way  with  any  of  the  players  upon  the  field 
until  after  the  ball  has  been  put  in  play.  In  case  any 
change  in  the  position  of  players  is  rendered  necessary 
by  the  substitution,  the  substitute  going  in  may  give  that 
information  only  through  the  Referee.  In  case  the  sub- 
stitute sent  in  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  man  who  had 
regularly  been  giving  signals  previous  to  his  removal  from 
the  game,  the  man  sent  in  may  give  the  signal,  but  with- 
out consultation  with  the  players  until  after  the  ball  has 
been  put  in  play.  If  the  man  who  has  been  giving  signals 
is  not  removed  from  the  game  when  a  new  player  comes 
in  for  the  purpose  of  giving  signals,  the  former  must  give 
the  signal  on  the  play  following.  A  player  who  has  been 
withdrawn  from  the  game  during  the  first  half  may  re- 
turn at  any  time  during  the  second  half.  A  player 
withdrawn  during  the  second  half  may  not  return  to  the 
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game.      A  player  who  has  been  disqualified  or  suspended 
shall  be  debarred  from  further  participation  in  the  game. 

PENALTY  (Referee,  Umpire) 

For  not  reporting— Loss  of  5  yards.  If  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Referee  the  incoming  substitute  has  had  no 
opportunity  to  report  to  the  official,  and  he  does  not 
in  any  way  interfere  with  the  play  or  communicate  with 
the  players,  the   Referee  need   not  inflict  the  penalty. 

For  incoming  substitute  communicating  with  players 
on  field  before  ball  is  put  in  play— Loss  of  15  yards. 

For  illegal  return— The  player  shall  be  suspended 
from  the  game  and  his  team  shall  be  penalized  half  the 
distance  to  the  goal  line  from  thg  spot  of  the  down 
during  which  the  illegal  substitution  was  made.  !f  play 
shall  have  intervened  between  the  illegal  substitution 
and  its  discovery,  the  penalty  shall  be  enforced  from 
the  spot  where  the  illegal  substitution  was  discovered. 
If  the  illegal  substitution  l^kes  place  between  the 
making  of  a  touchdown  and  the  next  kick-off,  the 
penalty  shall  be  inflicted  at  the  kick-off. 

NOTE.  — The  Committee  deprecates  putting  in  of  substi- 
tutes for  the  purpose  of  conveying  information. 

Section  3.  No  player  having  projecting 
of'pia^er"*  nails  or  iron  plates  on  his  shoes  or  any  pro- 
ay  ers.  jecting  metallic  or  hard  substance  on  his 
person  shall  be  allowed  in  the  game.  If  head  protectors  are 
worn,  no  sole  leather,  papier  mache,  or  other  hard  or  un- 
yielding substance  shall  be  used  in  their  construction.

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If  it  be  desired  that  a  player,  occupying  the  position  of 
center,  guard  or  tackle  on  offense,  play  back  of  the  line  on 
defense,  this  is  allowable,  and  shall  not  prevent  the  player 
taking  his  place  on  the  line  of  scrimmage  from  playing 
back  of  the  line  on  offense  thereafter.  If  a  player  has  been 
withdrawn  and  returns  to  the  game,  he  may  be  placed 
in  any  position,  but  shall  then,  of  course,  be  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  rule.

NOTE.— In  all  shift  plays,  ''both  feet  stationary  on  the 
ground ' '  is  interpreted  to  mean  that  a  sufficient  momentary 
pause  occur  as  to  admit  of  officials  seeing  that  the  play  is 
legal,  ajid  that  the  hall  was  not  snapped  ivhile  the  men  were 
in  motion.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  rule  that  ivhen  a  man 
shifts  to  a  netu  position,  he  shall  come  to  a  full  stop,  so  that 
all  momentum  is  lost,  and  make  a  new  start  from  a  position 
of  rest  tvhen  the  ball  is  put  in  play. 

On  kick-off  and  free  kicks  the  players  may  be  in  motion 
in  any  direction,  provided  they  are  on-side  when  the  ball 
is  kicked.

It  Is  the  opinion  of  the  Rules  Committee  that  it  is 
contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  the  game  for  teams 
to  dispense  with  the  services  of  any  one  of  the  officials 
provided  for  under  the  rules. 

NOTE.— It  is  desirable  to  have  a  horn  and  a  stop-watch 
for  the  Field  Judge,  a  whistle  for  the  Referee  and  a  horn 
of  some  kind  for  the  Umpire  and  the  Linesman,  in  order  to 
distinguish  their  calls  from  that  of  the  Referee. 

RULE  XXV. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  REFEREE. 

Section  1.  The  Referee  shall  have  general  oversight  and 
control  of  the  game.

He  must  report  to  the  Umpire  any  infringe- 
ment of  certain  indicated  sections  of  Rule  XVI.,  Rule 
XXI. ,  and  Rule  XXII. ,  as  well  as  all  cases  of  holding  or 
unlawful  use  of  hands  or  arms  which  come  under  his  obser- 
vation. In  the  event  of  the  ball  being  kicked  into  a  player 
of  the  kicker's  side,  he  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Umpire. 

Section  6.  It  is  the  special  province  of  the  Referee  to 
see  that  the  ball  is  properly  put  in  play,  and,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  he  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  position 
and  progress. 

Section  7.  At  every  kick-off  and  in  every  case  when 
time  has  been  taken  out,  the  Referee  shall,  before  ordering 
play  to  begin, 

(a)  ascertain  from  each  captain  that  his  team  is  ready,  and, 

(6)  make  sure  that  the  other  officials  are  ready.
